ben the King Troos had named his City 
FL Troy, and was mounted and exaltcd 
in ſo high renowne, that the Kings bis 
neighbours, as to his regard, were but 
AV 10 in littie ceuerente, and leſſe glozy : many 
— thus loſing their honours, by his right 
great wozthip, began to murmur againſt him in d&ede, and 
alſo in thought, and among all other, the I. Tanrg- 
las of Frigic, ſon of the Archadien lupiter, king of Artique, 
toke in right great deſpight the excellency of Troos, and 
conſlde ted againſt him, and made a great aſſembly of men 
of armes, and ſo departed out of his Realme, with intention 
to deſtrop and ſpill the King Troos and his City of Troy, 
This Tantalus had a ſen in his company named Pelops: and 
alſoleft a ſonne at home named Thicſtes, fo; as as he 
was poung. And this Thieſtes had a ſon named Phileſtines 
the father of Menelaus that raigned in the time of the third 
deſtruaion of Troy. Foz to returne to eur purpoſe, then Tan- 
ralus behaued himſeife in ſuch wiſe, that he conducted and 
bought an holk vpen the territozic of Troy, and did (mite 
downe and deſtroꝝ all things that was in their puiſſance,vn- 
to plaine deſtruction. TWherewith che crie and clamours 
of them that fled was ſo great, that inſhozt time the King 
Troos was adnertiſedof it. whereofhe'was not afraid: foz 
behad the City well garniſhed with people, Alſo he made 
ready to reſiſt his ade tſaries, and that by ſuch diligente, that 
when he had heard the trdings in the mozning, within foure 
houres after he iſſued out of Troy with thirty theuſand figh» 
— and dz:w vnto the place, where the Frigiens were 
entred, 


This 
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This noble King Troos had in his company two fonnes, 
of whom the ede ſt was called !lion, to whom tame downe 
from heauen the Palladium. And the younger was called 
Ganimedes, Theſe two @onnes valiant and hardycame 
into the Field, and required their Father Troos ts part 
bis Army in two: and that he would grant to them his 
Uaward,foz fo pzone theyz might vpon their Enemies. 

Troos conſidering that by ſeparation of his pcople; they 
that were beaten oz put backe might be ſuccoured when it 
ſhould come to ſtroakes, he graunted the requeſt of his two 
Sannes, and toke vnfo them twelue | of fighting 
men. Illion and Ganimedes thanked the King Troos they; 
Father, andtoke leane of him, and went fozth with them 
fighting men, in ſuch wiſe, (hat they were a mile befoze the 
Battell of the King. And ſo the King Troos followed the 
Battell of his two @onnes, Ilion and Ganimedes.: And 
de had certaine Ryders betweene both appoynted foz to rey 
pozt tothe King Troos, when his Bonnes had found Tan- 
talus theyz Gnemite : and alſo the tiro noble. Donnes had 
befoze them diuers Eſpies, and Matches that were ſent 
aut into diuets plates, ta ſ& and diſcouer the ate, the puiſ- 
ſance, and the ozder of their Enempes, . which found them 
about the Euening ; and anon after, they returned vnts 
Ihon and Ganimedes, and bid them to make cheare;. and 
that they had ſ@ne the enemies of Troy, ta &cerfatne plate 
that they named, and that there they had ſ@ne them lodged: 
and that they might well be numbzed by eſttmation about 
thirty thouſane fighting men. 

Sf! theſe tidings had the Troians great jop, it was that 
time about Pidnight, and they were lodge d in the end ot 
a valle: Ilion and G inimedes anon the ſame houte aflem - 
bled all the nable men of their company, and folde. them 
what the E pies had te poʒted, and demanded of them coun- 
fell, All were of opinion that they ſhould ſuffer thetr Holt 


fo reff pet a god hoare, and after that they ſhould baeake 
their lat a little and ub. to the end to haue the — 
4 . 
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tet and tonger their bzeath, aud alſots bs the moze couragt- 
ous, and to cauſe them to be the better awaked,and this done, 
they ſhould depart foz to goe afſaile theit enemies» This o⸗ 
pinion ſ&med god vnto the fins ſonres of the KinglAnd they 
fguified thetr intention ty the riders unte their Father 
Troos« After this they withvzewthem to take a little their 
reff,and gane charge to them that kept the watch, to awake 
them wheathey ſaw their time: and ſo they had but little 
reſted, when they were awaked and called, and that each 
man Gould take his armes and follow on. The £rojans 0- 
beped, and knew well it was time to make ready ſpedily, 
They were neuer ſoglad as they wer e when they knew they 
Gouldgoe to battoll,they eat and dzumk temperatelyall with 
one god wlll, they garniched them with their armes: and 
ſhe wod the one to the other, how the Would fight in the bat- 
tell and confound thepz enemies, and menaced them et an e- 
mill conflict with them. 

At thts houre, the Mone chene right cleare : by which 
Hining and light, lion and Ganimedes put theyz people in 
army in fayze oder. When they had toke the hozt refect- 
on, they began to march toward them, and put themſelues 
befoze all other: they came ſo nigh by Pon light, and by 
their guides, that they were heard of them that kept the 
watch of their enemies that they (ought : the which fled vnto 
the tents of King Tancalus, and awoke him, and told him 
that the Trojans wers come to aſſaile him: and that they 
had\ſane them in great namber. But Tantalus bel&ued nat 
lightlp bis watch, and deferred his ariſing moze then n&de 
was. Ye bad not long bidden, but the Tteians came vpon 
his hoſe, and laide loade vpen the Frigians ſo vammeaſy- 
rably, that the zodounviug of their Froakes came and fell 
into the eares of Tant. lus, which aroſe andſpzang on his ſiet 
ferribly afratd. With this afroy were awaked all the Frt- 
glans in generall: ſome by moztall wounds, and ſome by 
their cries, and ſome hurt grienoufly. In comming oa thus, 
the Trojans damaged greatly their enemies; and the m_ 
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becauſe many of them were nat furniſhed with their mes, 
which were mitten da tune by the (wozdes of the Trojans, 
and they were beaten downe, maimed moztally,and wailows 
ing in they; blood. This notwithSanding though that the 
comming on of the Trojans was tharpe, and that lion any 
Ganimedes appzmued theme lues ſharpeiyin theyz wogke. 
Tantalus and his ſonme Pclops gathered their people that 
withdzew them about their Tent, and there muſtated them 
together, and then when they found them in mumber lutfici⸗ 


ent fo to enter into battell, Tantalus criev”Prigi 3 
and aſter he did cauſe ta march his peo 17 7 ra 
jans, that beate downe all befoze them in the place whers 
they were arctued,andthen began the nople to be great: Foz 
on all (des were cries made, and at the ſorning, the s6ix» 
milh was ſo hozrivle, that it ſemed the mold ſhouldend in 
the (ame place. Ig, 

Ganimedes and Pelops encountred together, and full of 
great coutages, they fought together ſo (828 and hard, that 
agreat while, by the woundes that were (&ne ypon their 
heads and vpon thetr avmes, they wero like the one to fley 
the other, and the one hadlaine the other, had not Tanca- 
lus and Illion bene by. Foz Tantalus ſmoete vpou Gani- 
medes, and llivn ſmate Pclops : andthe Troians am Fris 
gians medled the ons with the other: And there began the 
laughter andmurther : and there was fighting as Cham- 
pions, (he wing each man his vertue and his pzowefle ſo

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that, that he might not extinguiſh and put downe the name 
of Troy: hæ twke himſe(fe by the. beard that was lend 
and impatiently ſaid,ſiniting himleiſs with his a curſed 
enay, thou did pzomiſe me of late ta put Troy vader my 
feet, and haſt made me to riſe pzeſtmptuouſly againft her: 
Ho ſe J well the contrary, and that by me Troy ſhall flous 
rich, and that moze is, by my cauſe her name thall grow 
and ſhall be exaulted, and that all Kings ſhall tremble bc» 

foze her, in my and beholding. Ofalſe traptetous fog» 

tune, accurſed be thou, thatJ ever belaued on the. Theſe 

wozys finiſhed, hs ſayd to his ſenne and to other of his Coun- 

cell, that they h eule cauſe his people to withdzaw a little 

and a little. At laſt he commanded that each man thoulo 

laue himſelfe , and then they put them all to flight. Illion 
and Ganimedes twke had and ranne after, and chaſed 
them out of the Tertitogies of Troy, with great occiſton, 
andflaughter ofthe people of the Frigiens. And after that 
they had chaſed them, they ſayd that they had done them 
ſhame enough, and left parſuing them and returned; and 
came anon and met the King Troos their father, that follow - 
ed them: who had great joy, when he tam that they had quit 
— well vpon his Enemies, by the god condact of his 
two ſonnes. 

Che joy then that Troos made Ilion and Ganimedes after 
the battatle, was great and of god lous. Troos bzonght them 
againe vnto Troy with great wozlhip, The Troyans men 
and wemen receivedthem wozthipfully,and bleſſed the womb 
that had bozne them, and the bzealfs that gaue them ſucke. 
Theſe wers two noble ſons of the King, of whom the names 
were bozne info ail the Parchosthereabouts, with fo great 
a bzuit and nopſe, that not onely the netghbours of Troos 
came to make alliance with King Troos and the Troyans: 
bat there came alſs Sings of many karre Countryes of the 
Eaft, which could not magnifte enough the puiſſance of the 
King, any of the City et Troy.

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Jam a Ring, and haue great powers : all the glozy that thou 
haſt gatten, ſhall here be quenched ; wherefoze J pzay the 
that thou fozbearc in this caſe,and that thou (uffer me to tale 
that which is mine, and fake thou what belongeth to thee. 
During theſe wozds , Pericus loked towards the Seq, 
andſaw from farre his Gallyescomming the one after the 
other, directing them tewards the Pozt , Whereef he had 
right great joy, and (ayd vnto Phincus. King, I make no 
daubt but thy power is great in this Country, but know 
thou right well, that A krow ne man lining that ſhall cauſe 
me toleaue that betongeth tame.

After they went to 
beholv the Monſter, and then came ſapling and rowing the 
Apuliaus unto the Court, and being come, they bzought Per- 
ſeus and Andromeda into loppe with great tryumph : and 
Perſeus and Andromeda were eſpouſed that ſame day, and 
lay together. And the ſolemnitp of their wedding endurcd 
fiſt@nedopes. During which time the Syrians came to the 
vayply; foz ts ſ u. behold. this Menſter. Plinins res 
tſeth, that of this PMonſter was home to Rome; a Bons

2 (8 © departed from thence, and toe their way by 
aun towards Argos, under and by the-conduct 
ot Bellerophon, that then was whole andhea- 
led ot his fote, whe knew well the Canntrep. When Bel- 
lerophon had guided them ſo nigh Argos, that in an heure 
they might runne befoze the Gates, be ſignifiedit ynfo Per- 
ſeus: And then Perſcus made his Volt to tarrying Walley, 
and ſent Danaus ynto King Pricus, to ſammon him that be 
ſhould pes lo the Realms vnto the K+ Acrifius, Danays went to 
Argos, and accompliſhed the Summons. The Ring Pricus 
anſwered to him, that he was King, and that he would kep 
that Title ; and menace Perſeus bnto the death, if be de⸗ 
parted not the Country haſtily. Danaus returned vnts the 
Hot of perieus with this anſwere, and mabe tu him the re- 
pozt. Perſcus then haped that King Pricug wanly come to 
him, and giue him battatle , and had thereof right greatjoy 
and pleaſure : fog he defired nothing in — — moze 
then to be in armes: and fozto be the better able to - == 


K Thebes there refreſhed them thete Apulians, 
and made alliance with the Ring, after. they 
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{and his foe , be ozdayned that night t that be would part 
his battatle in thze, wheceaf he gaue-charge at the fr bat. 
te Bellcrophon, which required and veſtred of tum the 
tward, with right great inſtance: and he hunſelfe bete 
ths ſecond battaile.

Whentbe King Pricus (aw him came with ſo little a com- 
pany, he ſuppoſedthatit had bin Perſcus,and thought to haue 
viterle onectþ2own them at the d.@ encennter, and made 
his people to ſet agatulſt them, by which within thozt ſpate 
began a cruell and hard battaile. And of this battalle was 
Pricus right jopfull at ſhe aCembly, and well imployed his 
ar mes and (wozd, and didmeruailez , but at that time be as 
ſuppoſed by fozce to remaine vids ious and conque tout of his 
enemies, be caſt his eps towards Thebes, and ſaw Perſeus 
and his battaile, that diſconered and hewed themſe lues: 
wherein his foztune was ſuch, that in the beholding the head 
of Meduſa, which de bare painted in his Shield of Chriſtall, 
he and all his folke, in a moment, were turned into ones. 
That is toſay,that he and all bis men hadloT their frength 
and courages, and that they might no nioze lift therr ſwo;ps 
then might a Statue 92 Image. Then Pricts fied, and an 
they that tould, fled ſo ns into the City, and ſome into the 
gelos at all adventure. Perſcus would not followthe chaſe, 
becauſe of their paze taſt. Aud thus Pian exaped b, 
and abandoned and gaue aner the Country, and wen! with 
them that fled; into Calico ua where he — d put 
to death by Hercules . And Perſeus wentiniothe Citp of Ar- 
gos, the gates whercof were open, and there was no man 
refiſtey When be was in the City. bee an Edit 
charging vpen paine of drath; that nena a ſo harm to vie a- 
nyiotence 02 fozre there: After that be ſent to ſeeke his 
grandfather Acriſius, and t la him bo he: was and (0'delt- 
wered to him againe his City and Realme, Fo: 
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f 0 this his courtefle,Acciſius — — 

vnto Per ſeus, and aahen him, and enquired of his Daughter 
Danae . and ef their anuertutes. Perſeus told htm all that he 
knew: and then Acriſius was right ſoze diſpleaſant at that 
hard vſage that he had done : and fo; to amen all, he adop- 
ted Perſeus ts his ſonne, andgane him the full power to go⸗ 
nerne the City, and himſelfe withdzew him into the Tower 
ef Dardane, and then ſent againe vnto Naple*, Dardamis his 
bzother, with whom went Bellerophon: and he gaue vnts 
them, and to their company, great Treaſures at their ve- 
parting, Perſeus ſent many Argiens into Libie, and made 
them to ingabite the counttey. And thus aboade Perſeus in 
Argos with his wife Andromeda, of whom he got many 
childꝛen. Chat is to wit, Sthelenus, Blache Demon, Eric- 
teus and Gorgophon, which all became men, and take 
Mines, the R Acrilius yet raigning. And among all other, 
Gorgophon had one wife, of whom he had two ſonnes Alce- 
us and Electrion, Alceus engendzed Ampbitrion, and Elec- 


trion engend2ed Alcumena, of whom came Hercules. What .

Megara and Hercules in this enening/ oftentimes 
behold each ather ſecretly,and thetr countenances were fixed 
on each other often, and then of fozce they changed colour, 
In this changing of coloar,there was not a vain in them hat 
was meued. And by this maniug grew amazens deffres in 
abeundante, with depeflghss,whyich were nearithed in the 
abiſmes and bottomes of thetr hearts. 
Among all other things, fvz fo ſp@de the matter, the 
Kings and ancient Knights aCembled them in caun(ell, fo; 
as much as thoy had many poung Knights that were come, 
and had abidden from the beginning of the Feaſt, \o; to dos 
feats of armes again Hercules. The-puillance and Krength 
bf Hercules was well conſidered of in this Counſel}, and 
fozaſmuch as it was verylikely, that no may might a 
againT hun, it was ozdatned that he ſhould dos n dedes of 


they ſhould turney in manner of battell, whereof ſhould be 
Captaines two !/kings that were there, that is, ts wit, 
Tandarus that was father of Menelaus, husband of fapze 
Helene, and lxion that was King of Thefialy: Thefe two 
kings toks on them with a god will. this charge, and that 
was 93dained, that Hercules Could let them all 
vntill ths time that the ons pntig were at woda, an tha 
then hs might helpe that partie of ſaffering the 
vnts the time that he had doubt them to match 
betters.

of w. The King Tandarus andthe King Ixion ang 
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ly arrayed, and well hozfed, aud armed well with bett d cu⸗ 
rets, and ran in the moſt hatdeft place of this aCembly : 
there was no moze but an bur ed knights onhozſebacke,foz 
yoaſes at that time wete but fftlo known noz vſed tall they 
on he lebacke and they on ſent were pat tod into two tom pa⸗ 
— —— to Tandarus and — all that ttey

But in 
the end, when the Knights on hozſebacke had done their en- 
deauours,and that they ſet their hands on their (wozds, the 
temen began to renxe the farney with ſo great a ir and 
nopſe that all the mount redonnded, on the one fide, and on 
the other, there were many ſpeares bzcken, and thei!ds vn- 
joynted, they foyned with their ſpeates eagerly, their Eroaks 
undfopnes were great; each man thewed the quantity of his 
fozce, it was jopous to ſe the ſpeares five inthe axe by pas 
ces, there were great cries, noneſpared other, ancient noz 
young. The ancient fonght with the peung: the young men 
dy great courage learned and old men. Whey 
their ſpeares were bzoken they tote their lwozds, wheres 
with began anew adce, joyous and pleaſant, they cutting 
their helmes, and hewing on their cheilds ſs couragionflp, 
and in eſpectall they of the part of sion, that they of the 
part of Aing Tandarus were conftrained to call foz Hercules 
vnto their teſcue .

his folke reconered, and entLed inte the 
coanterpartte-At that time began gains the turney 
and ſharpe : they that right gow ficd, coke heart, fozce, 
vertne to them agains, by the well-doing of Hercules, 
recouered vigour and Trength. Hercules of all 
were there was taken h@d of, bas E:okes (arm annted 
other without ail meaſure,and bs bzoaght again Tandarus to 
match his better with little labour. Finally, be did ſhe w 
lo groat pzowelCe that day, and in the dayes following, 
7 —— all the men in the wazld. WW 
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doing xeconered them, and put them vp abaug againe. No 
man toke hade bat tobisglozie ; cuery man (aid well of 
him at dauces, ( at feats, euery man loued him, tue rꝝ man 
wozthipped him, there was nd tongue of noble, noz of baſe, 
but that gaue him land and pzapſs, whereof the conciafion 
was ſuch, that all the p2izes above with him, and alſs there 
were giuen to him many gifts of the Kings that were there. 
The dapes of this ſolemnit daa ener, 4 the laft night, the 
Kings and the Ladies, and nobles aſſembled inthe common 
tent, and of one commen accead they wauld that from peare 
to years,they any their heires ſhould hold t tens ue the fealt 
that Hercules had begun and effabli 2therſaw that it 
was the moſt honourabls paſtime that euer was 2 th 
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Greece. and named the feaſt Olimpiades, becauſe of the 
mount Olympus. And they had it ſo in eſtimation, that frem 
thence fozth they dated thetr edics, and their letters of con- 
tinuance with the y@re of the fitſt Olympiade, tc. Jn ſuc 
wiſe,as we ſay the pete of the Incarnation. Theſe things 
92dained,giien and pzomiſed, the officer of at mes of Hercu- 
tes,thmkied all them that were come to this Olypiade: at. 
ter that each toke leaue of other, and departed on the m0z- 
row, and thus finiſhed and ended this feaſt, 


CBA. XL 
How Hercales ſayled by the ſea into Heſperie, and how he 
vanquiſhed the Ile with the muttons or ſheepe, and van- 
quiſhed Philores, and New his fellow. 


T the departing, Hercules paged not greatly 
fo; the wtthdzawing and departing of all 
them that were there,ſauing foz the depar- 
ting of Megara: he knew not the mallady of 
laue, vntill the time that he ſaw her depart 
ints the country, Megara went vnte Thebes, 
and Hercules dzew him to Athens right penſttie, and think- 
ing mach on his Lady: and ſoze defiring to ſe her, he went 
in the company of Euriſteus vnto Athens, where they feaſted 
them foure dapes long. At the (ourth dap tyoings came, that 
bato the Pozt and Hauen were come range follie by fo2- 
tune, which were clothed iu very pleaſant roabes and gars 
ments. When the Kiug u iſteus heard theſe tydings, hir 
ſent anon to fetch theſe rangers to him, and asked them 
from whence they worte, they anſwered him, that they were 
of the Welt, and of the Region of Heiperie. There isthe 
Regionof Heſperie ſaid Euriſteus, and what manner of 
Countrey is it? Ueri ls anlweredone of them, A think that 
in all the Wozld is no better Countrey,fs2 there is aboun- 
dance of all things that be neceflaryfoz Mans life, and J 
can tell you, that in the places of our-dwelling, and where 


we haus our haunt, there be many Alands tying about — 
Ur⸗ 
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furthef parts of Mauree, be pond Ampoleſie, whers grow- 
eth all the beſt things that men can thinks, and there is a 
King named Philotes, ſonne in law to a King named Ath- 
las, whicꝭ is of the generation. of the Gra kes: and it is not 
to be fozgotten, hew the King Philotes att anpanxed with 
the danghters of King Athlas,latcly found an Ils very plea- 
ſant, as was his Adventure, This Ale is all plaine, without 
MPountapne oz Mallep, it is in ſuch wiſe as in a Garden, all 
greone : and there be therein ſo mau ®h&pe and Puttons, 
that it is maruell, which be kept and chcriſhed thers as if 
they were of fine Gold. Of theſe Þuttons that A ſpeake of 
we haue our Roabes and Gownes made: wee and they that 
may haue them, muſt buy them at a great pzice of fine gold, 
We eate the fleſh, and cloath vs with the skinnes. And 
knot per fozcertaine, that into this Ile is but one entry, 
and he entreth not therein that tveuld, foz the king Philotes 
and an other Gyant which be wiſe and ſubtill, and maruel- 
lens ſtrong, alway kepe the entryof the Ale and alway the 
one waketh, while the other Cepeth, 

Certes, (fayd the King Buriſteus,) by that, that I haue 
vnderſtesd of you, the Ale that youſpeake of, is of great ex⸗ 
cellency. This Philotes that pou make mention of: what 
man is this Philotes 2 The Eranger anſwered, that he is 
the moſt redaubted and dzead king of the Melt parts: he is 
a Gyant that by his fozce and ftrength hath conquered the 
Ile with the Sher p, and hath put out them that dwelled and 
inhabited there befoze. Vas is ſo ſtrong, that it is but late 
agoe,that he ſayd, it he could find a man ſtronger then he is, 
be would neuer after beate armes to fight in battaite,during 
the life of that other. | 

The King Egeus then gaue leaue to the frangers to ds- 
partfrom his pzeſence, and commanded that no man ſhould 
hinder them in their returning toward their Countrey, and 
they went and depacfed. Euriſteus abode with Rgeus, and 
—— — — and Theſeus, and wiſhed by a 
great deſire N e Puttens, ſaying to them, that 
he wauld tat it coſt him as much Gold as a payzo of mut · 

tons 
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tons weigh : and that he had a Ramme and an Ewe, foz to 
ingender in his Countrey. In that time were no Shepe zn 
Greece. When Hercules hadheard the deſire of King Eu- 
riſteus, ſuddainly he ſatd to him. Sir, you haue a deſire to 
haue a paite ef muttons, appertaining to the daughters of 
Athlas, by the conqueſt and armes of the ſtreng Gyant Phy- 
lotes. A pzomtſe you here lo truth, bpon my gentlenelſe, 
that by this day thz& werkes, J will depart by water oz land 
fo2to fetth them: and I will neuet returne into Greece,vn-s 
till the time that J haue found the Ale, and that J ſhall cp- 
poſe mp ſelfe againſt the Gyants that ka pe it, and will aſs 
ſap if A can get the Ale from them, like as Phylotes hath 
gotten it from other. Whenthe King Eur iſteus had vrider - 
Tod the enterpziſe that Hercules made, he was paſſing ſo⸗ 
rie, oʒ he loued Hercules as well as if he had bene his owne 
ſon, Be diſſwadedhim from that enterpziſe,thinking to haue 
bzokenit : but Hercules anſwered him ſo diſcr&tely,that Eu- 
riſteus was content to let him goe vnto this aduenture, and 
Theſcus with him. 
Che renowne of this voyage was (pzeadabzoad in all the 
Ceuntrep, Egeus and Furiſteus made ready foz their two 
ſonnes a dery god Galley, and furniſhed it well with all 
manner of things. The Galley and all other habilliments 
were ready in god time. At the end of thzæ weekesthep 
went to Sea,and with them many noble Greekes,androws 
ed ſo till they came into the det pe dea, where they ſailed and 
rowed many dayes, without finding of any aducnture to 
2 of. Foz at that time the ea was but little vd, nei⸗ 
er of Cheeues, noz yet of Merchants. Nhat ſhell I ſay? 
their Paiſter 02 Pylot, in pzocefle of time bzought them vn⸗ 
to Heſperia, that afterwards was called Spay ne, and there 
ſought ſo long the Jle with the Sheepe,thatat laſt they ar- 
rived there at the plate. The Gyant that was appoynted fo 
keeps the entrpof the Ile, flept not when the Greekes lan- 
ded. ee then iffned out of his houſe, and came Armed vn⸗ 
to the (rayte paſſage, where no man could goe vp but 
one at once, that he cryed vnto the Greewes, and - ; 
| irs 
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S738, what ſ@ke re hEre # Hercules anſwered, we ſeæke the 
Buttons that be in this Ale, fo2 to carry fome of them into 
Greece. Yaue pe (layd the Giant) money enough? if re 
haue, ye ſhall haue cnough. Shall we 2 Hercules) not 
haue them otherwiſe : No ( ſaidthe Glant.) Then ſayd 
Hercules, let vs haue them at the pꝛite that ye got them: 
How(ſayd the Gpant:) The King Philotes did conquer with 
bis ſwozd, the Jle and the Puttens. Hercules anſwered ; 
My intent is likewiſe to conquer the Jle from him. At von 
will defend it, halle pou : pe Mall haue the battaile again 
me, 0; elſe let me daue the Ile, that A may doe therein my 
will. | 

Whenthe Glant vndert@d the concluſton that Hercules 


made, he made him ready to defend the place, and blew a 


great hozne that hung there vpon a Tre. At the ſours of the 
Yozne, the Daughters of Athlas awaked Philotes, and toly 
him, that ſome were there to get the plate: and that the Gy» 
ant had blowne the hoꝛne. Philotes with theſe wozds aroſe 
vp, and ſaw that Hercules by maine fozce had put backs the 
Giant (that except Philotes was the be t man of Armesin 
all He(peria) he was ſoze abaſhed,and veryſozrowfull ; But 
notwithEanding this, he had not tarried there long, when 
Hercules ſmote the Gyant on the right ſhoulzer with ſuch 
fozce, that the Grants ſhield fell from him, and bzuiſed his 
Armes, and his ſwoꝛd eatered info his body ſo farre, that it 
pierced his heart, and he fell downe dead at his fat. 

Chen Philotes ſaw the Giant dead, he came vnto Her- 
cules, fo2 to defend the place, ſaying ; he would be retienged 
fs: bis Giant, if he might. Hercules rejoyced when heſaw 
Philotes come to the place, and ſaid to hi: King, then art 
welcome, I rejoyce af my heart, that J ſhall pzone ry ſelfe 

againſt thee, Pen ſay there is no Eroake but of the Mattes: 
Now let vs ſæ how we ſhall wozks together. And happy be 
de whom Fozteme ſhall fauoz. Philotes hearing theſe wozds, 
came vnte the place, and with a great Pollare he ſmote ſoze 
vpon the @hield of Hercules, and made him to tagger a 
little. Whereat Philotes began to laugh, and thought to haue 

| imit⸗ 
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ſmitten againe Hercules with that Pellare, who was aſha- 
med of the other Kreake, And he then guarded tim well, 
and Philotes ſtriking at im. he taught it, and plucked it from 
him, and thzew it into the ea. MAhich made Philotes wen⸗ 
der at the fozce of Hercules: and laſing thus his Polare, he 
twke dis ſwozd, and renewed the battaile aftteſuh. Philotces 
had the aduantage, [oz Hercules was vnter him. They aſſat- 
led one another right ficrcely, and well defcuded theit Bo- 
dyes. All this day they fought withent ceaſing , ſo long as 
the day endured: the Night dat w ov, that they muſt ceaſe, 
then they bath lars them dane vpon the place. Che I e yt 
not, ſoz it was ns time, but they both kept a Watch, end 
they endured it well, fog they were attuſtome d fog to walic. 
Then being awake, Philotes had many woes with Hercu-

When Hercules thought to haue entred, Lao- 
medon ſpake to him, and ſaidts him from farre, that he hav 
moued the City againſt him by con(piracy,and that he would 
receiue him no moze into the Mowne, Hercules was erce- 
ding wzath, when he vnderſtod the accuſation of Laome- 
don: andanſwered him, that he had neuer any thought of 
ill towards htm, and offecey to pzouc himſelfe cleare by bat- 
taile, and to aduenture his body againf thirty other, if they 
would pzoue og maintaine the contrary : which offer Lao- 
medoa would not accept. Then Hercules defired him to de⸗ 
liner the Pozſesthat he pzamiſed him foz the vidoy of the 
Ponler. Laomedon anſwered him, he would deliner none. 
Wyy ſayd Hercules Fozaſmuch (ſayd Laomedon ) as it 
is my pleaſure not to doe it. Falſe and vawozthy King(ſaid 
Hercules) daſt thou with · hold from me the reward due to my 
deſert, and reward me enill fo: gad: 4 ſweare to: the by 
the Gods, that as J haue delinered Troy perpetually by my 
Club, from the Sea-monſter , and conſequently from the 
Swozd of Peſtilence; in like manner, by the ſame Club, J 
will eld and deliner bp Troy to the Peſtilence of Warre, 
and death, if the Gods withſtand me not: and I dee intend 
to make the Trojans ſay, that they were happy that dyedin 
the late PeTilence. 
Hercules (full of Wzath) with theſe wozds left Laome- 
don, that ſet little by what he hadſayd : foz he put all his 
confidence in the frength of the Malles of the City: and he 
thought that ao man might annoy o2 gricue him. And then 
Hercules went againe to his ſhip, and ſapled away with his 
Club, and his Shepe ,  andhis fellow Theſeus. Philotes 
thought bimſelfe happy to be vanquiſhed of ſo valiant a man 
as Hercules was, and he take on him the office of his Har⸗ 
neſſe-bearer in all places where he went, UWhat ſhall J 
ſay? From Troy bats Thebes, fell nothing wozthy to be put 
in memo2y, that is of Recozd. In the end he arrived in 
Greece, and was certified by a certaine man, that Euriſteug 
wu in Thebes : whereat he reſopced greafiy,foz he thoue ht 
be ſhould ſe the Lady Megara, who ge gueatiy deſtred to =

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Be went then vnto Thebes, where he was ſolemnely recci- 
ued of King Creon, that had him in great eſtimation foz his 
valour. One andother came and welcommed him: he ſent 
bis @h&pe andPattons vato the King Euriſtens by Philo- 
res. Philotes Himſeife told and recounted, bcw Het cules had 
conquered them, and him alſo, and how he had ſlaine his Gi- 
ant at the paſſage : of theſe tydings was King Euriſteus paſs 
ſing joyfull, and ſv were all they that were there, ez heard 
ſpeakeofit. Euer man glozified Hercules, Ladyes and 
Gentle women tame and welcomed him. Among all other 
Megara fapled not, ſhe came to Hercules, and wel comme s 
him, and it well became her to welcome him. She was wil;, 
and of god manners, and ſurely her comming rejoyced Her- 
cules moze, then all the henours and pzaiſes were then gt- 
uen him, albeit that ali the wozld pzaiſed and exaltcd him 
foz this voyage, aboueall the Greckes. And the Sher pe 
were ſo deſtted, thatKings bought them foz their weight in 
gold: wherefoze the Yiſtoziographers and Poets put this 
Conquelt in perpetuall memozy, wziting among his dæds 
in this manner. Subſtulit mala aurca;/ that is as much us to 
ſay, that he boze away the Pattons of Gold, fozaſmuch as 
they wets eſteemed wozth their weight in gold. Foz Mala 
in Greeke is as much as to ſay, Sheepe in Engliſh: 02 Put⸗ 
tons in French: thus ſarth Boccace in his Genealogy of 
Gods, and ſo appzoneth Varro, !ikewtſein his Buke de A- 
gricultura.

By this conque ſt, the name of Hercules began fo fire in 
in honour though the wozld. The Poets faigned vpon this 
— that the Daughters ef Athlas, had a Garden kept 
night Md day by a Serpent waking, 'wherein grew Apples 
of Gold, and that Hercules flew this Serpent, and gathercd 
and bare away the Apples. By this Garden is vi er ſtod 
the Ille: by the Serpent waking, the ſubtill Giant temmiſed 
to Zap it, that alway waited at the paſſage.

| ted greatly, wheirſhe faw her Bonne, which was 
ſo greatly renowned, The Noble Lady had not ſœne him 
in a lang time beſoze, but now ſhe ſaw him kryum ph in ho⸗ 
neut vataaur and pꝛoto:ſſe: ſo that the anno ves griefes, and 
teouples he ſufferedfos him, being ſuppoſed the Donne of 
Iupiter, (whereof ſhe thought her ſelfe innecent) were then 
Tagen, and put in obliuion. The Feaſt was great in 
Thebes foz the [cue of Hercules: and the generall repozt 
was onely of the vilonr of Hercules. Creon; Euriſteus, E. 
oe Anphitt ion, and many others, aſſem zied tegetger x 
a her reavy their koztes fog the fiege of Troy. By ſpace 
of time their Army was ready, and t en they tx their leane, 
Ah 
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and Hercules was made Captaine of this Army. He went 
to the Sea accompanied with the Kings aboueſayd, and ten 
thoaſandmen all choſen fo; tho pur pole. At the time conue- 
niunt the Parriners diſanchzed and ſet ſayle. They ſaplcd 
ſo lang by their courſe without tap oz letting, that during 
their Uictuals they arrived in Frigia, vnto a Pozt ofa City 
named Laryſe beirg nigh to Tenadon. This City was of the 
Confines of Troy: foz which cauſe the Greekes aayled it 
and toe it by fozce of Armes and after that rifledif , and 
tee all that was therein. And when they had ſpeyled it, ther 
went to Tenadon, which was a rich City, they aſſailed ii. and 
toke it, as they did the City of Lariſe, and they ſet it on firs, 
and burned it, and the ayze was enflamed in ſuch wife, that 
it was ſ@ne in Troy, how the City burnt. The afſanlt of 
Tenadon dured not long, becauſe the Trojans were net ad- 
uertifed thereof. When they ſaw the Aras ſo enflamed, faz 
to ſ& from what place the flame came, they monnted and 
went vpon the high Towers and buildings of Illion, and las 
king towards Tenadon, ſaw chat the City was all on a fire, 
whereat they that ſaw it were right (ozry, and greatly aba; 
ſhed. About this they lo ke d into the Mea, and ſaw comming 
wards them a floate of Greckes, whercof they wore mos a- 
baled tben they were befoze. And then without any longer 
tgrrying, they deſcended and went downe into. the Pall of 
King Laomedon, aud ſaxdto him. Alas Sir, what is beſt 
to be done, the Greckes come vpon vs with an exc&ding 
Army : we haue ſ@ne them and know them. The Trong 
Hercules menaceth you ſoz to deſtroy yonr City. @urely, 1 
belaue it is he. Foz now, fog the beginning of the Feat, de 
bath barnt Tenadon, and that is it that cauſcth the aG to 

bz full of fire, | | 
The ang Laomedon heating this newes, began to ſigh 
and ta ſt of the cuill and treſpaſe that he had committed and 
d:ne againſt Hercules, This notwithſtanding foz to give 
courage vato his men, and to his ſonns Priamus, that was 
at that time of the age of 20. peate, he did cauſe to 5 — to 
mes, 
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Armes, and made him readp, and with bis armes ſhewed a 
right fferce and hardy ſemblance, This done, he armed Pra- 
mus his ſanne, that neuer had bene in batte ll beſoze, and 
bbed him Knight, after hee toe him by the hand, aus il⸗ 
ſued out'sf'flion. Ju iſſuing out be met mam 1y10485, that 
told him, that at his Pozt were landed wany Greckes, and 
dad 'deffropecd Tenadon, and that vnlelle he bad him, Hep 
would fone take land. 

[1 Laomedon wither ſpeaking an? Wo2d, paſied fog by 
them that had bzonght him theſe trdings, and came wu a 
place that was there bp 1lion, where de found moze then 
twenty thoaſand Troians armed. And ſeœing them, he be- 
gan to joꝑ in himſelfe, and called the Painctpals, and ſaid o 
them: Logg ve be renowned ti alt the Wozid;by the high 
pioweſſe Anceſtozs : Bafoze that Troy was Mal- 
led, they defended it with theſwazy again theix enemies: 
the renowned Ring lupiter ut Crete, could not get this Ci - 
ty, noz the Theſſalonians by thrir warre, could never ſubdus 
this City.

Tbos his blond began tochafe, thon his haire ol his dead 
began fo tand vy, he knewthat they were his enemtes: And 
as ſcones as they knew they wereGreekecs,wtthout holding of

there among the Greekes. e began to fight Garpely among 
the Troyans, and had his club. ure lx. he welconuned them 
in ſuch wiſe, that the moſt of his enemies durſt not abide 
him: he fought fiercely, in defire of renengement, in coue- 
ting of wozthip,and to get him a name-Lifting vp his hand, 
be hewed to the Troians bis club, and made them fo fe&ls 


boared ſs earneffly, and did ſo valtantly, that they that ſaw 
him doubted him moze then death, and ſaid one tu an other : 
behold Hercules, but come notneare him. It wers folly ſo 
to doe, all thathereacheth be fleaeth, and bzcaketh to pie- 
ces. Me do enill to fight againſt him: this is the deliuerer 
from the. terrible thralvome of Troy, dam ſhould we refiſt his 
Derr rr put to 

Such were the wozds of the Troyans.. Hercules fought 
againſt them flercely : he was ſtont and Cable: be went 
bofoze, all the Greekes followed him, and toke pleaſure ts 
behold him. The crie was great about him. What ſhall I 
ſay : he fought vntill the night, and neuer ceaſed vntill the 
going downe of the ſunne, and then the Troyans founded the 
retreaf, and they departed-both parties, Laomedan. pat his 
two into his ſheath, which was all blady withGreekes 
blod, and in itkewiſe did Priamus his ſen : they reentred in- 
to their City after the skirmtſh, and they. concluded, that on 
the mozrow they would furniſh their enemies with bat- 
tell. And the Greekes furniſhed them in the ch@mpaing,and 
made gtod chere, toʒ they had loſt but ſitlie oi their peapls 
their comming on land, The night pa ed ener nen the 
appeared to the Troy ans, and the Greeks, each ee 


ä 
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made him ready ta the battell : many of the Troyans would 
-glavly bane b2oken this battell,and pzayed King Ladmedon 
chat hs would render and deliuer to Hercules the hozſes that 
he cughtto him. Laomedon wouid not doe it, but anſwered, 
that he doubted nothing his ene mies. Der had then abeut 
fifty thouſand fighting men, all ready, cf theſe fifttotheuſand 
he made tte batiels, one of twenty thouſand, and that bee 
led yimſelfe, andthe other of chirtie thouſand, of which he 
made Priamus captaine. This done, he (Kyed ont of Troy, 

with twenty thenſand fighting men, and came vnto the fields 
enfring vpon the Greekes. 
When the Greekes eſpred King Laomedon comming, 
they were full of iop, as they that were ready foz to reccine 
them at the point of their ſpeares, and with he wing ofthetr 
ſwo2ds, They had made of their hoaft ſoure battels. In the 
fic was Hercules, and in the ſecond was Amphittion, and 
Theſcus-And inthe third was King Creon,and in the fourth 
was Euriſteus. Hercules then that had the firſt battell,mar- 
ched when it was time againſt the King Lꝛomedon, and he 
dad foure ancient Knights well appoynted in the feates cf 
Armes, that ſet and conducted his folke inarray and ozder. 
They marched ſo nigh the one to the other, with great noyſe 
of Trampets and Labours, that the Archers and Crcfſe- 
bowes began the batteli, after that Hercules ſummened La- 
omedon to pay hin that he had pzomiſed him, and that La- 
omedon had made refuſall thereof, The Greekes were ftir- 
niſhed with Kronger bowes and ſhot then the Troyans were: 
and by that meanes they flow aboundance of their enemics: 
and eſpecialipHercules bare him ſo wel with fozty arrowes, 

that de himſe lie ſhot one after another, that he ew ſdzty et 
bis enemies, (ch as he would chaſe , without let oz 
hinderance. | 

Hercules was at᷑ that time the beſt archer, and the mot 
furvof mark that was in all Greece, 4 alſo in all the wozlp. 
Be und his men(asis ſaid) caſt many of the Troyans ts the 
ground by the ſhot, When the ſhot fayled, Hercules deli-

usllous noyſe: they that had Dpeares and Sheilds, employ- 
ed them foz fo iorne Battell. Ths fight was great, the 
ſtioakes were hard, the Battell was generall, foz of the 
ane party andths other, many men were diſtteſſed and bea- 
ton, notwithEanding that the Greckes wore moſt hayſttaus 
and hardy in Armes, and moze valiant then the Troians, and 
bettec.held them together, then they of ths Batte ll of King 
Laomedon. Hercules wzought and be ſtimed him fa with 
bis @wo2d, that he had conquered from Phylotes. At enery 
Sreake and eciory ſte p he kitled a Troian,and ſmote off their 
heads and armes in great abundance, that it (@med that 
they that be touched, had not ben armed. Laomedon was 
bulle on the one ſide, and failed not, but bars him right well 
vpon bis Yozſe, and ran from tanke toranke among the 
Greckes : he te ſted not but condugted his people Knightly, 
and his people were great in number : he ſet vpon his Ene- 
mies (0 eagerly, that he incloſed them, and then was the 


murther andflanghter ſo great, that on all des a man ſhould 


not haue ſæne any thing but blad,and heade,and armes, flit 
inthe place and the Field. 

When Theſcus and Amphitrion 'beheld the Battell of 
Hercules fo int loſed with the Troians: they bethonght cham, 
and came to hts help ere he had nad. At their comming they

Ow in the firſ® Boke is begun the-De@ds and 
-P2awedes of the ſtrong and puiant Grant 
Hercules: how he fir peEroped-ths City of 
Troy, and vanquiſhed the King Laomedon : at- 
ter which Conqus ſt, he returned1intsGreece ; where he re- 
mained a certaine fpace of time, without doing of any thing 
that is found in Hiftozy- In which fpace juno (bearing in- 
ward malice agatuft him) bethought how ſhe might wozke 
dis dawne-fall. Anu heating that inte the Foreſt of Nemec 
were come many K rens, and ag all other, theie was 
one Axtttns lot high, that deſfroxed all the Country : Sher 
thought by theſe Lyons to baing her-purpoſe about. And ha- 
—— With Eurifteus, the concluded a Peace, onoly to 
with Hercules; and ſent ſoz him into Crect to 
— it. Euriſteus fulſilled het deſtre, and bought Her- 
cules with him. The Peace was made, [ano acquaintsd het 
with rn of the Lyons in ths Fo 
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ret of Nemee . And ſo much ſpake luno, and repozted to them 
that the ſayd to Hercules, it werean aa would gaine qun ho- 
nur, fv2 to gve vnto the Fozreft of Nemee, and employ t im 
to conquer fhe(s Lyons...

Hercmles was great both of heart and courage, being cx- 
alted with honenr, ho had rather have dyed, then fo haue 
dane any thing, whereof Gould follow any diſhonour.

Hercules had his heart (ze traubled, when het felt his 
wounds chat the Lyons had made: then he lifted vp his 
@wo2d, and (mote on one and other, but the great Lyon had 
dis ſuin ſo hard, that ts @wozd. might na moze enter therein, 
then it might on a great Rocke, Thus began the battaile of 
the Lyons and of Hercules. The little Lyon was eager and 
force, de lauched him fozth oftentimes againſt Hercules, and 
alwayes thought to haue hu:t him with his.clawes, that cut- 
ted like a Raſour: but he launched ſo often, that it was to 
bis viſaduantage, foz Hercules after many great frokes, 
made to bo diuided from the bod, his right leg, very nigh the 
Choulder , and ſtroa him towne by the \#t of the other Ly- 

. When Hercules ſaw that he was delinered of the two e⸗ 


Lyon, he began to haus an hope of god foztune.Þe had then 
_romfozt in himſelfe of the Battaile, which was ſtrong to ſus 

faine : foz\the great Lyon gaue him great ſtrokes with his 
pawes; and put him oft times in perilt oſ death: the ſwozd of 
Hercules mightnenerenter into the skin of the Beaſt fit was 


ſo hard. The Lyon toke his ſwozd betwane his t&th and 


his Naples, that with great patne he pulled and haled it from 
bim. Finally, whea be had long fought with his ſwo2d, and 
knew well that thereby he might raiſe no blond of the Lyon, 
he would aſſay if the Club were to him moze pzofitable. The 
he te it, and the firſt time that the Lyon came upon him, 
he gaue him a ſtroke with his Club, ſo great on his mouth, 
that all the testh bzaks and fell out befoze him. The Lyon 
fgliag the ſtroake, made a great and maruaileus howling, 
fo he likted vp his pawes, and thought to haue pulled downe 

Her- 


ukll beaſts, and that he had no moze to do but with the great 
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Hercules. But he fle d the comming of the Lyon: and the 
Leon fell to the ground, with ſogreat flercencſſe of running, 
and fayling of Hercules. And when Hercules faw that be 
was falne, he leapt vpon him ſozthwith eagerly, and beate 
him, and held him with his hands about the thacat , (a faſt, 
that he bzvught his jawes out of their place out of joynt, and 
pu Age _- to five aut of his head, and ſtrangled him, and 

Jn doing this explopt, Hercules ſhewed a fingular hardi- 
neſſe and incredible fozce : foz be ſtrangied with his hands a 
Lyon, with the skin ſo hard, that Speares noz ſwozds might 
not dor ang harme: he pat him to death by wonderſfall vas 
leur: and when he had ſo done, he went to the other that [t- 
ued yet, and all bzoke and toze him, as if it hadbenea little 
Lambe. After he called Philotes to him, and the Paſta; op 
Peardſ-man » that were marnailous joyſull and glad of ſo 
bigh a Uiaozy., And Hercules found the manner how to flea 
the Lyons, and twke their skins by the helpe of the Peardfs 
man. Mhen they had fteyed them, it was night. Hercules 
demanded of the — if there were any houſe 82 lod- 
ging thereby, where he might haue meate and dzinke 2 The 
Heard\man bzought him to his PÞoule, where they found p20- 
viſion of meate and dzinke, whercwith the good man feaſted 
Hercules to his power, and he thought he was in Paranile. 
And thus Hercules paſſed the day and the night, and fozgot 
not to thinke on his wounds, that were fell and ſmarted, ſo 
that little o nought he ſleyt that Night. Yet notwithſtar⸗ 
ding, when the day appeared, be twke leaue of the Yeard\- 
man and ſo de pat ted, and toke- his journey foz to goe in's 
Crect, foʒ to ſhets vnto luno the tha Lyons skins,and fo ta 
thanke her foz her god adue rtiſement. 
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CHAP» II. 8 
How 4#no ſent Hercules into «Egypt to be ſlaine of the Ty- 
rant Baſire, and how Hercules ſle the Tyrant againſt 
the hope and will of luna. ; 


na» New about this time raigned in Egypt, King 
23 Bulire; ſorme of the Nucene of Lybia : and the 
Landof Zgyptwasdzy, not ferfile but barren, 
S Bulircy to remedy thj.s, called hi Clearkes that 
ence of Zoroaſtes, and asfied of them what hee 
might dos foz the health of his Realme ? The asked teun⸗ 
teil of ths Gavs ; and had anſwor, that they muſt ſacrifice 
bats them mans blouy. When Buſire (that naturally was 
ill, and dad noner done god) beard this anſwer :- he began 
&@ tyzannize moze and moze, that was a Byzant befoze . And 
veganfir{t with his people, raking and plucking from the 
Mothers their littis Childzon, and from Men their Wives, 
and from the Wiaes theit Husbands, in burning, and veft- 
ung the Temples of A gypr with their bloud. Foz all theſe 
homtcides/and daughters, thevzonth ceaſed net, but aug ⸗ 
mente d and waxred moze. e Clearkes demanded of the 
Gods the cauſe why they had no dewes of Mater, no2 raine 
from abuue ? They anſwered, that they would not haue the 
jaſ blend of Egypt, but the Erange bloud, thut they ould 
take and make ſacrifice thereof. The Gods by thts anſwer, 
would haue in ſacrifice the bloud of Buſire,foz he was a ſt ran⸗ 
ger to vertue, am godnede. And the Clearkes vnderſtcoy 
that they would haus the blond of Frangers, Buſire adnerti- 
ſed of this anſwer, ctaſid to petſetute the blond of gypt, 
and turned his Dwo2zd bye the Bleub of Strangets: and 
m ade an Sdict, that no Tranger ſhould enter into his City, 
But he ſhouldbe ſacrificed vuto his Gods, in this manner he 
murttzered all the Strangers he could get: By this Cvie, 
wany ftrangers, both Noblcs and others, were ſacrificed, 
bythe cruelty of Buſire. Among others, one Nobleman of 
Creet (et the lenage of Iuno) periſhed in this misfoʒtune by 
the 
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the ſwozd of Buſire, The tydings came into Croet, and there 
was made great lamentation,As they continued their mour⸗ 
ning, Hercules and Philotes came to the QAuene luno, and 
they found her ouercharged with exc&eding griefe, At that 
time there were an hundzed Cittes in Creer, and King Jup:- 
tet ablented himſelle from luno foʒ many reaſons. Whenas 
Hercules was returned to his te pmother [uno; he reneren- 
ced her · After he Hewed her the skins cf the K rons that he 
had flaine, and thanked her foz the high adnenture ſhe adme⸗ 
wiſhed him of. 

Che curſed ſtepmother, fo; the returne of Hercules was 
moge perplered then befoze : yet the recetued and fraſted Her- 
cules, and made to him (faintly)-the greateſt chate that the 
could, and being about dinner / time, che made him to Din 
wich her. As they late at Dinner '( after diners ſp#ches of 
the Lyons ) the demiedhow the might wozke the death of 
Hercules, and thought the could not tom paſſe it better, then 
to ſend him into Zgypr. At that time ſhe concluded in her 
ſelfe,that ſhe wouid ſend him into Egypt, if ſhe might: ard 
to bzing it to paſſe,the changed the diſcourſe ef the L101s,and 
ſapd to Hercules: Bour comming againe in ſafety, is to me 
moſt joyfull, foz that your name ſhall cnjoy perpetuall te- 
nswne and pꝛapſes among the moſt wozthy and beſt of the 
Wo21d : foz you haue atchieued many famous Enterpziſes. 
Ja pour Infancy, vou made all the Wlozld to wonder and 
maruatle, at the vicozp of the Serpents, by you ſtrangled. 
After pou made your ſwozd to flouriſh in the Meſt parts of 
Frigia,and now in Nemee. The aduenturs oftheſe expicyts, 
haue gained you exceeding honour, whereef J am right glad: 
foz each perſon ought to be glad and teſorte in the well · doing 
of another, eſpeci ally ofa Nobleman, and pzincipailyſuch a 
one as taboureth to extell in valour, cuery perſon is baund to 
counſell him to his Yonour and welfare. Wlherefozz, ſince 
it is ſo that va endeguonr poarſcife from day to day, and ſa kx 
perils of the Sea, and dangers of the earth, to the end fog 0 
evercome them. J aduertiſe pou,that in A zypr is a Tyzant 


that ſacrifice!h all Erangers that come into his Countrey, 
without 
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without reſeruing Noble ez baſe, Þo (I thinke) if Foztune 
be ill fauomable towards ven, that ron (hall gaine greet 
Panour to your ſelfe, and health and pzofit to all (ho Natty 
ons of the Mo d. | 

MPadam, anſwered Hercules, J am not, no: neuer in all 
my Life, (hall attaine to ſuch an exca ding height of honout 
as pe repozt ; notwithſtanding, fezaſmuch as J have great 
deſire ts perfozme aduentures that may be te the benefit of 
all Nations, that they ſhall concerne. IJ pzomiſe you , and 
ſweare, that to mozrow without any further delay, J will 
make all things in readineſſe, foz to goc inte Egypt. And 
I will gcuc-: refurne againe inte my Ceuntier, vntill the 
time that à haue ſe ne the Zyaant, Aut if he lay 02 put hand 
on me, foz ts ſacrifice me, I haue intention that he ſhall not 
doe it withont great ſtroakes. Juno hearing the enter pzile 
al Hercules, xt jopced in her heart excevingly, That day they 
palſed in many conietences. Hercules tœke the skins ot the 
L pona, and de liue re d them to a certaine wozkeman, to make 
ol them a garment in manner of armoar, to arme him with- 
ail, On the mozrow he toke leaue ofhis Stepmother, and 
departed ſrem Crcer, and ſo long journyed on the way with 
Philotes (without finding any aduenture, wozthy the remem- 
bꝛance) that one a day he came to the Gate of the City Mem- 
phis, that was in Egypt, where the Cyʒant Buſire held his 
ve ſidence. 

When Hercules was come nigh vnto the Gate, he toke 
his Club that Philotes bars, and left Philotes theres and en⸗ 
tred himſolfe into the City. De had not bene long there, 
noz farre gene, but Buſire Which was aducrtifed of his com- 
ming by his Cſpres, came againſt him with his complices, 
and without ſpeaking of any wozd, ran bpcn him. Hercules 
was well appointed, fo he knew the Z72ant by bis geſture, 
and by the ugne that was fold him: ſo he lifted bp his Club 
when he ſaw him come, and as the Tyꝛant would haus ſmit- 
teu him with his (wozd without any wozd ſpeaking, be 


fErcoke the Tant on the right fide with his Club ſo vehe- 


wently, that not one ly he ſeld him to the earth, tat alſo — 
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the ribs 07 his Body were bꝛoken. And ſo maymed him, that 
he could neuet telaue himſclfe after. The Agyptians ſeing: 
Buſire enerth2owne, ſome ran to releue hum, -which they 
could not dee, foz he was ſo heauie, and the teſt aſſaplcd Her- 
cules, Then was all the City inan vpzoze, Hercules was 
joyfull he had onerthzowne the Tyzant, and began to make 
the Egyptians to know his Club. Ve flew many of them, 
and the remnant he made to fipe. His ſtroakes were (a hea⸗ 
uy and fo2cible, that the Complices of Bufire, that were ac- 
cuſt mes to ſhed mans bloud, had their bloud thed' abzoav, 
and conld not, no might not, remedy their miſchance, which 
was ſogreat, that Hercules filled all ths place with dead bo- 
dies. And after a long battaile, he found himſelte alone, ſoz 
there was no man (9s hardy that durſt bee ſane beſoze 
bim. The people andthe Communalty of the Egyptians, 
minded not the reskew of their Ring. When they ſaw him 
beaten, they all hated him, and beheld the Wattaile from 
karre by very great reuts. Men Hercules had chen labou- 
red ſo much, that he found no man to fight with him, her ſet 
done his Club, and addzeſſed him vnto a great cempanyoef 
AX gyp:ians that fad there, and allured them, he would doe 
nothiug vato them, and asked what people they were that 
| hadaſſapled him :?: They anſwered him kneling on theys 
knes, that they were Pan llapers, Yang-men, and people 
of Uictous and euill life ; andthat their King, which he had 
fleſt beaten downe, was the wozlt of them all, and had pnr- 
poſed to put him to death. as a ſtranger, to make Sacrifice 
vnto the Gods, And they pzayed him to ſacrifice ther ſayd 
King, | 
Hercules granted their petition, and. accozded it vnto 
Ne people : And auon he twke this carſey*Tpzant Buſrre, 
that pet lived, and bo2e him vnen his ſhoulders, bato the 
Temple, which the KEgyptians ſhewed ts him. The falſe 
Tpaant cryed after heipe terribly: but bis cry auatled hum 
not. The A 2yptians crped vnto Hercules, ſacrifice, ſacrt- 
ficehim. MNhen Hercules came into the Temple, be Sa- 
crificed him, aſter that hs had {Ze we? to gam his cufſcd ard 
cm. 
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euill life» And then whon the fte was put vnto the Bacti⸗ 
fice,it began to raine, and the great daeught began lo fayle ; 
Whoceof the &gyptians were ſo joptull, that none could ex- 
y2elle. They did ung p2aiſes vnto Hercules, and bzought 
im and Philotes vnto the Pallate. which had ſene all, and 
theyozdained and conſtituted Hercules King over them: but 
bs refuſed ; and o2dained Judges foz to gouerne them, After 
bs depattedand returned vnto Quaue luno, who had great 
ſozrow, and to King Creon who had great jop, toheare 
rehearſed his gad Foatune. 


C HAP. III. 
How Hercules eſpouſed Megara: and how he was made 
Knight in T bebes. 1 


UT as the young Nine, by the Intuſtryand La- 
bez of the Pusbandman, groweth in height, 
and bis beughes ſpzead abzoadfull of fruit: ſc 
Hercules by vertue,labonring bertueuſly, grew 
in ver dure of well doing , and in fruit of Ro- 
bleneſſe: his Wozks, his Boughes, his Bzanches, then be⸗ 
gan to ſpʒout abzoad, and to mount and ſpꝛead from Realme 
to Realme. 4 | 

Che ſecret conſpiracies of Juno , and her curſed enupcs 
might not hurt no diminiſh the vertue of Hercules. The 
m9ze that ſhe thought to put downe and hurt him, the moze 
ſhe was the cauſe of his Eraltation. As he was puiſſant aud 
Crong ot body, he was yet moze ſtrong of vertue: $93 ver- 
tue was ſet in him, as the pzecious tone is in Geld, and as 


the ſwet ſmell is in the flower, and as the ray of the Surnnc - 


beame is in the Sunns:he was beloued of Kings, of Pinter, 
of Ladyes, c\Genttewamen, of Noblcs, and all others: in 
eſpeciail;of Megara, the Daughtar of King Crean. . Ard 
verily ſhe was not deteiusd: Fez Hercules loued het alſe,and 
was ncuer hurt but he thought cn her. Vet Uill they dart ſt 
none of them ſpeake to other of this matter: they were a- 
ſhamed io diſcouet that, whereby thep had hope to hate hane2 

and 
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\wozlhip, They beheld each other, andoften they bewai- 
ed and complained to themſelues, and deſtted the day, that 
they m'ght take each other in marriage» 

And ſo much they wilhed after that Day, till at the lat it 
tame. Fo on a Pozatng, as Hercules was gone vato the 
Wwod fo; te mke a Wilde Beaſt, he remembzed him 2 
Lady, and began to ſpeake, and ſap to himte lle ſoftly : Whall 
JI be alway in paine? Shall mins heart neuer be eaſed, but 
alway languiſhing in Leue ? A ſe all men in great joy, with 
their Loves and Ladyes, and I thinke neuer how to come to 
the popnt of one onely,wham 4 haue choſen abaue all other: 
and ta atchieue my put poſe J know not how to begin. A dare 
not ſpeake to het, noz J haue not aCayled if ſhe would condiſ⸗- 
tend. Shall J ſpeake to her, A know not well 2 A à (peals 
to her, and ſhe refaſe me, J ſhall ſall in deſpairs. A call dye 
foz very gtie te of heart, J Mall neuet after date to came in a- 
ny Koble aſſembly, Alas, what paine : All conſidered, a 
time muſt come that J ſpeake to her: Af all her Friends 
were of one acc92d, to giue her to me in Parriage, and ſhe 
were not content and pleaſed, allwere loſt. The moT jeo- 
pardy is, to haue het god will and grace, foz without her 
grace J can doe nathing. Then it is neceCary, that I late 
and require her god will, ſince it is ſo: fo2if J fla pe thus, 
and ſpeake not, J chall neuer atchicae, noz come to my 
purpoſe. 

Hercules reſolute in his pur paſe. ſut pꝛiſed and. enflamct 
with great deſire vf Loue, came from the JU od, and aban- 
daned the wilde beaſt, and gaue it ouer, foz to come vnto Me- 
ars, thinking how, and by what wozds he might come, and 
dats her that which lay on his heart. Ve went then (ſo 
karre. that he came to the Garden et the Pallate, where ſhe 
was with many L adyes and gentle women. Ne made to them 
reuerence, vntiil he eſpped the time that he might ſpeake 1 
Megara, and he waxed ſo pen ſiue that it is matue ll: he en · 
termitted nathing te cenferte with the Kadres, but there, 
mich he dzew him apart tato the Garden, When the Ladies 


be held him ſo penſiue, dine ta ol them came to him, and whe 
: wit

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with him, to put him from his thoughts and penſiuencũte, 
but they cauld not, then at laſt Megara came to hin:. As ſcone 
as Hercules ſaw her come to him - he began to gh, and 
tome againT her. And the ſapd to him, Hercules why are ver 
ſs penffns : put away from you ſuch melancholly,aud tell me 
of your newes I pzay you? Lady (anſwered Hercules) J 
thanke you fog your god viſitation, and ſince it pteaſeth you 
10 heate of my tydings, and to knowthem, J will tell you 
apart. Know firft, that the cauſe why J am bought info 
fuch perplexed melanche ly as pe row ſe, is by behotving cf 
pour porfections : foz as J went to the Md to hunt, the 
. Cemombzance of yoor right Noble beauty, continually be- 
ing in mize imagination came vnto me, and made me enter 
into a ſecret perplexity, that is to wit, whecher J ſhould al- 
wayes liue vaguerdoned, and vnte warded of lone, and alſo 
A vdurf (ap is to you) J have ſet my heart and laue whol- 
ly on peu. ÞPadaur this perplerity was great, but in the end 
I concluded to tome vato pon, foz to know the concluflen of 
my Foztune whether it be life 0; death. Being in this deli⸗ 
beration (thinking how J might ſp&d with you) and ſtay» 
ing in this point and doubtfalnefſe, peur comming bath put 
me ont of a right great thought and penſiuenclle, fo; I knew 
not kefter hew to come to the poynt , fo; to ſpeake to you a- 
part (as I doe at this pʒeſent) then fozto apply the mat- 
ter in time: ſoz J ſap ts yer in truth, that unce the time of 
my Olympiads, J have defired you Night and Day, and at 
that time à ſecs my haart on pour ferutce, ti f alutng to lone ron 
faz euer. Madam, F know very well, that J haue ontor- 
p2iſeda thing that J am vnũt and not wozthy of. Chis not⸗ 
withTanding, I continues at your mercy , aud require pon 
that you will ve pleaſed ts receiue me. into pour grace and

When Megata vnderſtos the wezps of her lene Hercules, 
Te rejoxeed in her heart excodingly, and receined great com- 
fozt; notwithKanding ſhe was abathed,and being thamefaft,

When he had eſpyed the 
Ship where Lyncus was in, de made his Galley to row thi- 
ther wards, and ſard, that he would know what people were 
therein. In appzoaching the hip of Thebes; Lincus behe lo 
the gallis ot Andromedus, and knew it by the ®ignes any 
Flags that it boze. In this knowledge Andromedus ſpake, 
and demanded of ths Parriners, to whom the Ship velon- 
ged e But when Lincus ſaw and heary Andromedus , het 
bzoke the anſwer of the Parriners, and cryed to him all en 
high. Andromedus, loe here thy friend Lyncus, if thon gine 
me no ſuctaut andhelpe; thou maiſt loſe a great friend in 
me: fog J am a Pziſoner, and Hercules hath ſent me ints 
Thebes» 
4 Andromedus hearing Lyncus ha great anger, fo; he lo- 
ned Lyncus well, and called to them that bzeught him, and 
ſapd to them, that they were all come vnto their death. And 
alſa that they were vnder his ward. Philotes and his folke 
were furniſhed with their armes and harnefe, and mate 
them all ready ts defend themſelues, and with little tatke, 
they af Calc ide aſlapled Philotes, and Philotes and his falke 
employed them at their vefence.

With: this 
conclufton, Hercules and laſon depatted ftem Troy, and by 
Fo2tune trey were bought te the Pezt cfLemnos, where 
raigncd a Qnene named Hyſiphyle, rho waxed amozons of 
Jaion,asts contained in the Viſkozy of jaſon. Jn this Pozt

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of Lemnos Hercules was aduet tiles, that thereby was a King 
named hy ucus, which ſuffered himſelfe to be gouerned-by 
an auaticicus woman.

| {heir vices in (uch manner, that the two Childzen were called 
backe from exile, and the K4ng held bis eſtate royall- Then 
Hercules returned into Lemnos, and ſetting to Mea with la- 
ſon, ſapled to the Idle of Cholcos, where Iaſon, by the helpe 
of Medea, conquered the ohe pe with the fleece of Oold, and 
carryed it with him into Greece, Then Hercules commen- 
ded Iaſon greatly among hisParents and friends,and ſpike 
of the vnkindne ſie of King Laomedon,and how he hadſwo:n 
to deſicoy Troy, fop the diſcutteſie that Laomedon had offe - 
red them. Then thep altogether with Hercules, vowed Troyes 
Deſtruction ; and concluded upon the da of their departure, 
and after mads ready their Ships, and other P3ouifiens. 
And then Hercules kept his Couenant fo well, that at the 
day concluded, the whols Army put fozth ts Sea, and ha- 
ving a gentle Minde, they Qoztly attined at the Yozt of 
Troy, with {6 great an Hall, that Laomedon dutſt not ins 
* lanaing.

Hercules had with bim many Robiemen, and among others 
there were with him the King Thelamon Ajax, the Duke

(all his thoughts and penũueneſls ſet apart) tame to his pro 
ple, whom he deſites to doe their vttermoſt. And after,him- 
lelle truſting in Foztune, iſſued out into the field in eꝛdet of 
Battaile, with god conduct: and althougv he ſuppoſed Her- 
eules to be in the Army that was landed at the Pet, whom 
he doubted, he matched vnto his enemies, that were joyfull 
at his comming. And then began the Gre. kes and Trojans 
a right hot skirmiſh, with ſuch ſlaughter, that in the jayning 
there was many flaine. Hercules faticd not to beat downe his 
enemies, and calting his eyes on bigh, eſpred the Banner 
royall of Troy: helaydon the right fide and on the left, and 
wikh his Club he beat downe vnmeaſurabiy, that hs came 
to the Banner, and finding there Lomedon, he layd on him 
with his Club ſo often on his Helme, that he pierced his 
bzaine / pan, and he fell dawne dead among meilltitude of Tro- 
jaus + and ended his miſerable life, Gee. 

After he fanght ſo valiantly with then that held the Ban- 
ner, that he beat it downe; then all the Trojans were diſ- 
comfited, and crred fie, fipe. And with this cry, they began 
to rety2e and goe backe vnto the City,thinking to ſane them- 
ſelues. But the Greekes putſui d it in ſo cloſe, that they flew 
many of them in their flight. The te ſt entrid the City, ſo 
tioabled foz the death of the King Laoredon, that tte e was 
none, oz little defence ameng them. Thelamon was the fi: ft 
mau that entred Troy, and Hercules the ſecond : and then 
Hercules found well, de was right valtent. Priamus was 
nat in Troy at that time, but was gone into the Eaſt, at the 
commandement of Laomedon, after he was rcturned from 
Th-bes. Foztune haning caſt downs King Laomedon (as 
is lapd ) by the ſtrong hand of Herculcs, the Greekes centred 
in's 14 n andpillaged it, and did ranſacke all the Treaſures 
cf Troy, And they twoke Exione the Daughter of the King, 
whom Hercules gaue vnte Thelamon, requeſting him to take 
ber, fozaſmuch as he was the firſt that entred the Citß. And 
when they had taken all that they thought god in Troy, lo: 
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a finallvenfeance, Hercules beat dolwne the Towers und 
buildings, and ted them: inſach wiſe , that they lett not 
one Fore vpon ansther.

Fter this generall veffroction of Troy, when 
the Greekes departed,and Hercules had left 
them, the Greekes' returned ints Greece 
tglozy, and Hercules went by ſea, 
es, accompanyed with 
Theſeus and Philotes: and arriving at the 
Pozt of Alexandria, de fund in this Pozt agteat Army, 
d den the Captain ofthe Ariny ſaw him weigh anchoz, ho 
knew by the enſlanes of Hercules, that it was he: and fo; 
he had heard him recommended a bons all men, be tame vn; 
to hint full of fop; and laxd to him: L 1 of Ualoz, and trea- 
ſare of vertue, among id the people moſt mighty, and among 
Rrugs moſt reſplendant in allglozious vertue, I ſalate pon, 
and requeſt that J may be your ſeruaut and friend, and ths 
ſaying, he fell on his knos vefoze Hercules, and in gne of 
humitire, he killed the earth. When H-rcules dtn the ſa · 
lata tion and behaniour of this man, be tovke bim by the 
hand (and lifting him bp from the ground) ſaluted him, and 
and demanded ol him his name, and to whom that army be - 
longed that he ſaw there! He anſwered him, that his nam 
was Aﬀer, ſonns of Madiancy the ſenne of Abraham, and tha 
in the Army, none wa3s Captaine bat himſelſe, and that the 
Egyptians had ozdayned him Dake and leader of this Hefte; 
foz ta goe into Lybia to deſtroꝝ the Country in reuenge of the 
injaries that the tyzant Buſire of Lybia, had done to them, 
as Hercules well knew. 
When Herculcs had vndet t od the name and affatres of 


Afer, he take him (oz his friend; and ſard to him, that he 
Would 
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wauldaccompany him to-conguer Lybia. Affer he thanked 
him, and baought him into a right rich ſhip, where he feaſi id 
him as much as ts him was poſſible. They had not long a · 
bidden there, but they went into the Sea with great glad- 
neſſe, foz the Egyptians were ſojopfoilLantglad to haus Her- 
cules with them, that they thaught and be taued verily, that 
there might no miſhap noz cuil come to them. Hercules 
found in the ſayd Ship of Aﬀer,the Wife aud allo the daugh- 
ter of Aﬀer, whoſe name was Echce: ſhe was the moT 
taite Gentiewoman in tte Melzd, and young andfrelh:- 
the dayly ſight ol her, Hercules became ameʒaus of her; and 
required her fo be his wife. Echee anſlnered , that of 
olle the might not-accoad to his demand: but. ſhe

tame. Hercules was right well centent with the Dameſe ll: 
and by her pet l wa ſion calliꝭ Affer, and tt quited him that he 
would gine to him his Danghter to de his wife. After than⸗ 
ked Hercules, that he bauchſaſe d. to demand his Daughter : 
be that was the moſt cxcellent of Nobles : and {aid io him, 
that he ſhould take her and doe with her his will and plea- 
ſure. Herculcs eſpouſed and wedded Echee, by the conſent 
of After, and they lap together, paying the due debt of Pat · 
riage in ſuch wile, that Echee conceiged of the ſitd of Hercu- 
les. After the marriage, Hercutes and Affer (apled ſo long, 
that they arrived at the Pozt of Lybia, where new ſtandeth 
Carthage, and theze tyey takte land in a night which was 
clæte, aid afterwards, they entred haſtily into the Coun- 
trep, and be ſleged the City of Lybia, without cefiftance, 8: 
gaineſaping. 1} 

In this City was then a great Epant named Anthean, 
great aboue mcaſure-cuer other Gpants, the moſt trong 
and the moſt puiſſant that was in all the parts of Europe, 
and Lybia, Cirene, Tripoly, in all the'Pountaines and Iſles 
inhabited intheſe Countryes,vnto the Iſles Foztunate. This 
king then aducr(iſcd of the comming of the Egyptians, — 
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paſſing angrr, and ſwoze, that neuer none of them Houldre res 
taras againe infs Egypt. 

As ſone then as ge might he did cauſe his men fo atme 
them, and iſſued ont of the City with a great eompany ot 
Lybians, and madeſo great haſte to run vpon the Egyptians, 
that de keptno oder among his people, whereof he toke 
great harme 2 Foz when he came to the battell, he found 
that Hercules had trapned his people , and let them in two 
Battatlss, of which he led and conducted the firff battatle. At 
happened ſo, that they of the ſaypcompany of Hercules, by 
fozrz of ſhot Lace themſelnes ſo valiantly, and with Nrokes, 
that they bzoughtto death moze then fiftans hundzed Lybi- 
ans. When their chatte fapled, Antheon ſpzang inte the 
gceateſt pzeaſe, as the moſt valtant, and ſuppoſed well to 
haae skyzmiſhed with his enemies: but then as Hercules (aw 
um came, he layd hand on his Club, and put him fœzth be- 
faze, and gaue him ſo great a Troke, that he made his head 
to bow on the left de. Antheon had his ſwozd lifted vp 
fo; to haue (mitt:n Hercules, when he receiued the ſcroke 
that Hercules gaue him, by which his ffroke was bzoken. 
NeuertheleCe he ſayd betwene his te#th, that he would re · 
uenge him. 0 he lifted bp his ſwozd againe, ard Frok Her- 
cules ſs vehemently, that with the Froake he bzake hts 
Syteld. Then Hercules knew that the Giant was a man of 
great ffrength, ret notwithſtanding, de ſmote him the 
ſecond time with his Club: and thus Hercules and Anthe- 
on gaue each other ſo great Troaks, that there came between 
them of the two pat ties botd Lybians and Egyptians. There 
was a great nopſe of clinking of ſwo2ds, and founding ef the 
Shields and helmes that were broken, and Yalberds that 
were diſmailed , Shields quartered, and Glaines bzoken : 
there was bloud largely (hed on bagiythe parties. Hercuics 
and Antheon were parted by of the p2zaſe. Antheon 
bygreat ire (mote without ceaſing vpon the fierce 'Egy:- 
tians : Hercules all baoke the Heimes largely with his club, 
an what he pleaſed with the Lybians, and bzought fo many 
to Death with his Club, that in little time be paſſed 
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zeughetit the whole power of King Antheon, many times 
and in dis way he couored the earth and the way that ha 
held all with dead Lybians. The fi:ft skirmiſh was ſtrong 
and damageable to Anthcon : ſo; again one Egyptian that 
de flew with his wozd, Hercules made dye with his Club ten 


Lybians. Abont Hercules was agthing vut bleu, Hercules 
made the Haoantainss to redound with cryes, the companies 
to tremble, the Lybians to fie and gas backe, and win little 
gaine. As long as the dap endates he held the battaile vali- 
ant(y, and about the Evening, when Affer aud T heſous cams 
to the fight, de beſfirrev himſolſe in ſuch faſhion againſt An- 
theon, that he made him dye aus rchatged with Lrekes,auy 
the Egyptians parlned them.

Synope, which then ſent to Hercules ber armes, in token 
that che was banquiſhed, pzaving dim that he world reffoze 
agatne the two Damoſels. And Hereules take the armes 
of the Quckne, and ſent to her Menalippe, and made peare 
with her foz the Affricanes vpon condition, That tte ſhould 
gine H ppolita in matiage to Theſcus, which was amozous 
of her.

Asſcone as Hercules ſaw the bzinhtnefle ut the To2ches 
he wokld know what it mas: and then he appzoached the 
banks of the Sea, and his company with nim, and had not 
bent long there, when the Aung Achelons did cauſe to light 
an hundzed tozches that he hadpzvuided, audafter he iſſui d 
out of his ambuſhment with his thouſand men, and ran vpci 
Hercules, and alayled him and all his men fiercoly. But 
when Hercules ſaw them diſconer themſe lues, he ſet his pec- 
ple in oꝛdet in the beſt manner he could, by tha light of the 
Starres, and received his enemies couragiouflp, where be⸗ 
gan a tight dolo aus battaile : fog the one ſmota upon the 0- 
ther very furioufly, and there were many wounded and dead.

of his enemies, that with little refFance, that ſams night 
he put to aeath tine hund ed, and the other ſl ed ints the Ci⸗ 
ty of Petrace, from whence they were. In this battaile, an 
in the bat tall that had baue in Calccdovies all the men of 
Achaya were flaune, except laute hundzed which laued them- 
ſelaes by light. n Achelons bad taten all Þismen with 
hun, his Country and his City petrace, was all defroxed. 
When Hercules had taken the.Caftte, afterward be went 
into the Citp of Ferrace : andentering into ali places with- 
aut reſiſtance, he ſat aucr this Neue into the hands of n. 
Oencus, and hetacryed not long after.'he had ſubdued this 
Realme, departed and returned ints Calcedonie, 9s 
haſtily as he'night fo2 te ſa Dejanira : and there he 
los recotrdiitp > great Clogd Joy and trpumph, that 
no man can teheacſe no; mite.

Hercules comfayted. her in the bell 
wiſe he could. Achlas and Philotes comfazte d het in like 
mannot, and ſhewed to her the right tiigh and gloꝛi cus da de 
of Hercules, fa to giue her hape in this adgenture. All that 
might not hel pe noz anaile, the loued Hercules with all het 
heart, with all her might and paiance. Age required hun 
her pes charged full af teares, that he would abſbatne 
| in ſo high an eutetpꝛiſe, ſaping,-that it was mo wil- 
dome lo a man to ergole himſelfe to ſo eminent dangers, 
and that the Gods had (ent the Penſter inta the Country, 
faz to cozted and chaſtiſe the people.  NotwithTnading 
that Hercules was very ardentlg in lone with ber: pet her 
teares that ſhe wept, noz her [D2zavers, no2 het reaſons, can 
cauſs Hercules to bꝛ aa ke his purpoſe ,noz le aue oc the adnen- 
ture · But early in the moguung he cloathed him, anddepar- 
ted rm Lerna,and to ke his way towards the Poe, wheres 
in was the Panſter.

| Beut the time that Hercules flouriſhes in ver- 
tue, and that his Name was bozne from 
rene Realme by gloztons Renowne,as 
NY ' the Chaonicles of Spaine rehearſe there was 
a King of the City of Mc gidda, that ſtandett 
8 vpen the Niuer of Gaudian , that thzongh 
his trzannicall dealings, de began to maks his name 
to haue a great repozt, by many bad miſda ds and tyzannies, 
that no man could te ll the third part, This Tant had to 
name Gerion, he was Ring cf Audaloſie, and Deſtremadure, 
ano alſe of the Pountaines of Galicia, and of Portugall. The 
Poets faigne of this Tyzant, that de had thz# heads, fozaſ- 
mach as ye hadtwo Bzethzeng.oat Gyants, the Which wert 
all of one nature, and of one complexion, and they were ſo v- 
nited together, that all that the cue would, the other wouls: 
and they were neut in dilcozd. . Gerion was the wozlt of 
them all. Ve did cauſe to be made a Temple, in the City of 
Megidda, and 02datned that all they that were Noble ſhould 
there hans tyeir Image and Dopultuce: and that men ſhould 
make their the remembzances ot all the men of note that 
he thoald Clea,to the end that there ould bee a 4nemozy of 
them hereafter. Thus he and his Bae then tyzannized, not 
onely oucr ſtrangets, but bis Neighhozs andpittyed no man, 
inſomach that he got him an euill name: And the Afﬀricans 
whom they vetletcutt d oe then any other, went and com- 
plained te Hercules, by A ters command, as to tho onely de. 
ftroper of £©yzants and onſters, and requeſted him, to deli- 
uer them out of that Tiibulation. 
When Hercules underſtd the complaint of the At- 
fricans, and was #?ducrtiſed of the Tp;anay that Gerion

Philiſtines then raigned 
in Galicia, and way after named the Paieft of H-rcules, 
ſozaſmuch as wen Hercules had danquiſhed the ty;ants of 
Heſperie, he feed there a Temple which he held after in 
great Renerence.

Among all other, chers was ous i 
rich: (02 ths remembzance of Gerion was thers, as a Ding 
of fine Gold, and he was enuironed with thirty kinga, whaſe 
heads were ſmitten off. Hercules abods at this ſepul tuts, and 
demanded of rx Citizens wherefozs ſetusd the ſotatnes and 
images ſo rich. A Citizen ſapd to him that they wers che 
ſepultures ofthe Noble men of thiir tealme, and that king 
Gerion had bzonght vp that cuſtome to make theſs ſepul- 
tures, to hang remembzance of them that were valiant in 
armes. Further moze(ſaid that ſame man) as ſen as in this 
conntrey a man hath put a Noble man to death, then he ma⸗ 
keth a remembzance of that dead man vpon his. Sepaltare, 
And fezaſmuch as King Gerion in his time bath flaius thir- 
ty Kings, he bath cauſed this Sepulture to be made which 
you (&, meaging to be buried hers in the end of þis daxes. 
When Hercules heard this, that the Cifizen ſaid, he ame- 
red, chat he held himſelſe happy, that hs had eſcaped the 
wo of ſuch a Tyzant, that put ſo many Kings to death, 
and made his Papers vato the Gods: After this hs rofur- 
ned to the Pallace,and there came bnto him the meſſenger 
of King Gerion : who by the power of his Paſtet, comman- 
ded him to vopo the City, and the Roatine, 02 else to make 
god watch. Hercules anſwered that he was entred into the 
RKealm,and alſo info the City, with Trengfh af armss,and he 
would not goe out thereof, vntti the time that one had taken 
from him his ſwoꝛd and armes, by fozce of Armes, on bacill 
the time that de put the Countrey in abeyſancs. 

The t returned from Megidda, with this anſwere 
bats Gerion, and told him what Hercules, had anwered 
him. Ger ion was with his fwo- Bzethzen 2: they tone the 
waꝛds of Hercules impatientiy, and ſmare that they would a- 
uenge them of him. Lo make heat wozke, they went te the 
Dea, with e great atm of men of Armes.

Hercules and hts Greekes were 
then in Megid4a, thinking on their affaires ; not onely in the 
intention fo fo defend them from their enemies, but foz ta 
ifſae aut the next day following, and fo; fo aſlaile hem by 
Battell, as ſ@ne as the night was paſſed. Then a little be - 
foze the Sun rifing,on the mozrow,Hercules mads two bat- 
tells.

Ger ion was ſoze afraid ſoʒ to (& ſo grant Krake, and 
with u wonderfull angry and fierce beat, be layd bpen 
Hercules. and gaue him ſo great a (Qroke vpen ths Pelme 
with his wo that he made the fire ſp2ing ant: but the 
Delme was fo hard that the ®tvozd covln not enter. Then 
was Hercules ennironned wich his Enemies, and was

Hereules, but Hercules ——— io pens that

Gerion ſoz bis part, beſtitred himſellſe 
ferribly : is bzvther that was tit beaten, after that he 
was ca tries ont of the pzeaſe came virto the Feild againe : 
amd in his comming, he made @ great rome among the 
Greekes : he was ſtrong and puiſſant, and dare a very heauy 
Gaiſlarms, the edge of which was th2# great fot long, hevid 
mamatles,with this Gaiſarme, and beat downs ſo many of 
the Greckes that the nopſe aroſe greatly abont im. And this 
nopſe and lacua cams to the cares of Hercules. Then Her- 
cules loft them that he fought with, and ewe to the noyſe 
that pzroceded by the cauſe af the Grant As ſwus as hs (aw 
the Grant, that dealt with the. Greekes as he wanld, he was 
not well cantented with that Gutſarms : and he lifted dy his 
Club, and \aofe the gpant vpoa the ſhauldet, emploping his 
Tceagth in fach wiſe, that the heutver ano the ſive he all to 
wake and vate him dawae fo the ground, not fully dead, but 
in one eit ite thea dead; Foz he might not relieve him⸗ 
ſelf:, and nat as dye vaver the (ate of the men of armes 
vecy mi'erably, 

At Wis time Theſeus and Hiſpan, with the cen o 
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the Greekes,came vats the batte ll very iopfully,nnd finding 
thei enemies outarray and without any conduct, they (kir- 
miſhed among them fiercely, and flew ſo many that all the 
place was couetr td. Hiſpan and Theſeus cleft the heads of 
many Knights vats the T&th: they were right expert in the 
ſeats of armes. At theft comming they made their enemies 
to retire, and wan vpon chem with ſo gos foztune , that by 
their meanes and well doing, Gerion loT aboue thirty thou; 
fandmen. Ja ſhozt (pace the battell was ſuch about Hercu- 
les, fdat his enemies knew not where to ſane them, And Ge- 
rion bing adnertiſed cf the death of the (e-2ndBzother,tar- 
ned his backe andfled vnto the Sea,blowing his home, anon 
they endeanoared ſuddenly to pat themſcinss ta flight, and 
they that could ſaue themſelues, ſaned them without delay. 
Hercules, Theſeus and Hiſpan with about tte lue hund;ed 
Greekes follewed them (wiſtly :; they entted into ſome of 
their hips and parſued Gerion, but they had not Parriners 
ſa rtacꝶ, as the other had, wherefoze they were a little letted. 
Powbeit, as farre as they tauld (&, Hercules purſued them 
one ly with his twelue handzed men.

Alas, what Tame is this tru⸗ 
ly the ſhame is great, und we ought to haue right great 
repzvfe ſo to doe, Since ioc are at us poyn, there is 
no way bat to avenge this ſhame. Jf we& avenge bs at 
this time, we (hall recouer am oꝛſbip and honour, In our 
viage lyeth very god hope, foz Fotune hath b2ought vs 
into a bery god Pozk, and me ſæmeth that ſhe will rayſe 
vs againe, and make us cenquerours of onr adnerſaries ;

In the meane while that Gerion enconraged thus his folk, 
Hercules and his compam rowed ſo nigh the pozt, that they 
were como to ſtrokes ſarifing, Zhs Heſperians caſt vpon 
Hercules then raund tones, darts with ſharps yzons on the 
and, ſpeares and (lyozds.

P Then he that donbted no Nroke of any moztall man, en- 
trod into a little boat, and ſteared it himſelfe, with pelpe of 
. the winde, which he had at his aduantage, and bepſed vp the 
ſaile, and putting all toaduentute, as fait as bs could, he 
bzoughttheBoat vnto the Bozt,whotber he came by his har- 
dine le. But this was at fuch time as he receiugd moze then 
an hundzed Frokes with tones: and that his Savle that 
ſod over end by fozce of the Minde, was ſmitten fall cf 
daa les, ans the coꝛdas baoken,and the Paſt onerth;owne,and 
the Boats almaſt filled with ſtonos. 

Kotwithtanding all theſe things, Hercules ceaſed not 
at all from his enterp;tce, but thzough he paſed by all the 
ſtroakes of his Enemies, Oe labaurcd ſo that be toke 
Land, and be th:uft himſelſs among the Hel! perians 2 and 
there he began to ſmite with his Clabbe, Sen the right los, 
and the led Meend long, and oner-thwart, with ſuch an 
abounvancs of valour and p2owelfe, that all the places was 
red with their blond and with their bzaines, Theſeus and 
Hiſpan, and fifty of the Greekes beff armed, by the exams 
ple of Hercules toke al'o a light boate, and adnentured 
thomſelaes to wine the Pozfe ; Hercules was enen at the

Gerion dyed foz ſozrow that he might not come to have 
his will on the Greekes : Hi and bis men wers eager as 
Crgers that had bene lamiſhed. The Greekes were very 
mig her, and ſtrong as Elephants: they; ftroakes were great 
- they doudfed neither Death no? end, but put all in aduen- 
ture. The Battell was furious, and the Greckes received 
man a wound: al wayes Hiſpan and Theieus by thetr mar 
ut llous pzolwefſes ſaued them from the death, and made paſ⸗ 
ſage thzongh a great pꝛeaſe whers Hercules was. 

Hercules that left not ts (mite, was very glad when he 
ſaw Theſeus and Hiſpan, and thetr foztis Companions. 
Their comming colt Gerion the death of a theuſand of men 
and moze: foz Hercules foz to enconrege his men, and fog to 
be to them an example of well dotng, de added to his dards 
firongth vpon Erength, and Þzowefle vpon pꝛowelle, con- 
feanding his Enemtes ſo dzeadfully and terribly , dzawing 
them toward the Mr a, that they that ſaw him, wiſhed that 


theyhad bene in their Pothers wombes: and in fixing they 


were in ſuch halt, and ſo diſtro(cd, that thep beat eachother 
into the dea, and is they flew each other themſe lues. 

Then was Gerion ſmitten to the heart with great ire, 
mingled with impatience: ſo he put htuaſelfe into the pzeaſe, 
and (mote not onely dpen Hercules, but aiſe vpon the com» 
panions of Theſcus : he (mote the fir man vpon the hoſe 
ſa that he cleff his head vato the tæthᷣ. After he alatled a- 
n-ther,and bare him io the carth,ſo aKonjed that he wif wot 
where he was. Conſequently he wands there a groat maTacre 
(uddenly on the Greekees, ſo that he dyed his Swozd with 
their bloud,and that the Greckes wers conſtrained to make 

a huge great crie, ſoʒ ts haue ſucceurs. | 
At this ſeaſon the Greekes that were leſt with the gallies 
entrcd into the N . and toke M nd eaſily. When Hercu- 
les and his folke heard the crie that his men made, he tanne 
thifher to the Allault „ and made abont them a new neyſe 
great and pittisus. Gerion knew anon, that the nopſe 
cams 
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cams becauſe of Hercules; Fes he ſato him come and (mite 
in the thickef of the pzraſe, fo to ſave Himſelfe:then he cal- 
led to his folke, and cherrd them in encouraging, and had 
theve(s great — ena foz one ſtreke that Hercule gau 
him with his C chance, hs was conti trained te vepart 
from the pzeaſe, and to withdzaw him apart with them that 
were weary, and foz to take his bzrath. Gerion aftertwars * 
fought to his extremity, and caſfing ſo his Syes vpcn the 
skirmith,he (aw the G:eckes vpon the Pozt, and pzzniding 
them vats Batte ll. After he ſaw how they pat many of his 
men to the wozlt, and that de might not reflf it: all his 
lules came befoze dis eyes; and then he began to gh, and 
{aid with a dolozons heart : Alas, what is 


to my ſhame, fince thou halt ſent and 
gods, wherefoze haÞ thou ſent toms} 
enemy Mall my glozy now quenched

leut it thou haſt ginen him ſufficient; e

Gerion all out of his wit, with thefe wozvs put him in the 
poeaſe, crying : Gerion, Gerion, fa to make his men fog to 
courage themſelues. Thus crying and ſ#king Hercules, he 
put to death many Greekes: he was all furious, ſo as 
ſwozy was vyed with the bio of bis Enemies. In 
— Hercules, and with his ſwozp (6 be 
(mote him foze. Hercules was weary, fo; fo; tithant dea, 
de above fighting by the ſpace of foar? honres,and had tetei· 
ned 'vpon his atmes ſo many ſtrokes, that no man could nam · 
der them. This notwithKanving,be flev nat at all from Ge- 
tion t bat came to him iopfully, and fought againſt him with 
lo great fozce; that all fhepthat ſaw it maruciled ; and after

allapled Hercules. 

Hercules was gone ſo farte among his Enemies, that 
he was ſeparated from his company. When he heard Cacus 
thꝛeaten him to death, and ſaw that the Caſtilians aſſ ipled 
bim, and came to him from all ſides,. his heart was filed with 
ſolace : and ay2ndoned the chicknefle and, hardne fſe of his 
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skinne of the Lyon tothe wazds of them all without te- 
nenging him, ſaye cnely againſt Cacus. Thus beganne the 
Battell betwæne Hercules and Cacus: the ſtraakes were 
great and fearefull without meaſure. Cacus fought in the 
ſpiritek a 17 ** chafed, and deſired ſoze tu ouercome Hers 
cules, foz to tyzatuy3p. and troumph. oner him. Hercules 
fought in a vertucus heart, fuunden and nouriſhed in wier, 
tue, and as an enemp of Uice, he aſſayled this vicious King, 
Both of chem weregreat, fierce and [trong, and of great cas 
rage, But cries, Khev they had both taſted enough each ol 
other, at leugth the Troakes of Hercules were ſo great am 
ſo fozctble, that the ſhoulders of Cacus, noz his head might 
notbeare, 110; had the might to ſuſtaine them. Do the end 
was ſuch, that after they; Battaile had dured two houres, 
Cacus left him: fo he might no moʒe ſuffer him, but fle, 
and went his way. 5 
When Hercules ſaw that Cacus flzd, he meant not to 
follow after. Pet notwichſtanding, foz to haue the vice 
2y in this, ite, he degan to hem on the Caftiliang, 
Arcagonnoys, and ſuch others as he might flude : fo: he left 
no man aline befoze him, yoling no: old, fable noz frong, 
Hiſpan and the other of his ſide, made their feats of Armes 
to flouriſh aud ſhine, e ſharp :. foz then the 
Greeks and redqtibled their fcoakes and fiew many 
of thetr enemtes. In the end, when Cacus had taken his 
bzeath; he put him againe into the middle at one ſide,where 
bis folke fled, and made them tarry, ſmiting and beating 
Greekes moe terrtbly then he had done befoze, whereof 
cryes aroſe ſo high thers, that Hercules then fighting on an 
other five, heard the cryes , and then he ranne thither at all 
aduenture. And anon as he eſpyed' Cacus, he went befoze 
him, and bzoke the p283ſe, and (mote downe ſo (oze that Ca- 
cus knew Hercules, but he durſt not abide him, but ficd a 
way agatne with exil! hap.

cogy, and demand ne other thing but to ſ@ them in armes 
foz to fight with them altogether at once, to the end to haue 
the ſtoner done, Wherefoze goe to them, and ſignifie vato 
them me comming, and that they haſte them. 

The Pellenger with theſs wozds returned vnte the Gr⸗ 
ants, and told them all what he had found. When the Gp» 
ants knew that Hercules was alreadp come into the geld, 
they all toke their Swozds and their furniture of Marte, 
and departed from the City, addzeſſing themſclues againſt 
Hercules. Hercules was then alone inthe place. The men 
and women of Cremona went vpon'the Malles and Top- 
ers foz to ſ the Battaile. And Philotes with other Ro- 
blemen of the Greekes, were vpan an Hill, farre enough 
froin the place where Hercules was abiding the Giants. 
They were all well -farniſhed - wits Delmets enriched 
with gold and ſtenes. They wers great and Crong, ali of 
ofre meaſure, they were bietded, and had-fiercecountenan- 
tes: theꝝ came on and matched ſtoutiß, with a Treat cou- 


tage. . "IC ha 
Whew they came nigh- to Hercules, within .halfe a 
Bow ſhot , they all menaced him to the death; and made 
actyſo great, that the Malles of their Cite re dounded. Sc. 
ter they ranne againft the allured Nunce, like as they had 
diene Lyons: Hereules hearing theſe tires, andſeing cheit 
caurſe on tt, he ſtayed foz them, lifting vp his Club over his 


dead. | 
Urhen it came to mating, it femed well that the Giam's? 
would haue all to bauiſtd him with their ©wozds, fo ther 
Imote vpon dim ſo vnmeaſuraulx, (hat the pieces of tberz 
wo2ds flew inte the Ayze- Their ftroakes were groat. 
Hercules ſuffered them, and beheld what power they had: 
but when they had made their aſſayes vpon him, Hercu- 
les made his aſſay bpon them, and with bis Cinb fmote:: 
one of the Grants vpen the Pelme, lo that he ali to bzniſed 
t onelp his Helme, but alſo his head, that he fell dotune 


hr 
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ſuddainly dead. When the other ten Grants ſaw their bzo- 
ther was ſo bead of one ſtroke, they had great ſozrow , any 
their blond was much moued. Nature willed them to take 
ſhacpe vengeance. They did what they could, and aſazley 
Hercules eagerly on all ſides. And thus began the Battaile 
betwane Hercules and theſe Grants. 

Hercules feared not any ſtraake of @wozd, of Spearte, noz 
Poltare : his skinne of the Lyon was hard and ſtrong: his 
trength was ſtable, and his Club defended all,and ſo it was 
ned: great was the ſtroakes that thepgaue each other The 
Gyants did their beſt endeauours, and gaue troakes enough 
to Hercules, but they could neuet pierce the skin of the Lyon, 
it was ſo hard: but pet his Club was moze harder. The Gy- 
ants maruailed at the conftance and puiſſance of Hercules. 
As ſone as Hercules lift vp his Club to trtke them they 
leaped aſide, andotherwhitesbzake his Eroakes : bote beit 
he did ſo much, that in lelſe time then an haute, he flew foure 
of them, and the other ſeuen fought afterwards by ſuch vigoz, 
that the moze he ſmote them with his Clab, the moze furt- 
cus he found them and fierce. 


The Battaile was terrible and hard, ſoz the Gyants were | 


ftrong, and long had vſed the skill of armes, and great paint 
had they ts ſaue themſelaes,and to revenge the bloud of thetr 
Baethzen, and to gaine the honour of the Battaile. And they 
ſayd that they were bnfoztanate, ſ@ingthep might not cuer- 
come one man alone, noz equall him. In fighting thep hel- 
ped and comfozted each other, and had all god courage. Bat 
what did their number of Bzethzen p2ofit them? And what 
anayled them their couragicus Ntroakes, when they were aps 
p3z0aching their death, Hercules was alwapes Hercules: 

he rejopced much in thr number of his Enemies, be com foz- 
ted{imſelſe in Foztune, Fcztune helped him, he bid mar. 
uatles on all ſides, well could he fight, and well defendedhe 
himſelfe, all that he dis was well dene: all that tbe cthers 
did, and endeauavred to doe, was nought wozth,natwithtan- 
dir g they were mighty and hardy. But the lucke and god ha p

Me ill greatly re jopced, and 
there was nothing griening him, dut the declining of the day, 
which began to faile. 

At this houre, when the dun withheld her raves,and tur · 
ned into the Wet, Hercules wonld make an end and ſped 
his Battatle. The Geants' began to ceaſe foz to ſmite, fo; 
from the Pozning vnto the Euening, they fought without 
ceaſing : and Hercules behauedhimſelſe in ſuch wile, ſmiting 
bpon one and other, being about him furiouſly, thatit befell 
ſo, that of ſome he ouerth;zew and bzake helmets and heads, 
and of ethers he bzake armes, and ddes maruailoufly, and 
gaue ſo many gteat froakes, that he beate downe and all to 
dꝛulſed them all except Neſtor , which ficd away, when hee 
ſaw the diſcomfiture. And therein he did wiſely, fo; all his 
B2ethzen were there llaine by the hand of Hercules. 

" When they of Cremona ſaw their Lozds dead, they had 
ſone enough made an end of theyz mourning and ſozrow, 
fo; they had b&ene vnto them hard and troubleſome. At the 

end of this Battalle, they aſſembled to Councsll, when they 
ſaw that Hercules had wonne che Winozy , and concluded 
together, that they wouldyeld themſelves ts Hercules, and 
ſubmit themſe lues to his Percy. With this Concluſion 
{Caed out of the Gates in a great number, aud came 

Hercules, which was the Conqueroz of his Enemies:

In this manner was Hercules King of Cremona, and in 
riched with a new title of victozy, The firſt Night that ha 
—1 into the City, he reſted him and his people: and they 

re they well refreſhed and right well ſeaſted and ſeryed 
laith victuals. On the mozrow he did cauſe to bzing into the 
City the Bodyes of the Gpants that were dead, and did bury 
them wozthipfully. And after he founded vpcuthema very 
great and high Tower, and vpon the tower he ſct xi. Jniages 
03 ſtatues of metall, after the fathion of the Grants that a 
had llaine, in remembzance of his bicto2y, 

Alter the Edification of this Tower, Hercules left in 
Cremona, folke foz to gonerne them, and departed thence 
fo; ta goe farther fo2th into the Country. e ſtudyed alway, 
and was neuer idle: bs Endygd ſo much, that be could make 
the fire artificiall as well as Cacus: and found the remedies 
again the ſame. What hy armes and by his @ctence., he 
got very great glozy and paatſein Italy. Me went into mae 
places and ener all where he came 83 went, men did him 
honour and Reyerence.

Vea verily (ſaid 
the ®quire) he is there, J know well, and paſſeth his time 
with bis Lady Yole : the moſt beautifull,and ont of meaſure 
molt reſplendiCant Ladythat is in all this wozld,as great as 
it is. Caca manalloweth her, and pꝛaiſeth her a thouſand 
times moze then Deyanira · Hercules hath her in ſo much 
grate, that continually they be together. And whatſoener the 
Lady doth, it is acceptable vnto Hercules: and there is no 

man that can tell the great loue that they haue together, 
Lycas hearing theſ@tydingsof the Squire, toke leaue of 
him, and made ſemblance to haue left behind him ſens of his 
pz2tious Gems and Jewelsifozaſmnch as he was of a ſtrong 
aninion in himſelfe, that it would be god foz him to gitte ad- 
nerfiſeguent ot this eft.ite.

Fn this Citie were fire pꝛinti pall Gates: of which the 
one was named Dardane, the ſecond Tymbris, the third Ho- 
lias, the fourth Chetas, the fift Troyen, and the frt Antene- 
rides, The Gates were right great and faire, and of Erong 
defence. And there were in the City many rich Pallaces 
without number, ths ſaiteſt that ever were, and the faireſt 
Haules, rich and wellcompaſſed. Alſo thers wore in many 
partsof the Citie, divers faire places, and pleaſant fo; the 
Citizens to (pozt and plaꝝ in. In this Citie dwelt men of 
all Crafts,and Parchants that went and came int 
from all parts of the wald. Auth middle of the Citie ranns 
a River named Paucus, which bars Ships and dip bing great 
p;ofite and ſolace vato the Citizens. _ 

When the City was thus flailyed, the King Priamus did 
cans to come all the people, and Inhabitants of the Coun-

{hen Anthenor was all abaſhed, at the hozrible wozds 
of Duke Neſtor, and doubting the furte of his tyzanny,refturs 
ned vis the Dea, and ſet him on his returne to Troy-ward, 
And he had nt bans long oa the Sea, when a great tempef# 
aroſe,and the ayze began to waxe darke, and toraine and ww 
thunder very greatly, and there aroſegreat windes contrary, 
and it waxed thicke and hozrible miſty, and his Ship was 
bozne on the Mues, one time high, and another time lowe, 
ingreat perill,and thers was not a man in the (aid ſhip, but 
ſuppoſed fo dye, and that made not ſpeciajl pzomiſes and 
bowes to the ir gods, and in theſe perils were they th;edayes, 
ond on the fourth day the tempelt ceaſed, and the ayze waxed 
all cleare, and became peaceable.

Hos it happened that the Kings Caſtor and Pollux, Bie- 
thzen of Helen, as ſcone as they heard ſay their iter was 
rauiched, they toke hrpping and purſued the Trojans, with 
a groat army, fo recouer her againe. Os the thirdday, as 
they were on the Sea, thero-arvſe ſo great a Tempelt , and 
fo much thunder and raine, that theit Ships were caſt on the 
Racks; one here, another there: and firmlly they were all 
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periſhed and v2zowned,. ſo that they were neuer after ſ@ne, 
And the (ay, that theſe. two Bzethzen were fran- 
flated with the Gods into the Yeauen o Zediacke, and res 
turned inte the ſigne of two Beaſts, ſ\ozaſmuch as they were 
Bzethzen aud twins. And thus ended their liues, by the 
occaſton of thetaking of their Siſfer. Some Poets faigne, 
thattheſe Bzethzonare tranſlated into two ſtarres, (that is) 
the Nozth-ſtarre, and the douth · carte, which ate names 
alter them, Caſtor and Pollux. | | 
An this place declareth Dares, in his Boke, the faſhions 
of the Greckes that were befoze Troy, of ſome of the moſt 
Noble and notable of them, as be that ſaw them and beheld 
them many times, during the truce, that was oftentimes bes 
twene both parties, during the ſie ge befozs the Citie. And 
he began toſpeake of Helen, andſapth, that ſhe was ſo faire, 
that in all the Wozld no man could finde a faicer Woman, 


noz he tte t foamed in all mombers. Agatnemnon was long, 


and white of body, of members , and well fezmed, 
lowing labour, diſcc t, hardy, and paſſing well ſpoken. Me- 
nelaus was of meane ſtatute, hardy in armes, and couragi⸗ 
dus. Achilles was of right great beauty, blonke hay;es, and 
cri'pe, gray epes and great, of amiable ſight, large B2oafts,

Thelamon Ajax was a 
matuaileus faire Knight, he had blacke hayzes, and be had 
great pleaſure in Paſicke, and he himſelfeſung very ſwert⸗ 
ly: he was of great PÞzoweſſe, and « valiant man of 
Marre, and without pompe. Vlyſſes was the moſt faire ſt 
man amengſt all the Greekes, but pet he was verpdeceit- 
full and ſubtill, and deliue red his (pach jorfully ; ho was a

ares god counſaile,quickly and ſuddainly ge would be very 
angry, ano Graightway pleaſed againe : be was the moſt 
trueſt friend in the Wozlo, Protheſilaus was faire, and of 
- a godly Rature, right Noble and agin* in armes. Neop- 
tolemus was great, he had blacks hay2es, and great Eyes, 
but jopfyll and well ch@red, his Eye-b;owes (moth, ſtam · 
meting in his woes, bat he was wiſe in the Law. Palame- 
des tho Sounc of King Naulus, was of right fatre Hape and 
leane, ffoatand amiable, agod man, and liberall. Polyda- 
rius was paTing greaf, fat, and ſwolne, hardy , and high- 
minded, and pzoud without truth. Mathaon was of meane 
ſcature, pꝛoud, and hardy, and ona that flept little by Night. 
Brifayda the Daughter of Chalcas, was paſſing faire, cf 
means ature, white and mingled with red, and well made, 
ſweet, and pittitull, and many mon leu d her fo; her beauty: 
Foz ths lone of her came the King of Perſia, into the apde of 
the Greekes, vnto the lege befoze Troy. 

Hob of them that wore within Troy, the ſame Dares 
ſayth, firft of King Priamus : that he was long, griſly, and 
fapze, and had a loud vopce, righthardy, and that be did

ple, then he was. Paris was 4 paſſing faire Knight, pwnd

bentzbe King and the Princes were thus aſs 
ND 70 bembled at the Pozt of Athens, the King A- 
AVNVS! gamemnon, that was cheife of all the Head, 
WAA | © taught alway to conduct this hoaſt o20erly, 
S alle mbled vnto the ceunſt li on a plaine with- 
out the Citte all the Noble men of their Boat, And when 
they wers all aſſembled round about him in ſcats that 
he had made, he (aid to them in this manner, Dr noble 
men, that by one conſent are here aſſembled in this'hoaſt 
with ſo-great puiſſance, ye know very welt, that it is not in 
the remembzance of any man, that he ſaw eucrſo many No- 
ble men aſſembled, fo2 to atcheine any wozke, noz ſo many 
young Knights and active in armes, foz te afaile thep2 ene · 
mies. Js not be then out of his nund, that pʒꝛeſumeſh to raiſe 
bimſelfe againſt vs, and to begin warte: ver ilp J doubt not 
but ons of an hundꝛe d in this tom pan is (ufictent eneugh to 
bing this wozke to an end, fo which we be ati aflembled. 
It ts well knowne to each of ycu, the great injuries and the 
great dammages that the Trojans haut done to vs, where - 
foze we haue iuſt cauſe to takt vengrance by foxceof armes, 
ta the end that from hencefczth they no; any other enferp2iſe 
neuer againſt vs in any manner: fozif we hoaldſuffer ſuch 
iniuries by diſſimulation, they might yet gricue bs moge 
then they haue done. And it is not the cuſtome of the No» 
ble men of Greece to let paſſe ſuch wzongs in diſiimulati- 
on, and therefo2e it ſhould be to vs great ſhame, that are f6 
manx, and haue aſſembled ſo great ſtrength and to diſſembie 
in this quarrell, and (yet that moze is) there is no nation in 
the Wezid, but that dzeadeth our pnifſance, ſoue onely 
thefe ſoliſh people ef Troy, 25 by enill teuntell haue mo · 
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wed them againſt vs, and alſo haus enter pziſed war vpon vs: 
As ficlt the King Laomedon thatinjured ſome of out people 
fo; little occaſion; wherefoze he recriued death fog his reward, 
and his City was deſtroyed, and his peoplo ſlaine, and ſ@ne 
bzought in ſe ruitude, where they ate ret. Surcly it is not (0 
hard to vs that ate moze puiſſant, to take vengeance on the 
Troyans, as it was tofcure Pzinces of leſſe puiſſance, that 
came fo get the better of them. Foꝛſomuch then, as the Troy. 
ans, know verily that we ate aembled foz to goe vpon them 
and that they are ſtrongly furniſhed wirh men of armes as 
gainſt gur comming » and ſo alt fuch things os behoneth 
them foz to defend; them with: itſemethime gwd, tf that 
it plcale you, that ere we depart from this Pozt here, wa 
ſend into the Ale of Delphos our ſpeciall Peſlengets, fo; to 
haue anſwer ef our God Apollo,of this that we will doe and 
enterpgile, „ 48.40 | 2 

Zhen was there none but he atlawed the wozts of Ag?, 
memnon, and choſe tncontinently Achylles and Patroclus fo; 
to goe into this Ale, to heate the anſwer of Apollo: and pze- 
ſently thep departed and went and cams (one thither: foz 
the ſaid Ile is as it were in the midſt cf the Ales of Ciclades 
where Locana, Enfanta, Apollo and Diana be. Andthers was 
a rich Temple in the which the god of the Panims was 
woꝛſhipped and gaus anſwer to the people of ſuch things as 
they demanded of him. This Ale was firſt called .De- 
los, that is as much to ſay in Greeke as manifeſtation : 
fozaſmuch as in this Jle the Panims fatv firſt the Dunne 
and the Pane after the deluge: and therefoze thep ſuppo⸗ 
fed that they had b&ne bozne there of theyz Pothers: 
fog Apollo is the Dunne, and Dyana the Pone, in their 
language. 

Some call this Ale Ortigie: fozaſmuch as the Birds that 
men call Oztiges, in Eugliſh they be Nuailes, were fir 
ſ@ns there. The Panimsgane to Apollo diners names af- 
ter the digers operations ot the Dunae.In this Temple was 
a great Jmage, compoſed and made all of fing gold in the 
wozlhip of the Gos Apollo: andalbeit that the Image was 
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deafe and dumbe, yet enery where Idolgtry ra in ſuch 
wiſe at that time in the Mold, that the Dinell put him in 
the Image, and gaus anſwer to the Panims of the things 
that they demanded of hum. And this did the Dinell foz ts a- 
baſs the foliſh people, that at that time bel«ued that this J. 
mage was very Gad. : 

Upon this part the autho; declareth, from whence came 
firſt Joolatry, We find in Hiſtoria Eccle ſiaſtica that when 
Herod was deceined by the thze Kings that returned not a⸗ 
gaine to him, but wozthipped our Lozd Teſus Chriſt, as is 
contained in the Goſpell,and afterwards departed by ano⸗ 
ther way, tc. that Herodes purpoſed to haue laine the child 
leſus,and therefoze the glozions Uirgin our Lady aint Ma- 
ry his Mother, and loſeph bars him to Egypt. And as ſwne 
as our Lady enfred info Egypt, all the Adels fell vowne fo 
the earth, all tobe bzoken and bzaiſed, accozding to the Þz9- 
pheſte of Eſay, that ſayd thus, Aſcendet Dominus in nubem 
levem, & engredietur Egyptum, & movebuntur ſimulachra 
Egypti. She wing that at the comming of our Dauionr leſas 
Chriſt, all Jdolatry ſhould haue an end, And amongſt the 
Jewes, Iſmacll was the firſt that made an Adell, and that 
was or earth. 

And Prometheus made the fic among the Panims, and 
faught other the manner how to make them: but the right 
beginning of Jdollatry, came of Belus King of Aſſiris, that 
was Father of king Ninus, the which King Belus when he 
was dead, his ſon Ninus did buriehim ina rich Depulture, 
and did make an Image of fine Golde, to the ſemblance and 
the likeneſſe of his Father, foz to haue conſolation and 
memozie of him, and wozſhipped him as his God, and 
compelled his folks to wozthip him: and anon an euill ſpirit 
enfred into the Amage, and gaue vnto the people anſwers of 
the pa ſundzp demands. And thus by the cxample of him, 
thy imple Panims made other in the wozſhip of theyz 
Friends, and wozſhipped them: and thus p2oc&ded thop 
in Jdvlatry, and there were none bat that they dad their 
particular Gods, that gaue _ them theyr m_ 
0. t 3 dit 
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their demands, by ths deviſe of the Enemy, that ſo deceiued 
them, and bzought them dnto damnation, by the great enuy 


- thathe had, and yet hath againft the linnage of men, which: 


GOD made, ta fulfill the places of Paraviſe, from whence 
was caſt out fez his paide, into this hozrour and Darke- 
nefſe : and after the day of judgement to abide in Vell foz 
euorm9ze,in the company of the damned men, 
When Achilles and Patroclus were arrinedin the Idle of 


Delphos,thep went on with great deaotion into theTemple - 


of Apvilo: and chert they made their Oblations with great 
liberality,and demanded of him anſwer concerning the yr al- 
faires and wozkes. Then anſwered Apollo with a lewe 
doꝛce. Achylles, te turne backe againe vnto the Cree kes, that 
hane len the hither: and ſay unta them, that it is to come, 
and (hall happen foz certainty, that they hall goe ſafely to 
Troy, and there they hall make many battels, But in the 
tenth yeare they (hail Cay the King Priamus, his Wife, and 
his Chilozen, and the molt part of the Country, And thers 
(hail none oſcape,ſane they onoly whom they will ſane, 


Df this afozeſgidanſwsr was Achilles paſCing glad and. 


joyous : And it happened that whilelt they were pet in this 

Temple, a great learned Biſhop of Troy named Chalcas, 

Donne of a man named Thiſtram, which was a paſſing wile 

man.entred into this Temple: and hs was ſent al's from 

5 King Priamus, foz to haus anſwer of Apollo fog them af 
roy. 

As he then had made his oblations and demands of them 
of Troy, Apollo anſwered bato him, ſaying : Calchas, Cal- 
chas, beware that thou roturne not backe ggains to Troy: 
but gee then with Achilles, vnto the Greek: s, and depart ne- 
uer from them, fag the Greckes ſhall haue vinozie of the 
Troyaas, by the agrement of the ga da, and then Mall de to 
them very neceary in ceunſell, and in Doctrine. Anon as 
Chalchas knew Achylles, that was in the Temple, he ap- 
poached vato him, and made acquaintance with him, and 


accompanyed 
nag ini hay (in to thom, Wheregk acht 


together by Faith and Dath: they told each to 
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had great toy, and made very great cheats and countenance 
to Calchas, andtwke him abode with them, and ſapled ſo 
long, that they arrinedat the Port of Athens ſafely : and 
when theyiCued cut of theyr tips, Achylles toke Calchas 
by the hand, and pzeſcnted him tothe King Agamemnon, 
and fo others, and told vnts them ths truth of the aniwer of 

o: New they Hould have vicszis ofthe Troyans, and 
and how 4 polio bad him that he ould not returne agains 
to Troy, but hold hum with the Greckes, vuring the warte. 
Ot theſe tydings weit the Greekes greatly reoyced, and 
made a ſolemne feaſt, and rectued Calc has ints theyr compa- 
up,. br. Faith and by Dath, and they pzomiſed to reward hum 
well, and ts doe him god: . 


CHAP.VL 
How the Greekes, with a great Navie, went and ſayled to- 
wards Trey: and how they arrived at the Porte of T ene» 
din, three miles from Iren, w hich they conquered, and 
beate dowac to the earth. 


Fter this Feaſt that the Greckes had mays 
foz the god Anſwers of Apollo, Calchas 
went in a mozning in the company ofAchyl- 
les and Patroclus , vats the Tent of King 
Agamemnon, where all tho mot Nobles 
of the Atmie wereaTembled, and be ſaluted 

them right courtucfly, ſaing: D Noble Kings and Pztaces, 

that bs here aCembled foz vengeance,of the great injaries ta 
ron done by the Troians : wherefoze tarry younow here, after 
the gods haus given there anſwer : Thinke pe not that tho 

King Priamus hath his ( pres among you, and that whiles ye 

ſoiourne,be furniſhe th not his Conntrey and Citis with vit- 

taile, with Þo:fes, and with 'other neteſſat ies? Js not a 

great part of the Summer paſſed, and pe haut pet nothing 

enterpziſey vpon your Enemtes. Beware that te be net 
vnkinde and tngrate, at the anſwers of the Ces: and that 
be your negligence they ang anſbere info the

contrary» Therefvze tarry pte na longer, bat @mbarks cen 
and your hoz'e, and goe pe to the Dea, and ceaſe not vntill 
the time that the pzomiſes of the gods be accompliſhed, And 
when Calchas had thus ſpoken, each man ſaid, that he had 
well ſaid and ſpoken. And then theKing Agamemnon ſent 
vnto all the hoaſt, and gaue commandement with the ſound 
of a Trumpet, that euery man cheuld make him ready to re- 
moue. And pzeſcntly they entred into theyr Ships and dil⸗ 
anckred,and hoyſted vp their Bailes, and went ail unte the 
Sea : and they had not long ſapled, not paTirg a mile from 
Athens) but the ayze that was befoze very cleare and fapꝛe, 
began to ware troublous aud thicke,and there began a very 
great tempeſt in the Sea, of winde,ofraine and of thunder: 
inſomuch that there was nene ſo hardy but. he had feare, 
and thought to haue dyed, foz their Shippes were caſt by the 
Dea, the one here, and the other there, and theyſuppoſed none 
other fo; certaine but to haue bene daotoned. Thenſaid Cal. 
chas ts them that were with him, that the cauſe of the tem- 
peſt wasfozaſmuch as Dyana theyr goddeſſe was angry a- 
gainft them, becauſe they departed from Athens, and made 
to her noſacrifice : and fe; to appeaſe this wzath, it behoned 
that ths King Agamemnon ſacrifice to her with his owns 
— bis daughter a ronng Uirgin, and lender af 
age,and that otherwiſe the tempeſt ſhould never ceaſs.. And 
foz to [pd this lacrifice,he counſellsd to turne the Many,

- theſe things, foz any doubt that J have but that wo wall 


hane vi&oxe, and that we Mall deſttep this famous Citie, 
albeit that (tbe trong: but onely fog our wozlhip, to the env 
that we be recommended to haue cont this wohne by 
great diſcretion,and without Pzive : foz that oftentimes, by 
ouer to haſty Entocpyiſe,a of great weight, (without 
aduiſed tounſell) may come to a-miſcheinous end. Pe know

tod 03 all j and(herefozy if ye thinke go, that we _ 
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returue into our Countre#. without ſuffering of moze | paine, 
with our honour and-wozthip, wee will ſend vnto the King 
Pciamas ut (peciall Peſſengers, and bid hin fo ſend and 
deliner againe to vs Helena frelp, and that be reftoze bnto 
vs the dammages that Paris hach dene to vs in the Ile of 
Cythar; f02 if he will ſo doe, out teturne ſhall be honurable, 
4 we can as ke go moze of him by right. And if he refuſe this, 
we (hall haue two things that ſhall fight fo; vs, that is jus 
tice and out true quarrell, and our puiſlance excuſed: and 
when men ſhall heare of car offers,they will gius the wzong 
and blame to the Troyans, and tu vs the land and pzaiſe:and 
ws ſhall be excuſed of all the dammages that we hall doe to 
them, after theſs offers. Therefoze adniſe you among your 
(elues,what thing ve will doe.

Then ther choſs foz their Mol ⸗ 
ſengers, Dyomedes and Vlifles,fozto goe to Troy, andmake 
weir legation, which take their Yozſes and wont inconti- 
weber, and came to Troy about mitiday; and ther 
Ve to the Mal late of King Pr iamus, and take they: 
a2ſes ta kt pe at the Gate, and after went vp into the Hall 
na in going vp they maraellod greatly of the rich wozkes 
ther ſeln in alltbe Pallace, and eſpeciailyofa tri that 
1 plaine, the which was mate by Art Sa- 
compaſed, and of great beauty, fo; 
the Fogke -peneath,was no thicker but of the greatneſſs of a 
ſpear, z was: paſſing long and. bigh, and aboue had 
baanches;of gold aud ot fuer, and leaues that ſpzead over 
the Wall den and ſave a little, it covered all : and the fete 
piube ſaid trix. was of diuers pzetious ſtoues, that gaue great 
light and baightnefſe, and alſo did much pleaſe and delight 
them tha beheld it, They went ſo farre ſozth, that 
Seeed et. where the u ius Priamus tuas, 
noble men. Aud then without ſaluteng the 
King 02 the-othey,Vlifſes ſayd vnta him in this manner; *

The 
King Agamemnon (from whom we be Peſſengers) ſendeſh 
and cemmandeth the by vs, that thou deliver and ſend vato 
him the Nugne Helen, whom then haſt canſed met viicly 
to be rautfhed and taken from her husband, and that thou 
make ſatisfaction fo; all the dammages that Paris thyſonne 
hath done in Greece: andif thou ſo dee, à ſuppoſe thou ſhalt 
thew thy ſelfe a wiſe man: but if thou doe not, behold what 
eutls mag come vnto the and thine:foz thou ſhalt dye an euil l 
death, and all thy men, and this noble and famous City hall 
be deft royed. 

When the King Priamus heard Vliſſes thus ſpeake , hs 
anſwerebincentinently (without demanding ozesking any 
counſcll:)J maruell greatlyoftheſe thy wozds,that tt qui re ſt 
of me that thing that a man already banquiſhed and ouer- 
tome, and one p could defend himſelf no moze but with great 
paine would accozd tothe, A beleve not that the Greckes 
haue fuch puilance to doe that thing which thou haft ſayd 
vnto me: they require of me amends, and J ought to de⸗ 
mand the like of them. 

Haue not they lains my Father and my Bicthzen, and 
lead away my Sifter in ſermtude, whom they daigne not to 
marty honourably, but fo hold der and vie het as a common 
woman: And foz to haus her againe, J bane ſent to them 
Ant henor, and would haue pardened them the ſurplus: but 
you know the villanies and menaces that they did vbſe to- 
wards my Peflenger : and therefoze I ought not to heare a- 
ny thing that y& ſay vnto me, but rather dye valiantiy, then 
to agres toyour requeſt, And let Agamemnon know, that 
I defire never fo haue peace no; lous with the Greekes, that 
haue dons to me (0 many difpleaſires. And if it were not 
that ye be Peſſengers, I ſhoutd make pou dye an cuill death. 
Therefoze goe away quickly, foz I cannot behold you with⸗ 
aut diſpleaſure in my heart. Then began Dyomedes to 
laugh foz doſpight,and ſaid thus: Va King, if without diſ- 
pleaſure thou cant not ſm vs that be but two, then wilt 
not thon bs without diſpleaſare, all the dayes of thy * : 
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fo thou halt (@ from hencefozth befoze thine tes great ar; 
mies cf Greekes,the which ſhall come bc fee the City, and 
ſhall not ceaſe fag ts aſaile it continually, againſt whom 
thou canſt not long defend ther, but that thou and thine final, 
ly ha!l receiue biifer death. Tht tetoʒe chou ſhouldc ſt take 
better counſell in thy doings if th u wert well aduticd, 

Then were there many Troyans that would haue runne 
vpon the Greckes, and dzew theyz Dwozds loge haue flaine 
them. But the King Priamus fezbad them, and ſaid buta 
them, that thep thould let two foles vtter there folly, and 
ts a wiſe man to ſaffer it. Ha, ha, fir, ſapd E eas, what is 
that, that ye (ay? men muſt che w to a fœle his foliſhnefſe : 
and truely if it were not in yoar p2cſcace, this fellow that 
bath ſpoken ſo fœliſhip befoze peu ſhould receius his death 
by my owne hand. It appertaineth not vnto him to ſay vn- 

to you ſach vile and venemoas thacatnings: and therefoze J 
aduiſe him, that he goe his wapquicklp, vnleſſe he ccaſe to 
ſpeake ſo abſurd and fœliſhlp. 

Dyomedes, that sf nothing was abaſhed, anſwered to E- 
neas and ſapd : Whatfoencr thou be thou ſhe weſt well by 
thy wozys, that thou art ili adaiſcd, and hote in thy words:

Then Vlyſſes bzake the wozds ef Dy omedes right 
wiſely, and pzayed him to hold bis peace, and after fapd to 
King Pri- mus, we hauevnderfto;d all that theu haſt ſapd, 
and will gee and repozt it to our Pzinces, Andineonftiuently 
thepwentandtoke thepr hozſes, and returned vnto their 
hoaſt, where they found many aſlembled befoe the King A- 
gamemnon and telde to them the anſwer of King Pryamus: 
whereof they had great matuell. and conferred long together 
fo2 the well ozdeting of their affatres, lnce they were aſſu- 
ted efthe warre cf the Troians.

Itter theſe things, Agamemnon called his 
folkes to cdunfell in the plaine of Tene- 
don, and ſayd vnto him among all other 
things. It behogeth vs necefarily to bez 
; aduiſed, how that during the ſiege befoze 

Troy, our heaft ſhall be (accozed with vic- 

taall,and — if pe thinke god, we will (end vnto the 

Realme of Meſſe, to haue victuals from thence continually, 

fa i is a Conntrey very fertile and commodions : and they 

that ſhall go thither, hall take ſurety of them of the country, 
that they faile not to fend viauall to the hoaſl, ſo leng as we 
hail be in this Conntrey, This counſetl pleaſed well the 

Greekcs,and incontinently they choſe Achylles, and Tele- 

phus the ſonne of Hercules, to furniſh this meflage, and te ge 

thither with a great company of men ot atmet. In that pꝛo- 
uince raigned a King named Theutran, and had long raigned 
in peace, fo2 his Countrey was peopled with god and hardy 

Anights : when Achilles and Telephus, with thi thouſand 

Knight fierce and hardy were arrived in the Ifle of Meſſe, 

they ſued out of they2 Mhipa, and went on land. Then came 

again} them the King Theuttan with a great company of 
men of fat,andonhozſebacke; © 

Then began the battell very fierceip, and at the skir⸗ 
mich there were many Knights datne on both esl Anm 
albeit that the Greekes wers tefſe in number then the dther 
were, ther defended theme lues well: but thepz defence 
had not auapled them, had it not b&ne fog the great pzow- 
elle of Achylles, that did great miracles with his bedy,as 
be 
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he that was the moſt ſtrong and moſt valiant ofthe Greeks: 
foz whoſoeuet he ſmote he dyed therefoze, and there could no 
man endure befozz him. Mhen then Achylles had eſyxes the 
King Theutram inthe midde ſt of his people, that did great 
dam uage to his folke, be thzull into the greateſt pzeals of 
bis enemies, and beat done befoze him all that he found, 
vntill that he came vnte King T heutram : and he gaue him 
ſo many ſtrokes, that he all to hewed his Helme, and ſmete 
him downe to the ground ſoze wounded, and had Naine him 
tncontinently,hadnotTelcphus bene which put himſelſe be- 
twene them, and pzayed Achylles humbly that he would not 
llea him, noz doe him any moze harme then he had: and the 
King himſelſe cryed ts Achylles fo mercy. Then ſaid A- 
chylles to Telephus, what maueth the to pitty our mostull 
enemy, that is come to aſlaple bs with ſo great ſurit: At is 
reaſen that he fall into the pit that he made ready fo; vs. 
Wa,ha,ftr,ſaxd Tclephus, the King was very familiar with 
my Father Hercules, and alſo did to me cn a time great hs- 
neur in this Land, and therefoze J may not ſaffer1o ſa him 
flaine befoze mine eyes, Well then(ſaid Achylles)take hint 
and doe with him what thou wilt. Then was thepz Battell 
Unched and the Greekes tetpaed, and the King I heutram 
wascarryed into his Pallate as a dead man: foz Achylles 
bad ſoze bꝛuiſes him, and all te fruſhed- him. Ant the King 
pasped Achy lies and Telephus, that they wauld goe with 
him: the which went, and were receiued with great joy and 
doneur. ; 

It was not long after, that this King Thentram; that was 
lo wounded to the death, vy the wounds that Achy leb hab gi- 
nen him, ſent fo; Achylles and Telcþ bus, and 1 -viito 
them: Py Friends, J may not long tive1canv atrer ſaio tu 


Jelephus; Ppfriend. J map no longer lius, and J haue 
no tawiall heites of my body, to whom J map teate this 
Real ne',” which J haue gotten wtth great labont, and 
had loſt long unce, had it not bene foz the woxthy of all 
wozthies, thy Father Hetcules which wartanted, and was 
a Shielde vnto mer, againft all them that wonld haue 

taken 
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taken it from me: and he did often fight with them that 
would haue taken it. Do thy Father by his great pꝛetwe ite, 
flew and chaſed them oat : and ſince that time I have ke yt 
it peaceably, not by merit, bat by the vertae of thy Father. 
And nceit happened that thy Fathcr conquered this realm 
foz me, and J haning no hc pts, it (sgod right and reaſon, 
that thou be heyze of thy Father: and with theſes u lat 
wozds, A leaae this Kealme vato thee ; and all my wozvly 
gods, whereſoeuer they be, and make the mine Peyze, and 
pa the that theu dat burie me honourable, asitappertai- 
neth te a King. And asſone as he had finished theſe wozps 
de dyed; and then Thelephus ana the Nobles of the Country 
buryed him honoarably, and layd him in a very rich Hepul⸗ 
ture, whereon was wait this Epitaph; Here lyeth the Body 
ot King Thexrtram, whom eAcbilier ew: who left [8 
Realme to TI. i 
Now this Thelephus, that beldze was but a Duke, was 
made King of Meſſe, and all the Nodles of the Countrey 
did him homage, and all the peopts pzomiſed vato him faith 
und (8rmlce. Then Achilles did furniſh his ſhippes with vic- 
mall, and o3dayned that Thelephus ſhould abide in his now 
KRealme (which be did being ſoze grieved ) and he pzayey 
im, and alſo commanded, in the name of the Greekes, that 
he ſhould doe his diligence, to lend vuto the Hole of the 
Greekes tui ſlem of dic nals, and he pzomtſed him that hee 
would porfozine it withoat any default. And then Achilles 
toke leaut of him, and returned into his ſhips, ard ſ(aried 
tooth ſo long that he and his company artined ab the Post 
of Tcnedon ſafely, where they found the Holt vet {c)oarning:- 
and anon as he was landed, he went fraight to the Tent of 
King Agamemnon, where all the Kings and Pzinces were 
efgembled : andthey receined him with great joy, as he that 
all the Bf loucd mch, fez his great Trength amv pzowede.

Tho eight Batten the King 
of perie named perſes lead: and Paris was the Ghiefs any 
and Hector intreated his bzother Paris, that he 
wonld not aflemble vittothe Greekes, vatill the time that 
hs came himſetfe, and ſaid that he would follow him anon. 
The ninth and laſt Battell, Hector lend, and tem af his Ba - 
ftard bzathzen alter him, alt the beſt Knights et the City, 
were choſen in this Battoll, to the number of fine thouſand. 

And then when Hector was richte arrayed, and armed 
with govharnelle and ſure - hemounted vpon bis Hozls 
named Galarhe, that was one of the.meft great aud Eron- 
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geſt he hozſe inthe — And (6-(armed an and mounſrd, } he 
rude vato the King his Father, and ſayd unte him: Right 
deatt Father, retayne with you 4 thouſand and ue hundzed 
nights, and all the meu of fate af this City, and and with 
min the face of the Greekes; and moue net, til} IJ ſend 
f. pou: te the. td, if we haue ned, that re helpe vs. And'Y 
ſend Pelengers to certifte you of the e tate of the Bat- 
tell: and take god hd, and ne god guard, that eur E-. 
nt mies take not the City bypolicy i treaſon. And the King 
anſweredhim ; Meſenne, J mil doe as then haſt ſayp vato 
ms; {02 next the ave of the Gavs, thou art all my hope and 
truſt, and I haue ns confidence tut in thy wit and valout. And 
A bumble paar the Gods to paotect thee, and pexlerue the 
alleen thine Durndcs, | 
Alter theſe wn, Hector went fozth after the other. 
This Hector was very tcutagious, ſtrong and bictozious in 
Battell, and a wiſe conduct oz of men of Armes. Vis Shield 
was of gold, & in the middle a Lyon of Gates. And although 
be was the laſt that ifued out of the City, ret he alma paſ- 
ſed the batte ls, and put bimſelfe befoze in the elt Battell : 
the women that were inthe City, and all the other went bp» 
on the walles to behsld the Battels : there wers the dangh- 
ters of the King,with Quan nne 
8 in het 14 
—— ens dattels, King Ammon 
wasn tba but diui dei his men into ſixe aud twenty, Bat- 
tels Me un in the art Patroclus with his peqple, and with 
idem duc fol h of A¹ues, whowas not tha toda in the hat, 
tell, ſoꝛ bis wonnda that he had, and tema ines in bis Tent 
to cure them. This Patroclus wage rich and Noble. Puke, 
and loued (0 mach Achilles, that they were both of one ally» 
ance « In the ſccend Wattell was King Menon, and King J- 
dumtus tums ue knights; and. there was the 
Doke ef Avhine withail bis nch’. Ehe thitd Wattell lead 


the hu ing Ac halaphis, and his Donne Phiheus with their peo- 
ple. L de tour th bat/glt leavBing Archelous and King Pre- 
theno! his baather; and With him was Sccuridan, 3 
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frong knight with all the peopls of Boccia. The fift battell 
King Menclaus lead with all the people of Sparta: The firt 
Bitte ll the King Epiſtropus lead, and the King Celidus 
" With all thetr people, 8 

The ſeuenth batte ti lead Thelamon Aiax with all his pc o- 
ple of Salamiae, and zt had foure Catles with him, which 
werte Theſcus, Amphimacus, Durius, and Polydarius, The 
eighth lead king Thoas. The ninth lead Aiax Aleus. Che 
tenth lead king Philotus : the eleventh the king Idumevs 
and king Nc: on: the twelfth Dake Neſtor : the thirtanth 
king Exioacs lead: the fourteenth Viifies : the fifteenth 
king Humerus. 

Ja the lxtenth were the folke of Prot heſilaus, much de⸗ 
ſpairiag to revenge the death of their Lozd : the ſcuentwenth 
lead king Polydarius and king Machaon : the eightenth the 
king of Rhodes, the nineteenth king Sampicus, and king Li- 
dorus, The twentieth king Geripulus, The one and twen⸗ 
tieth king Philotetes of Larifſe, The two and twentieth Di- 
omedes : The thzx and twentieth the king Ocneus of Cy- 
pres. The fours and twentieth the xing Prot holus. The five 
and twentieth the king Carpcnor, The firs and twen teth, 
and laſt Battell, lead king Agamemnon, Empercar of aj 
the Holte. 

When all the Battels was ſet in oꝛdet on the one ſide and 
onthe other, and there was nett ing to doe but ts met, then 
Hcctor aduenced him the firſt , and Patroclus came agaiutt 
him as faft as his Hozfe might tun, and mais him to ſtrong⸗ 
ly with his ſpeare cn his ſhield ; that de piercedit thozow , 
but did no 01928 hatme. Then Hector aſſaęled Patroclus rt 
bis ®wo2d, and gaue him ſe great a froake vpon his head, 
that he cleſt it in two pieces: and hat oclus fell pawne dead 
vnts the ground. When Hector ſaw him dead, he cout ted 
bis Armes, fo they were excading ri.h and gozgicns, and 
lighted dowae from his Vegi fog to tale them, but the King 
Menon came bpon him with thz& thonſand gad knights, fo 
to defend the king. Patroclus againſt Hector, and ſapd to 
bim thus. Welle rauineus end infaliable.. Ceres. it

King Theſus and Archilogus his Wonne, came with the 
thouſand fighting men, and then Hector layed an, and beats 
downe all afoze him: and the firſt that he met he gave (0 
great a ſtroake, that he flew him, and aſtet him many moze 
he beat downe, and flew, 

Thus began the Battell on both ſides, and Hector came 
againe to the body of Patroclus, ſoz to have His Armes, but 
King Idumeus of Creet, came againſt zim with two thou- 
ſand fighting men, aud the King Menon (that had alwayes 
bis epes ts Hector) lefted him, and war ſo in the way, 
that Hector might not haus his Armes that he ſo mo ſt᷑ ear - 
neſtly deſired, and ſuffered great paine fozaſmach as be was 
on fat, but he enfozced him with all his courage, and began 
to flay man and hozſe, and to ſmite eff heads, legs, ft and 


armes, and flew fiftene of the FrongeT that alla pied him. 


In the meane time, King Menon tobe the body of Patroclus 
befoze him, and carryed it vute his Tent. As the Greckes 
contended to grit us Hector, and to take a wap his Þozſe, 
there was among them a frong Knight named Creon de la 
Pierre, thatgriened him moſt: then one of the @ernants of 
Hector advzeſſey him againft this Creon, and gane him ſs 
great a froake with his Speare, that he feldhim dead to 
the Earth, and after he ſmote down another to the Earth,and 
then he ſmote done a thiry, and ti pes to the Trojans right 
loud, that they ſhonld come and ſucca Hector. 

With this cry firſt came Sccurabor, one cf the baſtard 
bzethzen cf Hector, and thauſted into the greateſt pzeaſe, ſo 
fiercely, that he came vpon them that moſt grieued Hector, 
who hadllaine moze then thirty of them, and did beſtitre 
bim, that by fozce he made the Greeks to recule : and then 
was Hector remounted, and he thzuſted in among them by 
great fiercenefſe, and lle great plenty of them, fo; viſplea- 
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ſure that ge might not haue the Armes of Patroclus. Chen he 
met with none but he flew him, oʒ beat him downs and tach 
man made him way, and ſeated him. 

Chen came vnto the Battell Meneſteus Dake of Athens, 
and came and jopned him to that Battell whereas Troylus 
was, who pt ttosmed matuailes in armes, and had with him 
king Sampitus, Aing Machaon, and Ring Alcanus. Then be- 
gan fierce Battels, Mcneſteus addzeſſed him againſt Troy- 
lus, and there fought ag aiuſt him with ſogreat fozce, that be 
beate him off his hozſe, in the great pzeaſe of the folke : and 
Meneſteus laboured with all his ſtrength, (nſsmuch that be 
toke him, and led him towards their Tents, with a great 
company of knights: Then Miſeres of Troy cryed ta the 
Troians, that Troylus was Pziſoner, and that they Would 
be diſhonozed if they ſuffered him (0 to be led away.Then the 
King Alcanus toke his @peare that was right ſtrong, and 
and addzeſſed him unte them that held Troylus,and ſmotethe 
firf® downs to the earth, and (mote another, and ſoze wonnded 
bim,and did ſo mach by the axde of bis men, that Troylus was 
reske wed, and ſet againe vpon bis bozſe, and alſe, by the 
helps of King Sampritus, that came on with all his people, 
he gane ſo groat u Eroake to Meneſteus ouerthwart, that if 
if he had not bene well armed, he had bene flaine. And then 
Meneſteus cryed to his people, and ſo began among them 2 
moztall battell, and there were many ſlaine on the ons Cds 
and the other. 

Among theſe things, Meneſteus, that was ſozrythat he 
had loſt his Pzitoner, met Milcres by whom he had lo@ him, 
and beat him downe,and the ſame time (mote downansther 
Knight. Then came to the Battell Hupon, and Hiripiſus 
with two thouſand fighters, and agaiuf them came Menc- 
laus and Prothenor with their falke, and there begana me: 
tall mib. 

Anon after came Polydamas the ſorme of Anthenor, with 
a great company,and thzuTed in on the vther ſide among dis 
memies, After came King Remus from Troy with thze- 


ſand men, and agaialt them came Me nelaus with his m_ 
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The ſayd Mcnelaus addzeſled him agaiuſt King Remus, and 
they jaulkcy t:gether, and ſmote each other to the ground. 
Then Polydamus the Aephew of Helen, a young man «f 
twenty peare old, advzeſſed him againft Remus, and Remus 
gaue him fo great a ſtroake with his ®peare, that he ſin ote 
him downe to the Earth, whereof Menelaus had great (oz- 
row, fo; he loacd him much, and in revenge, he gaue ſe great 
a ſtroalie to Remus with his ſwozy, that he ſmote Him down 
as dead. When King Remus was ſo beaten don his men 
thought that be had haue dend, and would hagc fied, had it 
nat beens fo; Polydamas, that retayned them With great 
paine, and did (0 much, that they te their King ſo hart as 
bo wes, and deze him home in ſafety, Then King Celidus, 
that was ths moſt faire King of rhe wo2ld, addzeſſed him to 
Polydamas, and (mote him with his ſpeare, but he ceuld not 
remoue him. Polydamas gaue ſo great a-Qreake with his 


ſwozd, that he ſmote him downe te the earth Among all 


theſe things Hector came beating downe and. laying his 
Enemies, and made way beſoze him in laying of wozthp 
Knights, and beating them downs, ſo farre, that hs came 
' ypon them of Salamine that King Thelamon contacted, who 
llew many of the 1reians, and beat them downe hy his great 

p20 wee. Then the King Theater gave ſe great a Kras ke 
with his @peare to Hector, that he made bim a daps 
wound: and Hector in his great ire enceumtrt d an Avdmi- 
rall of the Greekecs, andflew him cravily with his Soz., 
Then was Hector cloſed with tis Enemies on Il parts ; 
there was of the Greckes,the King Theſus, and he ſpake 
to Hector, and warned him that he ſhculd goe out of tho bats 
taile, and that it were dammage f+2 all the Mozld to 
loſe ſuch a Knight : and Hecrorthanked him right well and 
cartcenſly. 

In this while Mcnclaus and Thelamon affayled Poly- 
Camas : and Thelamon that addzcCrd him firft, (mote him 
ih bis Speare, and after gaus many ffreakes, inſomuch 
tat thep bzake the lace of his Helme, and toke him, and 
vad lead zim away had not Hector bene, which was not

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bovees gathered, as well ef the one party as of the other, any 
ſome were buried, and fame burnt, Achylles was then ſo ſoz, 
rowfull fo2 the death of Patroc lus that he cauld in ns wiſe be 
comfozted; he mads his body to be burtedin afairs 1ich Seput- 
turt, and ſo did they of the other, as of the Ring Protheſilaus, 
and other Kings and P2unces that were ſlaine: and they that 
wers hart and wanaded ther did cauſe to be healed, during the 
truce. Priamus the King did bury his baſtard ſon Caſlibelanus 
right honourably, in the Temple of Venus, and hewed great 
ſozrow foz his death, and ſo did all the other that were there, 
When Caſſandra heard the griefs and ſozrow that the Tro- 
yans made foz the death of theyr friends, fh& crycd and ſaid: © 
dugracions Froyans,make fezrow foz pour ſelugs, foz in like 
wiſe ſhall it happen and come toyon, as it is to your friends, 
that is the death: alas,why (@ke g nat peace of the Sreckes, 
befoze thoſe euils came to pou, and ere this noble Cite be de- 
ftroyed : alas, why pelo pa not againe Helen, that the ing 
my Father did cauſe to raui ch by fozce, wherefoze p ſhall all 
be deftroped : Among all theſe things, Palamedes murmured 
groatly at the Deignozy of Agamemnon, ſaying that he was 
not w2zthy ts haue fo great domination aboue all the ether, 
and that he himſelfs was moss Wozthy to haue the Seigno;y of 
the hoaſt, then Agamemnon ; and that he had net the god will 
and conſent of the Pzinces,but onely of thz& o foars: and then 
at that time thers was nothing further pzoc&ded. | 
ULyen the truce fayled, the king Agamemaon that had the 
charge of all the hoaT,ozdeced veryoarely bis battels,and gane 
the fi: i to Achylles, and che ſecond to Dyomedes, the third to 
Menclaus,the fourth to Meneſteu the Dake of Athens, and 0- 
ner all the other h  92dained god Captaines and Condatozs, 
Hector ozdered his va:tels in like wie, and ſet in the firſt Troy - 
luzamdin all ths other he (et god Captaines and hardy, and 
made allth2b1'tels to iſſus aut: and he ſet himſetfe iu the 
front befoze, Ad whon Achylics(aw hun, hee tanne ag und 
pi n, ſothat they ſinate each other to the earth very (028 Hec- 
tor tem unte rtt, and left Achilles lyiag en the earth, and 
luste in amen the other, in the greateſt pzeaſe,and he cant 
a 80 
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no Knight but he lle o him, ez beate him downe , and went 
thzoughout the battell all made red with the bloud cf them 
that he had flaine. When Achilles was remounted, be thzult 
in among the Troyans in the great pꝛeaſe, and flew many ; and 
he went ſs farre, that be enccxntred Hector agains, and be 
ranne to him, and Hector to him, but Achylles was bone 
downs to the ground: and Hector would baus taben his hoſe, 
bat he could not, foz the great ſacceurs that Achylles had. #o 
ſene as he was remcunted, he aſailed Hector with bis [wezd, 
andgane ſo great ftroakes to Hector, that ho had almoſt beat- 
ten dim: but Hector gaue to him ſogreat a Croake vpen the 
helme, that he ouerthzcw him. and made the bloud ſpzing cut 
of his head. Thus was the battell moztall of the two Knights, 
and if they had not bene parted the one frem the other , they 
had bene laine: but theyr people put them aſunder. Then 
came Diomedes to the battell, and Troylus on the other five, 
which (mote each other to the earth. But Dic medes te meu ⸗ 
ted firff, and aTayled Troylus, that was on fote, and defended 
himſelfe baliancly, and flew the Yozſe of Diomedes : but therr 
men remounted them both by fozce, and then they began a- 
gaine to skirmich. And Diomedes had taken any lead away 
Troylus, if the Troyans had not put them in petill of death, fo 
to teſce w him: and many of them were flaine, then came 
to the baftell Menclaus on the Greckes fids, and Paris on 
the other ade: andthas geing and comming. Hector ccaſed 
nyt to lea and fs beafe downe Knights, Then there was a 
new Knight named Bricts, that aNaypled him ficrcely,Lut Hec- 
tor with great ye (mote hin bpon the helme, ſogreat e froak 
that he cicft bis head unte the nauill, and he fell done dead: 
bat A chylogus his cu in ſa ing that Hector trould have taken 
bis hozſe, Archiiogus de fended him aſn ach as he cold, 
and then Hector ran bpon him, and ſ\mo'e him ſo hard that be 
imo e his bedy in (wo paces notwithtcnting bis TarneCe, 
the King I: vrhenor add cd him te Hector that then twke 
no regard no had, and ſmote him downe to the earth. 

And Hector remounted ann vpen his boz'e, and gave to 
King Pcothenor (e great a m_ with all his n..7ht that he 
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cleft his body in two halfes: Achylles that was bis cozin ſe ing 
that, had ſo great ſozrow, that he and the King Archelous con- 
tended to revenge his death. 

But ths Troyans did come dyon him with ſuch courage and 
wariike trength, chat theGreekes fainted and muſt na ds flie,

CHAP. XIII. 

How the Greekes held Parliament how they might flea the 
worthy Hector, and how they returned to the fourth bat- 
tell, in the which Paris and Menelass encountred, and the 
King Thea was brought priſoner to Trey. 


Fter this battell, when the night was come, 
all the Kings, Wines and Barons of the 
q Greckes aTembled at the Tent of King Aga- 
2 N | memnen, and there held they their Parita- 

JOYS] ment how they might flea Hector. And ther 
laid that as long as he was aliae, and came to 
battell ac them, they could neaer vanquith the Troyans : 
bat he ould da to them great dammage. And fo; te bzing this 
thing to the end, they requeſted Achylles that he would take it 
vpon him, as well foz his Trength, as foz his wifedome. And A- 
chylles onferpziſed it gladly, as he that knew that Hector defi 
red moe his death, then the death of anyather: and alſo Hec. 
tor was he,by whon he might ſooneſt loſs bis life. After this 
counſel they went to ceff, till on the mozrow betimes they ar- 
med them, And Hector was then ined out of the City with bis 
batcailes well and diligenly 02dored, and was himſelfe deſozs 
all otherin the Arik battell.And alter him cams Encas and then 
Paris, and than Deyphebus and after him Troy lus, and after him 
the other following each in his eder. Then dall the Tro- 
tans together, and wers moze then an handzed thouſand fighting 

men. Then began the battell fo bs þozrible and moztall, Paris 
with them of Perſe, that wore god Bnights,few with Yo ua 
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np Grekes, and wounded them. Hector encoimtred the Bing 
Agamemnon, and beat him, and wounzed him ſoze. And then 
Achylles aCapled Hector, and gaue him ſo many ftroakes, that 
he bzake his helme. Zhen Eueas and Troylus came to the re(- 
tue of Hector, and Dyomedes cams vpen that, who adde fled 
bim to £1eas, and beat him, and ſayd to him in mockery : ha, 
da, go Ccanſcllour, that gaueſt cenn(ell to thy King to offend 
and griens me, know theu foz truth, that if thou ceme oft into 
theſe battels, and that A way met with the thou ſhalt not e- 
ſcape without death. + 

Among theſe things, Hector affarled Achylles, and gaue to 
him lo many ſtrokes, that he all to frucht d him end bzake his 
helme, and wer ned to haue taken him: but the ſonne of Guy- 
deus ranne vpon Hector, and gane him ſs great a ſtroke with 
bis ſwoꝛd, that be hurt him verp ſoge. And Hector in his re eu⸗ 
countted Dyomedes, andgane him ſo great à ſtroke, that he 
beats him downe to the ground: Then Troy lus alighted downe 
to fight with Dyomedes on ft: but Dyomedes defended him- 
ſelfs (6 valiantly, that it was maruell, And bende them,fought 
together Hector and Achylles. Then came to the skirmith all 
the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, with a great companyof nun 
of armes: and from the party of the Troyans:came all the Ba- 
tons that were come foz to ayde them: There began marvel- 
louſly the batte ll. Che King Agamemnon and the King Pando- 
lus fought together,the King Menelaus entountred Paris, and 
they knew sach other well, and Menelaus ſmots him (0 hard 
with his Speare,that he gaus him a great wound, and (mote 
him downs, whereof Paris was athamed, Vliſſes beat the King 
Araſtous, and tœke his hee that was very god, and ſent it to 
bis Cent. Pollimetes aapled Huppon the ancient, and dew 
bim.Neoptolemus and Ring Archilogus fought together. poli- 
damas beats Palamedes,and wounded him very ſoze, and after 
mocked him by repzoach. The king Selenus and the King Car- 
ras encountred togother,+ Carras was ſ9;e beatetr and wound- 
ed, Phylomenus beat Anthenor,Phylotcas and the King Remus 
fought together. The King Theſus & the King Eucialus fonght 
together, and doth wore ſoze hurt. And the Baſtagds of King 


Priamus 
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pryamus did matue la, and flew mam Gree kes, and hurt many 
Kings. The king Thelamon and the king Sar pedon louſted 
ſo ſoʒe, the one againſt the ethcr,that they ſell both ſoze butt. 
end all atenyed of tho anguiſh that they had · Che king Thoas 
and Achylles that were couzins, aſſailed HeQor,andgane gun 
many t&cckes, and dzew ofhis helme from his head, and hurt 
bim in many places: and Hector gaue to him ſo great a troke 
with his\wozd that he cut off halte his noſe. 
To tte reſeue ut Hector came his baſtard bzethzem, that 
lle man Greekes, and tote the King Thoas, and wounded 
and beat the king Agmemnon, in ſach wiſe that he was bozne 
to his Leut as dead, and the King Thoas was lead pziſtner to 
Troy, Menelaus indeancared to gricue Paris, and Par is hot 
fo him an arrow enuenomed, and wounded him in ſuch wiſs, 
that de was bozne tnto his tent, and as ſwone as Menelaus had 
bound bp his wounds, he cams againe to the batfell fo to aſs 
ſayle Paris if had fcund him: and he ſound him and aCapled 
him, but Eneas put himſelſs betw&ne them both, fozafmuch as 
Paris was bnatmed, aud not able to pzenent him: and (o Enc- 
as led him ints the City, ts the end that Menclaus Ghonld not 
flza kim. Chen Hector aſlayled Menelaus, ond wirned to haus 
taken him:but there came to the reſcue great plenty of Chinal- 
ry of the Greekes, wherefozo Hector could not ceme to his in- 
tent, And then he th zuſt in, and ſmote among the other and did 
fo much, with help of his folke, that the Sreekes fled. And then 
the night came on, that made the battell to ocaſe,

their ſozrow was debe. M den it cams to ſhe mozning that 
the tem peſt wis paſſed they armed themſelues thzoughout the 
bhoaT,am wont ag init the Troyans, that then were (Med to 
battell.Achylics avvzefſed himfelfe fleſt ta Hupon,that was as 
greoac as 4 Grant, and was King of Lariſſa, and he (mote him 
lo {0z4 with a Mears in the bytaſt, that þe lilo him, and = 
in 
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b(m dotwus te the earth. Hector flew in dis company, the King 
Anthoneus.Dyomedes lew the King Antipus. Then the King 
Epiitropas, andthe King Cedus affaxled Hector, and Epiſtro- 
dus iouſted againſt Hector, and bzake his Spears vpon him, 
acd ſaid ts him many villaineus wos, wherent Hector wag 
weonderftull angry, and in his exciting great ire gave himſuch 
a ftroke that he ſlew him, and afterward ſaid vnts him, thay 
be Chould goe aud ſay his villaingns wozds fo them that were 
dead, ſich as he was wont toſay to lining men. Then was 
Cedus paTing ſozrowſull ſs the death of his baethet, and ad- 
moniched a thouſand Knights, thathe mont fo2 to ſlea Hector: 
and they aſſayled him anon, and beat him oft his Pozſs, and 
they cryedto King Cedus fog to flea Hector, and when Hector 
percetued that, he gau him (ach a Croke, that he cut off his 
arme,where with he ſell foztheangailh that de felt: andanen 
Hector flow him. Enes flew in this skirmith the King Am- 
phymacus, am then went together all the ms@ putTant of the 
Greekes, and aTayled the Troyans and fl. w many sfthew,and 
the went with fo great fozce that they put the Troyans in 
chaſe.nthe which A exſlety the king Philes whereof Hec- 
tor hed great (pzrow;and in his rohe flew the King Dalpme 
and the King Doreus,andthus by the puiſance of Hector, the 
Troyans reconered the flelb,and few many Greekes; 

Then tCued-aut-of Troy the King Epiſtropus with tha 
thouſand Knights, and theybꝛaks rankes,and thauſted among 
the Greekes that recutedin theyr comming, fozaſunich as he 
b2ought withhim a Sagitaty, the ſame that beten id made 
mention of. This@dagitary was not armed, but he bars a Trong 
bow anda Nutaer chat was full et arte wen, and Hot trongly, 
When the Katghts of ſhe Greclees ſaw thts matueilows beat, 
they had no deſtre fs gos fozth; and they that wete befoze be- 
gan ts withdzaw them, and went backs. Among theft things, 
Hector flew Polixenes, ths nobls Duke, that faught ſ025 again 
bim, taz by the frength of the Troyans and the dozretit of ths 
Sagitary, the Greekcs were dzinen backe ta their Tents. At 


happened that Dyomedes befoze one of the Tents was affay- 
led of the Dagitarr, and had this Beat befoze him, and the

with fozce of theyc Sprates tha fought both two, aud fell both 
tothe earth : And as Achylles mas tf} te mounted, he ſuppo⸗ 
ſed to haue [:dawap Galathe the god hozſe of Hector: but Hec- 
ror ci xed to his folke, that they ſhould not ſuffer him to leave 
hm away, Then thep can bpen Achylles,and did ſs much, hat 
they recourred Galache,nud rendzed him agains to Hector, that 
was very glad of him At this akirmiſh was Anthenor taken, 
and ſent to their tsnts,natwithRanding, that Polydamas his fon 
did maruatiles of gr es fp2 to reſcue bim, but h could not: and 
thus they fought to grrat dam nage of the one party,and of the 
other, dntiil the uight parted them. |

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King Thoas was deligered in the ſtead of Aatbenor, that ther 
beld p:iſoner, whom they ſent ts ſhe Troyans, Calcas that by the 
commandement of Apollo had left the Troy ans, had a paſing 
latte daughter,and wiſe,named Briſeyda. Chaucer in his boke 
that he made of Troylus named het Creſida, ſoʒ which daughter 
be pꝛated to uint Agamemnon and to the other pnces, that 
they would requirs the u ing Priam us to fend Briſeyda ts him. 
They pꝛaved tarneſiii ta ing Priamus at the tequeſt of Calcas, 
dut the Troyans blamed ſoze Calcas, and called bim enill and 
faiſe Traptoz, ait wozthy to dye, that had left his aun land and 
his naturall Led, fog to goe into the eompany ef bis moztall c- 
nemies: get at the petition and earneft vefire of the Greckes.

When Agimemnon knew of this offer and bargains, de 
wenthattily vate the Tent of Achylles, with a great company 
of Noble men, which would in ns wiſe acco2d, nog ag re to this 
battell,ſapingthat they would not ſubmit them, ſo many noble 
mon vnder the ſtrength of one man : and the Troyaus lapd in 
like manner,ſane onelę the King Priamus that weald gladly a- 
gr&,foz the great frength that he found in his ſonne Hector. 
Thus was the fight bzoken,and Hector departed and went a- 
gatne to Troy fo; the Greekes. 
When Troylus knew cerfajnely that Briſevda ould be ſent 
to her father,he made great ſozrow, fo che was his Soveraigns 
Lady of love, and in like wiſe Bri/eyda loned earneſtly Troyl 
las, and ſhe made alſo the groatelt (o2row ot the wozld, ſoz to 
leaue her Voueraigne Lo3d in loue. There was neuer (@ne (6 
much ſozrow made befwene twe Loners at they; departing. 
Who that lif to heare of all their loue, let him teade che bake 
of Troylus thatChaucer made,wherein he ſhall finde whole ſco- 
ry, which were to long fo wylte here: but finally Briſeyda was 
led vnte the Greekes, whom they cecelued honcurably.

And we may hope in ſhozt time fez the Uicozyouer them any

and theaugh we leane Helen, haue we not Exione - 
Helen may not compare in Hoblene e: 
Then the Duke of Athens, and King Thoas,aud cots 
lp the werds of Achilles: and ſo vid all the 0- 
thers: And ard, that he [pake nepther reaſon, noz ell, 
Whereat Achilles had great fozrow, and commandsd hts 
Myrmedons, that they ſhouldnot atme themſelues anymo2s 
againft the Troians, andthat theyſhould gine nepther arte rc2 
tounſell to the Greekes, Amongt theſe things, Uictuals bc- 
gan to fayle amongthe Greekes, andthey had great Famine. 
Then Palamedes a ſlembled all the s of the Volk te conn · 
ſell, and by their adnice King mnon was ſcnt vnts tt e 
City of Meſſe, toKing Thelephus; that charged and iaded his 
Ships with Aiauale, and came ſafely aggine into the Þcſt cf 
the Greekes, where he was receincd with great fop. Among 
theſe things, Palamedes cauſed their Hau and ſhipping fo t

dente Truce was paſt, they began te fight as 
Ws Vi i| vefoze, Deyphebus in his comming allaplcd 
Anis Crefſus of Greece, and they joulted rage, 
Feber: but Deyphebus beat Ring Creſlus dolure 
dead to the ground, whereat the Greckes being 
foze troubled/wero put to fligbt. Then Palamedes and Dio- 
medes came withfiue and twouty thouſand men, that reſiſtcy 
the Troians t with them was King Thelamon- Aiax, that ad- 
dz: Ned him again Eufronius, one of the Baſtards of King 
.' Priginus,and ſmote him ſo hard, that e beate him dead ta the 
ground, in fight of Deypbebus, whotn a-great tags tan vpon 
Thelamon, and wounded him. When Palamedes ſaw this, he 
tœke a @pearc,and ran atDeyphebus, and ſmote him ſa hard 
in tho bꝛeatt, that the ſpente entted inte his bed. end b;eaking

abode inthe bevy of Deyphebus. When Paris ſaw bis bzother * 


weunde d lo the death, he toke him and lead himts the Gate 
of tho City, and appointed his mente k ps him. And as Dey- 
phebus opencd his epes Md ſawhis Bzothet Paris, bs ſayd: 
Bzother, let me not fall withayt reacngivg my death: I pzay 
th&, ete this Truncheon be taken out of mp-body, that thou 
wilt reuengs me on him that bath llaine me. Paris pzomiſed 
hint to dos his beſt: and returned ints the Battaile right an» 
gt Ffoz his Bꝛother, ar d ſayd in himſe ite, that he deſired to tins 
no longer, but tilt he had renonged the death cf his Bzether : 
and & king Palamedes, he found han in battell with Ang Sar 
pedon, that aſſailed him, and Palamedes deſended hi mſelſe va- 
lantly. and gage ſo great a ftroake fo King Sarpedon, that he 
tut oft his holde r from his body, and then Bing Sar pe don fe ll 
dowote dead. q 
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Paris fing the great dammage that Palamedes did to them, 
nad how with his pzowelle he had put the Troians to flight, 
and ceaſed not ts lay and (mits downe alway : he bent a very 
ftrong bow, and ayming well at Palamedes, ſhot to him an in- 
nenomev Arrow, and mote him in the thzoat, aud cut in two 
the maſter verns, afid Palamedes fell downe dead to thoearth: 
fo2 whofe death ths Greekes mads great ſo;row, and left the 
Battell,and went vnto their Tents, and there held a parly a- 
aint the Troians, and defended them'frongly.Then deſeen⸗ 
ded the Troians a fate, andentred ints their Sents,and twke 
all that they teu that was gd: Then Paris and Troylus 
went by a fids way unte the Pozt, and fired their ſhips, and 

burnt ſo many, that men might ſe the flames farre. To the 
roſcue of the Ships came King Thelamon,. with a great cam- 
pany of fighting men, and began the battails ſo hozrible, that 
there was great laughter on both des, and verily the Ships 
bad bene all burut, had it not ban fo; the pzowefſs of King 
Thelamon, that did marnailes with his body, and fz all his 
refi>ance, thers were moze then fine hundzed Ships burnt. 
There was great laughter of the Greekes, and many wers 
ſoze hurt. There was Ebes the ſonne of the King of Thrace, 
ſoz8 hurt with a @Speare, and ths truncheen remained in bis 
Body, and in that manner he went to the Tent of Achilles, 
whare he reſted him that dap, hs remained in his Tent, and 
had refuſed to get to the Battell, ſo2 the loue that de had 10 
Polyxena, Ebes repzoached Achilles greatly, becauſe he (uf- 
fered the people ofhis Conntry to be de kroxed, and te dye 
villanouſly, ſ#ying, that de might haue helped them if hs 

would. And as ſœone as he had finiſhed theſe wozbs, one tok the 
trunche on out of his body, and he dyed pzeſently. 

Anon after, came from the Battell one of the Uarlets 83 
ſernants of Achilles, and Achilles demanded of him tydings of 
the Bolt; O fr, ſapd he, it is this day miſhapped to our 
folke, fo; the great multituve of Tromns that are come vpon 
them, and they haue flaine all that they could met , and 
I thinke there is nol ene Troian left at home, but man 
is come to the battell , and y —— now whiles the 


Tro 
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Troians bs weary, to come to the Battaile, ver ſhall gaine a 
perpetuail memozy, and great handur. Foz by pony pzowefſc 
yon ſhall in little ſpace yvanguith them all, and they ſhall not 
dare to delend themſelues againft you, they ate ſo wearie. But 
Achilles would neyther fo2 the wozds of his vatlet, nozthe 
death of bes change his purpoſe, but regarded get what he 
ſaw oz heard, foz the great loue he had to Poly xena. 

Daring thele things, the Battell was ctueil, and endured vn- 
to the night, ta the great dammage of the Greeks, and thenight 
parted them ; vet Deyphebus was nat dead, but dzetv towards 
bis end: and when Paris and Troylus ſaw hi in that griefe, 
thoy began to make great lamentations. And then Deyphebus 
ope ned a little his exes, and demanded of Paris with a fable 
dopce, if he were dead that had llaine him ? And Paris anſwe- 
red yes, Chen Beyphebus did cauſe to dzaw out the head ot 
the ſpeare, with the , and anon dyed. Mherefoze 
the Troians made great ſozrow. It is nedlefe to hold long 
talks of the ſo3row that King Priamus his Father mane, no; 
dis Wife and his fitter: fog it was to much, and allo fo; the 
death of King Sarpedon. Df the other party the Greeks made 
meat lozrow foz ths death of Palamedes, and burie Body 
wozhipfutly, And as they that might not be long withoat an

— Agamemnon was ſet againe in his dignity as he

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During this Trucs, King Agamemnon ſent Due Neſtor, 
Vlyſſes, and Diomedes, ts ſpeake to Achilles, and ts reque® 
him to come to the YoT, and defend them againkt the Troians 
that flew them maruailouſly, When they were come to him, 
he receined them with great jor. And then Viyfles ſayd vato 
him : ſir Achilles, was it not by your agrement, and al- 
ſo ours, chat all this Volt left their Country? And now ye 
Are come King Priamus, and haue deftroped him and his; 
by foxce of and ds beat downe his City: From whencs 
- commeth this da chne lle, after (8 many hurts and vammagos 
as we haue receined in this Land by the Troians, that haue 
flatne (9 many Kings and Pzinces, pilled and robbed our 
Ceuta, and burnt our Ships,and we were now in hope to haue 
vanquiſhed them, aſter that you by your fo and valoz had 
flatns Hector, that was the true defender of the Troians: and 
alſo that now Deyphebus ts dead, the Troians are therewith 
put vader foot, and now you haus gotten by your valeaur a woz⸗ 
thy Renowne, and great hene, will g loſe all at once, and 
ſuffer your people to be ſlaine cruolly, that you haue fo long de- 
fended with the effuſion of your blond? Pleaſe it you from 
hencefozth to entertgine and kepe your god renowne, and de- 
fend your people, that t you cannot long defend them 
againſt your Ene miss, to the end, thafwe may obtaine the vis

chilles, bud could not obtains Yiscanſent. And he perſwaded 
thom to make peace. with the Troians befoze they were all

Thea thoſe thze Pzinces rofurned, and made it knowne to 
the Pzinces of the Bot, whom they aNembled fo} this cauſe, 
and demande d their aduice. Then G vp Menclaus , who 
ſayd; At would be greatſhame te vs now to (@ke fog peace 
with the Troiaus, fince Hector and Deyphebus are flaine, and 
that bx their death, ths Troiansrepate them as vanquiſhed : 
and that without Achilles they ſhould well maintatne the ir 
Warresagainlt the Troians. To that anſwered Viyſſes and 
Neſtor, and ſayd, it was no maruaile though Menelaus defired 
the Warres, foz affection ſake toreconer his Wife, and that 
Tray was not (6 diſgarniſhed, but that they had a new Hector, 
which was Troylus, who was little lee ſtrong and valiant 
then Hector. And there was alſs another Deyphebus, and that 
was Paris, whom we ought to deubt᷑ as much as the other; and 
therefoze they tounſelloq to conclude a peace, and returne into 
Greece. Then ſtot $falſe Lraptoz Calcas, and ſayd :

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CHAP, XXIIII. 

How Qucene Pen: bejiles came from Amazon with a thou- 
ſand Maydens, to the ſuccor of 7r07,andlew many Greeks, 
and after was flaine by Pyrrbus the ſonne of Abu der. 


— Ering two Poneths tegether, the Gates of 
1 Troy were not opened, and the Trojans did 

nothing but goe into the City, and lamented 
4 and (9zrawed : and King Agamemnon ſent 

1 oftentimes vnto King Priamus, that he thould 
< fend his men to Battell; But King Priamus 
fearing his De ſtrudion would nat doe it: becauſe he wartes 
Toz the Queue of Amazon, that was then en the way, ſo; to 
tome to the ſuccs; of King Priamus. 

Amazon is a Pꝛeuince, where dwelled none but Kom en, 
and they were bzought vp to warte. The had nigh their Conn- 
fry an Ade where the men dwelt, and they were accuſtomed 
thzas times a peate to goe thither: in Aprill, May, and lune, 
fo; to haue their company ; and after they returnt dinto Ama- 
z0nne, and they that had conceined, ifthcy were ſonnes, they 
gane them ſacks foza time, and after ſent them to their Fa- 
thers, And if it were a Daughter they kept it, and Lurnt cf 
the right pap, ts beate a ſpeare the better, and taught her the 
feates of Armes, Df this Pzontince, a Noble and valiant 
Uicgin was Nuene, who was cafled Penthaſilca, and the los 
ned Hector fo2 his god Renoswne., When the knew that the 
Greekes had befieged Troy,ſhe went to ſuccour it with a theu⸗ 
ſand Kirgins,foz the lone of Hector. And when lhe came and 
knew that he was dead, ſhe made great ſozrow ; and defired 
King Priamus to let her (ne out vpon the Greekes, that ſhe 
might Gew them how her Paidens could beate Armes. 

At the requeſt ef Penthuſile?, the next moznivg the Gate was 
ſet open,and there ined out King Philomenus, with Them of 
Paphlagonic, Eneas, Polydamas, with their people, and Queen 
Penthaſilea with her maydens. The Greekes being ready, be- 
gan the Battell flercely. Meneſtcus addzefled him to Pent ha- 


n lite manner ts him: and ſhe (mots Meneſtcus 
filea, and the in l(h to bi ——

downe to the ground, and teahe his Vie, and gaus him wto 
one of her Paydons. And then came Diomedes again her, 
and the (mote him firongly, (> that he was tut ned vyllde down 
from of his hozſe,and the toke his Shield from his necke, and 
delinercd it to ans ot her Papdons- When Thelamon ſaw her 
dos ſuch bzane dads of Arms, he encountred with hor fiercely, 
and Thelamon was bezne dotwne ts the ground, and ſhe bay 
led him into the City, but that Diomedes came to his reſcue, 
with great defence : and then ſhe called to het Martens, who 
\mote in among the Greekes fo fiercely, that ſhe and they 
pat them to flight, and they ohaſed chem vuto their Tents,and 
hav flatne them all, if Diomedes had not Eoatly refifted them, 
who maintained ths okp2mith to the Night, that parted 
them, and Nucene Penthaſilea returned into the City with 
great glozy and honour: Whore King Priamus ceceiued her 
with great joy, and gaue her many rich Jewels, and he hoped 
He would revenge him ofhis Enemies. They for:ght thus ma- 
ny times aflerwards,and ſo long that Meneſteus refurned from 
King Nycomedes, and bzought Neoptolemus the ſonne of A- 
chilles, ofherwiſs named Pyrrhus, | 

This Pyrrhus was receined With graut glozy, by all the Ba- 
rons of the Bolt: and the Myrmidons refoyced excdingly, and 
held him foz their Led. Zhen was delinered ts Pyrrhus the 
conduct of the men of armes, and K. Thelamon kmighted him, 
pzaying to tho Gods to gine him ffrength, and courage in gui- 
ding sf his woe, and that they would Fvengthen him to re- 
nenge-the death of his Father: then two Wzinces ſet on the 
Spurres of gold, and King Agamemnon gane him the armes of 
Achilles his Father, and all his other pzecions Pearles and 
Aewels, and foz this new Knight and Feast of Chinalry, the © 
Greekes made many dayes great gladneſfe. 

After theſe things came the day of Battell, andthey pzepa- 
red thegaſelnes on beth ſides. Then began the Battell right 
fierce, Pyrrhus being armed with the yꝛopet armes et his Fa- 
ther, encorntredPolydamas in his comming, and fad ſla ine him 
with the great ſtreakes of his ez, but that King Phylome- 
nus came and deliue red him: and then Pyrrhus ſmott from off 

| - his 
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his Yozſe Phylomenus,and had led him away, bad not the p ef 
Paphlagonie reſcued him with great paines, Among theſs 
things, Duene Peathaſilea oatred into the Wattnile with her 
MPardens, and ſhe ſmete in among the Myrmidons and fiew 
many of them, Thencame King Thelamon, who ſmote Pen- 
thafilea tothe greun®, and ſhe gaue him ſo great a ftroake with 
ber (wo2d, that che beat him dolwne in like ſozt: and then her 
MPapdens relieuzd her, and ſet her againe on Vozſebacke, 
and the (mote in among the Myrmidons, that held Bing Phy- 
lamenus in great danger, and the ſlew man ot them. When 
Pycrhas ſaWhis men fo ouill intreated, he ti red vnto them 
ſayd, they might be aſhamed to ſuffer the mit lues to be vanqui- 
ſhed by women: and then hs left King Phylomenus, to detend 
his men from the Paides. Then Nu@ne Penthaſilea dae lo 
nigh fo Pyrrhus, and repzaached him becauſe his Father had 
llaine Hector by treaſon, andſayd all the wozld ought to ve- 
ſpiſe him. Pyrrhus hadſogreat ſozrow at her wozds, that h 
addzefſed him againT her, and the beat him down to the earth: 
then fazthwith he aroſe again, and aſſayled Pcathafilea with 
bis Þwozd, and ſhe him by great Grepgth : and then Pyrrbus 
was agains remounted, by the arde of his Mycmidons. Then 
tame to the Battell Agamemnon, Diomedes, Menelaus, and 
Meneſteus, with all thsir people, and ſo did all the other Bzin- 
ces and Barons. * 

Among theſe things, King Phy lomenus wag de liuered ſafe 
from the Myrmidons, and he gane greatthanks vnto Qu ne 
penthaſilea, and ſard, that had not the bene, he had bien Lain, 
Then came fo the Batte ll all the Troians, and the mis 
was ſharpe and moztall : Pyrrhus encountred Glaucon the 
Done of Anthenor, and Bother of Polydamas by another mo- 
ther, and gaus him ſo great a froake that he fell downe dend 


to tha earth. n Penthaſilea vato Py rr hus, and he 
to het, an oach other to the earth : but they were 
uckle remanded, and began tho fight againe. Then came 
ie mach people in both 


to; ts renonge thy death of 
eren e thaw, and 50 ame) | 
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and Nugne Penthaſilea, that they put the Greekes to flight. 
Even came to the regkew Pyrrhus, Dyomedes, and Thelamon, 
and mays them that fled, to ſuſtaine the Combat: and ſy 
they did till Might, that each man went into his place: they 
fought thus a Poneth together, in which time were llaine moze 
then ten theulſand fighting men of both parties, and Penthafi- 
lea loſt many of her Paydens: any wen they had reſted a 
Pone th, they began the Battell againe, 
In this Battell Pyrrbus and Penthaſilea met, and bzake 
their @peares without falling, but Py rr hus was lo hurt, that 
2 trunche on of her ſpoare abode within his body: wherefoze 
cry aroſe great among the Greekes, and they ran vpon 
Penchaſilea with gread ſtrength, and bzake off the Lace ofher 
Helmet : and then Pyrrhus, taking ns hd to big wound, af 
ſapled Penchaſilea Rexcoly, Who thought to haue (mittenhim, 
bat Pycrhus pꝛeuented her, and gaue ber ſo greata troak with 
his ſwo d, that he cut hex ame off by the body, whereat Qu. 
Penthaſilea fell downe Tarke dead to the grennd: and Pyrrhus 
that was net ret ſatis dd, (mote the body, und cub it in two 
pieces : and with the greateAufſen of blend that ran from his 
wound, he fell dens as dead among his people, ard they tak 
him vp, and layd him bpon his Shield, and ſs carryed him to 
bis Cent. Then the Papdensof Pentbaſilca, to revengs the 
death of their Nucne , ſmote in amongſt the Myrmidons by 
great fury, anGflew many of them: but if could not much pzo- 
fit the Trolans, as they that were but a few, again a great 
multitude of Greekes. And there wore Natne of them of Troy 
that day in the Battell, moze then ten thouſand men, and the 
other withdzew themmſolues into the City, foz their owne ſafe - 
gard, and they hut and cloſed fat their Gates, and had ne 
moze intention to iſſus out in Battaile againf their Ene- 
mies.

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CHAP. XXV. 

How Ant henor and Eneas conſulted toget her among them for 
to deliver the City unto the Greekes by treaſon, and did it 
under colour of peace: and kow the King Priemwas with- 
ſtood them, with ſome of his Baſtards, by great and rude 


words. 


DWw the Troyans had great ſerzow, when they ſaw 
chem in this dilfr:Te,fo; they had no moze hope to 
bane any fuccours (from any place, and they endea- 
. youred to nothing, but to ke ps well their City,and 
ts ſurnich them well w(th vicuals : fe they feared no dzoad- 
ed nenght of any aCault. Among theſe things, the Greckes 
would hane caſt to the dogs, the body of Penthaſilea, fozaſmuch 
as the had flaine ſo many Koble men of Greece, but Pyrrhus 
gaineſaid it,foz the honour and credit ot nobleneſſe: and final- 
ly, they conclaved, that they would calf it ina pond that was 
nigh the City. Anchyſcs with his ſenne Polydamas, went to 
counſel! together, fo to aduile them, how they might haue their 
lines ſaved again the Gree kes, and theyr gods, and rather 
then they wenly fails hereof, they would befray the City, 

TL hon the eoncludedthat they ſhould ſpeake vnto K.Priamug 
andgive him counſell fo ta ke a p:ace, and appoxntment with 
the Greekes in re&ozing of Quane Helen to her husband, and 
the dammage that Paris did in the Ale of Cicharis. Dh, if the 
King Priamus had bene ſohappy to haus done this and bane 
pleaſed the Greckes at the beginning, be had ſausd his owne 
life, bis wifes life and the life of his Chile en, and had ſaqed all 
the City and the Citizens, and oſchewevall thoſe miſchiefes 
that vefell them afterwards, Therefoze men ſay in a pzouerbe, 
that Peacs ſons taken is ger, fog it is a hard thing to appeaſe 
ſach dammages ts him that hath aduantage of the Marre. 
F082 with great paine would the Greekes haue bene content 
(that wers then at the betterhand) with theſe offers,foz1ſmnch 
as they had ſuſfered ſo many hurts and damages befoze Troy, 
fo: them ſemed well that they were at the popnt ſoz to delta 
the City, and all the Jnhabitants. But bheſe- afoze-named 
Ll Traitonrs 


— — 
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Traitours ſpake not of this matter, but ts the end that vndet 
colour of Peace, they might betray the City ; if other miſe they 
might not ſane their liues. | 
Then they wont befoze tho King Pryamus and Amphymacus 
(one of his Baſtard fonnes)and ſpake there of this matter be- 
foze mim Noble-men of the City: and anon as King Pryamus 
beard them ſpe aks of purchaſing Peace with the Greekes,he 
theaght that they ſpake this thing bp great furte, ans detzan fo 
laugh:ſaping to them, that therein her weuld be adaiſed,y take 
connſell firſt ; and then they ſpake vnto him in this manner: 
thou wilt heare our counſel! vpon this thing, marke whatwe 
ſhall tar, ard if it pleaſe the not, b thee counſel! of others. The 
Ling ſaid that he would heate their connſell, and would wert e 
what ſamed them god, ſaping vnto them what ſeemeth god # 
Thea ſpake Anthenor,faping: King vou may well diſemble, 
but that pou and yours be compaſſed with your enemies, whobe 
here by your City deſtring your deftruction,and ye may not ifs 
ſus ont: there are moze then fifty Kings deſire nothing but to 
deſtroy this Cite, and pvo,and all them that dwell therein: da 
may no longer ref them, neither dare pe any moze ſet open 
your Gates: and thus ta let vs then br incloſod herein, We 
ought of two euill things coſe the lelfe : and therofo2e, faz to 
haus Peace with the Sroekes, if ps feeme god, wo wilp res 
der Helen to Menelaus her Baſband, fnce that Paris is dead: 
t al(o reff026 the damage that Paris did dos to them in Greece, 
rathor then we will later our ſe lues to be put to death, tc. 

At theſe wazds aroſe vp Amphimacus. one of the Baſtard 
ſonnes of the R. Pryamus and rep;aned eagerly the wozps of 
Aathenor, and ſaid to him: What trutt o hope may my Ten 
and Father, and ws han in tha, Unce that thou oughtel to 
bane ficms god will vato and ke this City,and w (& 
thus Necreant, th eu onghtelt to {fac and dye with ds: and thou 
tounſelleſt vs nowfoz ta make peace with che Greekes, ts our 
ams: Lrusly,befoze che King ſhall do this thing, ther e all 
des twenty thouſand mem: the thing that thon connſelle® the 


King, cozuneth of 0 | | 
Maire scher (njarions | ſal Amphimacas fs Anthe- 
nar : 
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nor: and Eneas began to interrupt him,ſaring, Ya know 
well that from hencefozth we may notgoe to Battell egain®t 
the Greekes, and we datt no moze open our Gates, wherefoze 
it behoueth vs to finde meanes to haut peace with them. Then 
the A. Pryamus with great irs ſaid ts Anttenor and Eneas: 
baue pe not ame in pour ſelues to ſpeak to me? Y makes me 
dye with ſ(ozrow; Foz ali that a haue done hitherto, J haue done 
it by peut counſsli. Anthenor,at thy returne frem Greece, whi- 
ther A ſent the to require my Siſter, counſclled® theu nat me, 
that I ould ſend Paris info Greece, foz ts endammago the 
Greekes? And J had neuer taken vpon mer foz to haue menue 
war againf them, had not thy falſe connſell dæ ne, which moned 
me to ſend thither. And thou EÆneas, alas when I ſent theewith 
Paris into Greece, waſt not thou pzincipall cf the counſe il that 
Paris ſhould rauiſh Helen, and bzing her into this Realme, and 
thou belpef thereto with thy perlen: And if thou wenlveft 
haue bene but contrary thete dnto, Helen had nener ſ&ne the 
Walles of Troy. And now after this, that they haue flaine all 
my Childzen, and done me ſo much hurt, not v counſell mer 
(againtt henoz) to make peace with the Greekes,that haus ſs 
cruelly deſtroped me: Surely, your Councel! fimfheth my 
life with great ſozrow and diſhonour. 

Df theſe wozds was E&ncas excading wzoth, and anſwered 
the King with werds ſharpe enough, and he and Anthenor des 
parted from the King, euill content. And when ther were gem, 
the King began to let pe, as he that dzaavev that they would 
delinerthe City into the hands ofthe Greekes, Which would 
flayhim incontinent. Then he bethought him that be would 
make them dye firf#,and called to him Amphimacus, and ſaid 
bnfo him: Right deare Sonae,J am thy Fathcr, weought to 
ſuppozt oach other, unte the death. J know cerfainely, that 
Anthenor and Eneas infend foz ts fley vs by the Greekes, 
and to deliver vnto them (fs City : andtherefc2e it ſhould not 
be ill done to mals them fall into the Pit, that they baue 
made ready, befoze ere they dee any ſuch enill, andJ will 
tell thee in what manner. To m6320w at Enen they will come

Am- 
phymacus made anſwor vnto them, and ſard, that he weuld 
doe ſo with a vet pg will, and albeit there were ro moze 
aſſembled at this counſell but the King and His ſonac:ret the te 
is nothing ſo ſecret but other while it is {nolrne. Eneis kncw 
well the trath ofthis thing, and it was not knowne Ly whom 
be knew4it: any anan he and Anthenor and ſome other cf 
thepr complices:ſpake concerning the tteaſcn of the City, and 
thcre they (woze each to other: and then they ſaid,!fthey went 
any moze to couaſell to the king, that they wonld goe with a 
great com pan at men of armes: foz Encas was of the moſt 
noble of Troy, and moſt rich next to þ king, and Ant henor was 
alſo rich and had great friends in the City; and their treaſon 
was this,thatthey would deliner the City bats their enemies: 
Do as they t all their linage ſhould haue their lines and gods 
ſaued, and thereofthey tohe god ſurely of the Greekes- 
Among theſe things A Priamus ſent foz Anthenot and E- 
neas to come to counſell, faz to perfozme that thing that he had 
pzomiſed, but they cams with a great company of men of 
armes: « therefoze the king ſent Ampliymacus that he ould 
leaue offhis enterpziſe. The day following, the King ſent fo: 
all the Troyians ta tounſell, and when they were aCemblcd be⸗ 
foze hum, Eneas ſtod vp and willed all them to make peace 
with the Greekes: to whom all dhe other agred ſaue the king, 
and then Eacas ſaid to him, Sir king, where fage doeſt not theu 
oonfent with the other, fo; whether thou Wilt 0z not, we will 
treat foz the peace, and will mae it in diſpight of the, When 
tho king (aw that his confravicton could not auaile, he had ra⸗ 
ther conſent with the other, then to be the cauſe of his de ſtruc⸗ 
tion and then laid he toEncas,let it be done that it maybe moſt 
sxpedient to the peace, and J will thinke well of. if, Then by 
the counſel! of them all, Ant henor Was choſcnfoz to goe ts the 
Greekes: andtreatſoz the peace: and the Troyans twke 
bzanches of Palme in figne of peace, and went vyon the wals 
of the City, and ſhewed the dane unte the Greckes, the

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And then was Anthenor let downe from the Wailes, and 
bzought befoze emnon.

When they were aſſembled, Anthenor repleniſhed with 
fary, pzomtled them to deliger the City by treaſon, to doe with 
it their will and pleaſure, ſo they would ſaus him, Æ neas, and 
all their Kinſaron and parentage, and all them that he νꝭ? 
choſe, and that Æneas ſhould haus all his poſſeſims withont 
any loſſe, Theſe tha Kings ſwoze fo perfozme it: then ſaid 
one to the other, that this mult bs kept ſecret till it be bzought 
aboat: and to k&eps this treaſon mozs ſecret, Anthenor defi» 
red the Greekes, to let King Caſlilius an ancient man, to gee 
with him to Troy, tothe intent he might bs the better beice- 
ned: and Anthenor demanded the body of Penthaſilea, and it 
was deliuered to him, 

Af:er theſs things, Anthenor and King Caſſilius enfred in- 
to the City, and made their comming knowne to the Ring . In 
the mozrow betimes, ing Priamus aſſembled all the Troians, 
fo heare the anſwer it Anthenor : who ſaps ta the King other- 
wiſe then it was, viling god wozds ts conerhis treaſon, _ 

- Andbefpake long of the patCance of the Greekes, and of 
their truth in their pzomifes,and how they bad holden the trace 
that they made, lying befoze the City, and had bene faithfully 
gouerned, without beating of them: and afterſpake of the 
f@bleneffe of theTroyans,and of the dangers that they wero in, 
and then concluded that it wore pzxofitadle to ſtak t peace, and 
that they wore come thereto : and (apd, that it cond nod bs va- 
lee they gan? a great quantity of gold and flacr bnto the 
Greekes, foz to reſtoze to them the great damages that they 
vad in the war. And after they aduiſed the king and the other 
fo; toimploy themſelucs in this thing without any ſparing. 
And \o;aſmnch{(ſaid Anthcnor)us N cannet knowall their wil 
at this time, J would haue y# let Eneas go with mo be then 
foz to knowmoze, and to the end, that theybelens vs the bet- 
tet. Gitery man allowed the wo2ks of Anthenor: and ſs went

When tho counſeli was finithed, tho King Priamus entted in- 
to his chamber, and began to weepe grieuoally, as be that per- 
ectued well 'the- treaſon, and cum plained ſoze at the death of 
bis ſonnes, and the great Wmmage that he bare,and that wozſe 
is, he malt bay his peace of them that had done him all this 


gathered together, and to became pe in his ald daxes, and pat 
ys is not ſure of his life, but muſt nads do the will of them that 
Gall vetcay him. On the othor fide when Helen knew that An- 
thenor ſhould goe tos the Greekes, the pzayed him offequonſly 
that he would make hor peace with Mcnelaus her huſband, and

When Encas and Anthenor were come inte the Yoalt of the 
Greekes,thep treated of their treafon, with the thas kings that 
the Greekes had commiſed : and thers they made the peace fo; 
Helen, 1and le god ſurety. After their commanication , 
the Greekes owayned that Dyomedes and Vlyſſes Soul goe 
with them. There was great jox when they heard of their com · 
ming into their Citie, thinking to the Troians to haue had the 
peaos they had fa mach deftced, On the mozrow oarly, by the 
commandement of the king Primus, all the Trojans were a(- 
ſembled at his Pallacs,then ſpaks Vlyſſes, ſaying vnfs them, 
that the Greekes demanded.cwo things, that is to wit, reffity- 
tion of the dommages,ond a great quaatity of gold and mer:

deve there vntill this time, andnons maybeareitaway, faut

yer it me lo a great ſum of gold that J hang pzomiſcd him: 
as (@ne as A hane it, J will ſend it ont of the City to pew:and 
then we ſhall perfozme that which we haue pzomiſed tv pon: 
and ers pve goe hence dz to coner and hide our wozke, J will go 
unte the King Priamus, and will telt bim, that J haue ſpoke 
long ts vou, to know what quantity of gold peu demand: and it 


was ſo eFected,as Anthenor had determined. -

and burnt, and the King Priemn: ſlaine, &. 
ben Pyomedes and Vlyſſes were retutned inte 
tber: Yoalt, Anthenor went vato R. Priamus, 
WN d fayd to him, that be ſhould Aemble all his 
elke to ceunſell: and when they were all come, 
—— Anhcnor (aid to them, that ſoz ts come to ther: 
peace with the Greekes, the muſt needs pay twenty ſhouſand 
markes of gold, and that in god weight, and almuch of ſilver, 
and alſo anhundzed thouſand quarters of wheat:and this muſt 
be made ready within acertaine time: and then they will giue 
lutetp to hold the peace without am fraud oz ſubtilty. 

There it was o2dained how this ſunune ſhould be leanyed : 
and whiles thep were buſe thereabouts, Anthenor went vnto 
the Paieſt that kept the Palladium, whoſe name was Thoant, 
aw bare to him a great quantity of gold, and there were they 
two at caumſell. Anthenor ſaid to him, that he take this 
ſumme of gold,wherewith ho ſheuld be rich all his life, and 
that he ſh to him the Palladium, e that no man ſhould

dead as thou, that any man ſhould know thereof. And J will 
ſendit ts Viyfles,and he ſhall beate the blame vpon him,and e-

Thoant the Miet retten Erongly the words of Anthenor: 
but in the end foz conetouſnedſe of the great ſunume of gold, her 


conſented that he ſhould take the Palladium, and beate it away. 
Then An toke it, and ſent it to Viyiles the ſame night, 
and after the vopos rau among the people, that Vlyſſes by his 
ſubliltꝝ had Koine away the Palladium out of Troy, O what 
treaſon was this of a iaſt : that loved better fog courtouſ- 
nelle to b{trax his City, they to loque the gold that was given 
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bim? ure lp, it is a fouls vice in aÞ3ief the dune of couetouſ- 
nefſs : But ſel haue bane bete this time, and few are) pet, 
but they be attainted therewith, whereaf it is great pitty, unc 
it is ſ0,that Auarice is the mother of all vices. 

Whllf# the Troyans gathered together theyr gold and (il 
er, and bangt it inte thetemple of Mincrya, tb kepe vntill 
the tims that it was all collected, it pleaſed them ta offer Wa- 
ccifice vats (heir god Apollo : and when thep had Caine many 
beaſts fes their ſolemne ſacrifice, and had put them bpon ths 
Altar,andſet firs buto them foz to burn them, it happened that 
there came two vnerpeced matuels. 

The fir was,that the fire wowld not kindle nog burne, fo; 
they began to make the it fire moze then ten times, and alwaics 
it quenched, and couldneuer burne the Sacrifice» Tye ſecond 
maruell was, when they had appopated the intrailes of the 
Boalss fog theyr Bacrifice, a great Eagle deſcended from the 
atze, crying greatly, and twke with his clawes thiſid en- 
trailes, and bars them into the Ships of the Greekes, 

Df theſe two things were the Troyans gricuoufly troubled, 
and ſald, that the gods was ange with them. Then demanded 
they of Caffandra,what theſe things fignified : and ſhe ſaid ba- 
to them, chat the god Apollo. was wzoth with them, ſoꝝ the et- 
fallen of the bloud of Achylles that was ſhed, wherewithall his 
Temple was defiled and violated : This was the firſt,and xe 
mult go fetch firs at the Sepulture of Achylles, and light your 
Sacrifice therowith, then it will quench na moge: and they dis 
fs, and they did ſo, and the Bacrifice burnt cleere ; and foz the 
ſecond mitacls, s ſaid,that foz certalae, freaſon was mat of 
the City with the Greelces. When the Greek es heard of theſe 
myracles,thay demanded of Calcas what it might ſigntfie : her 
mads aun(wsr,that the Citie would ſhoztly be re lded vp. | 

Amongf® theſe things,Calcas and Criſis ths Pzieſt,counſsl- 
led the Greelcs that they auld make a great Þozſe of Bulle, 
and that muſt bs ſo great as might hold within it a thouſaiid 
knights armed: and they ſald vnts him that it was the plea - 
lace of the godes. This hoafe was made bya paing wiſe Pa- 
der, a Apius wap, Wheſs nam was Sinom and he mabe (ts 

L 
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ſabtilty, that no man conly percoſus any entry 8 (flue, bus 
within it was ealle f0z them that weee (ncloled within tc to 
tae ont when they won'ld. 

When tho great hozſs was fully made, and the thouſand 
Knights therein, by the counſe ll o Criſu, they pzaxed the-King 
Pryamus, that he weald ſuTer this hozle te enter into the City 
and that it might be (et in 'he Temple of Pallas, fozaſmuch as 
they laid, that they had made it in the honour- of Pallas, fog a 
Note that they made fv; reſtitution of the Palladium, which 
thep had cauſed ta be taken ont of the ſame Temple. 

Among thoſe things, the Pzinces that were yet within Troy, 
when they law that the King had ſo ſhameſully tteatsd wtih 
the Greekes,they went away ont of T:oy,and toke the:r men 
with them, and the King Phylomerus led no meze but two 
bunavzed and fifty men, and thzeſcoze ate ns of Amazones, 
that left of a theuſand that came thither with the Quan 
Pent cavryed the body of her wich them, and travel- 
led ſv long till they came ta their ane Country. 

Then came the day that the Greeks ſhould ſweare the peace 

faiedly vpon the plaine field vpen the Sanctuaries. King Pria- 
mus iſſued ont of the City and his people,andſware there each 
party to hold the peace firmely from thencefozth en: and Dio- 
medesſwoze firſt to the Greekes : after, when they had bzv- 


ſayth, Me that ſweareth by decoit a maſicioufly, he by melice 
fozſwearethbimſelfe. After that Diomedes (ware likewiſe all 
che Kings and Pginoes of Greece, and then the K.Priamus and 
the Troyans ſwoze in god fayth, as they that know nothing of 
the great treaſon : and after theit oathes thus made, B. Pria. 


mus delivered Helen ta Menelaus her haſband,and pzayed him 
nd other Kings and Pzinces of Greece, that they would vos 
a her no harme but pardon her, and they pꝛomiſed him fat- 
fo nedly that — — e 
ppaped reckes, thatthey might ſet the hozſe 
batte within the Temple #f Pallas, fog reſtitution of the — 
dium

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dium, to the end that the geddelle Pallas might be fo them 
frieadly, ia thepr retarne. And as the King Priamus anſwercd 
not thereto, Encas and Anthenor ſaid to. him, that it Gould be 
well done, and that it hovid be an honour to the City. Dewbeit 
the king Primus accozycd it witheaill will. Thenthe Greeks 
receined the gold an ner, andthe wheat that was pꝛomiſed 
them, and ſeat it. ans put into their Ships. 

After theſe things they went all of Noce ion, and in deus⸗ 
tion with their Pie ts, and began with ſtrength of cozdes, to 
daa w the hozio ot haaſſe wito befoze tho gate of the City, ann 
fozaſmuch as by tho gate it might not enter info the City, it 
was ſo great: therefuze they bzaks the Wall of the City in 
length and height, inſuch wiſe as it enfredin the Tone, and 
the Troyaas tets iusd it with great joy, but the cuſt ame of Fo;- 
tune is ſach,that great fop endeth with heauineſſe, and in ſ0;- 
row, The Troyans made joy of this hozſe wherein was tuclo- 
ſed they; death, and they knen nat of it- In this hozſe was a 
ſabtill man named Sinon, that bars the keyes of thehs;'e,foz to 
apen it. When the Troyans were a Hape, and reſted them in 
the night, ſazth with they iCued ont of the h, , gane a token 
of fire to them that wers in the fields, to the end that they 
ſhould come inte the City.foz te put it all to de&rneion. 

The ſame day the Greekecs łalned fo gos vato Tenedon,and 
ſaid that they would tateius Helen and (et her in ſafety, becanſs 
that the people Houly not run bpon her. fo2 the great euils any 
barts that were done ſo; her, and thus they departed from 
the ef Troy with theyr ſaple dzawne bp, and came befoze 
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And the KaightsiGued ont, and they lle the Troyans in their 
houſes, where they lle pt, as they that thought nothing. 

Thus eatxed the Greekes into the City,and flew men, wo⸗ 
men and child zen, without ſparing of any; und fwko all that 
they found in thetr houſes,andflew ſo many that they had laine 
aboue twenty thouſand ere it was robped the Tem- 

les, and the crie aroſe to be hozri m that they flew, 
| When the B. Priamus heatd thecrie(hs knew that Eneas and 
Ant henor had be traxed him) he aroſe then haTily and went 
inte his temple of Apollo, that was within his Pallace, as h 
that had ne moze ttuſt noz hops of hislife, and knie led befo;s 
the dig Altar.Caſſendra fled on the otherfive, as one that had 


bene ont ofher theTemple of Minerva tua ping and 
demeaning ſozrow : and the ofher noble women above 
fill in the in da ping and teares. 


When the mozuing came, the Greekes)by the conduct of E- 
neas and Anthenor that weryopen fraptonrs to their Coins 
alle to their King) cams and rtifred into the Pallace of Ilion, 
wheres ther und no defence, and put them all to death that 
ther found. Then Pyrrhus entred info the Temple of Apollo 
and formd there the R. Priamus abiding his death : then he ran 
vpor hint with a naked ſwozd (in fight of Encas and Anthe- 
nor that guided dim) e flew there the King Priamus befsze the 
high Altar, which was all fpztncklev with his blend, The Qu. 
Hecaba and Poli xena it d, ana know wot Whetherfogo : and it 
dapper nod that ſhe mot with Encas, and then ſhe ſaid ta him in 
great fury. Ya,a,fellon traptonr, from whence is come to thee 
ſo great craelty, that thou hat wonghtthem with the thas 
bath datne the A. Priamus, that hath dene to thee fo much god, 
aud hath ſct thee in magnificence, and alfo haff betrared the 
Country where thou wert bozne,and the City that thou ought- 
eſt fo ke: it the litt let it ſuſtlet th and refraine ther now 
of thy intent, and haue pltty of this viſhappy Polixena, to the 
end ; among (> many euiis as iq au haſt done, thou maift haue 
grate to do one god derd, as ſoꝛ to (atie her from death, be kose 
the Qreckes ſlaa her. Ene (teued with pittie) teteiued Po. 
liæchs in is guard, and tonat ped der into ferret plate.

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Amang theſe things King Thelamon ſet in the Temple cf 
Minerva in ke ping Andromeda, the wife of Hector and Ca'- 
landra, and et the City on firs in all places and bzcnt the re- 
ble Citp,except onelp the houſes of the Traitours, which were 
teſetued. When the City et Troy was all bzenf, R. Agamem- 
non aC:uebi:dall the moſt noble of Greece in the Temple of 
Minerva: and when they wers all aCembled, be rt quite d them 
of two things: one was, that ther Would kepe thert pzo- 
miſe with the Traitours © the other,that they ſhould take god 
adaiſe to part the pzey of the Ci p. 

Tye anſwer ofthe Greekes was ſuch, thafthep weuld hold 
their fai:h te the Traitaurs, as fog the fiilf poin';and as ta tho 
ſecond,euery man Gauld bing all the pzey in common, any 
there to parb to each man after his deſert. Then ſpake Thela- 
mon and ſaid, they ſhould burne Hclen,foz whom ſo much hurt 
and eaill was done, and ſo many wo2thy Kings and Pzinces 
had dyed fe. And there was a great murmure bereupon, that 
Agameainon,, Viyfles and Menelaus had mach a doe to 
ſaue her. But vliſſes with his ſairs ſpa ch, ſaid to them ſo much 
af diners things, that they were content that Helen Gould 
haue no harme. And then Agamemnon did ſo much to all the o- 
ther, that ſo; his reward, Caſſandra the daughter of K.Priamus 
was deliuered buto him. Whilf that the Greekes held ret 
theyt Parliament, there came to them Encas and Anthenor, 
and aduertifed them how Helen bad alway blamed the Trc- 
yaas of the enterpaiſe thałłbeꝝ made againſt the G:ceks,and 
counſelled them to pat the body of Achylles in ſepulture, which 
they would haue giuen to the Hounds, and beſovght them ther - 
foxe they would ſane his life, and it accozded to them. And then 
Andromeda and Helenus infreated fog the two ſonnes of Hec- 
tor, which were ſaned,albeit that Pyrrhus was againſt it, and 
debated if a little, hat inthe end he agredto it, and ſo theChil, 
dzen were (aged. 

After this vp;oare, they ozdained,thatall the Noble women 

v were eſcaped from death,Qauld goe whether they would fr · 
ie, oʒ dwell thers ill, it it pleaſed them. And after theſe things 
done, they parpoſed ta depart from Troy: but a great 2 
A U 
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began to atiſe at that time, that endured a whole moneth be⸗ 
foze they could got to Sea. Then the Creaces ask of Calcas 
the cauſe of this trouble that endared ſo long? and he anſwered 
that the puiſſances Infernals were not yet appeaſed foz the ef/ 
fuſton of the bleud of Achylles, that was hed in the Temylo cf 
Apollo,foz the leue of Polixena: and to appeale the gods, it be- 
b@aued to ſacrifice Polixcna,foz whoin Achylles dyed» 

Chen Pyrchus required diligently where Polixena was, j was 
cauſe of his Fathers death, foz there was no tydings whither 
ſhe were aliue og dead? Agamemnon demanded of Anthenor : 
which ſald to him, that he knewnot where ſhe was, whereof 
he lyed not: and pet ſoʒ to make an end ot all his enils, he en- 
qui ted ſo much that Polixena was found in an old ancient Tow. 
er, whereas ſhe was put in, and then he went and dzew her ent 
by fozce by her atmen, and pzeſonted her vnto A. Agamemnon, 
which ſent her ts Pyrrhus, the which ſent her to the Se pulture 
of Achylles foz to be ſlaine: and as they led her, there was no 
King noz Pzince but had great fozrow,to ſ& ſv faire a woman 
to bs loft, without ſhe had veſeruedit, and they had delinered 
her from the hand of Pyrrhus,tf Calcas had not biene, thatſayd 
that the tem pet would not ceaſe vntill ſhe were dend. 
hen Polixena was befoze the @epultnre of Achylles, he 
excuſed her humbly of the death of Achylles, and ſaid that cha 
was much ſozryfoz his death, and the Kings and PÞPzinces of 
Greece ſuſfeted her to dye agai ite, and without fault oz 
treſpaſſe: yet ſhe had rather dye then live With them that 
bath flaine all her friends. When the had finiſhed her wozvs, 
Pyrrhus (mote her with his ſwo2d(in the fight of the uten her 
mother )and lew her cruelly andcut her in pieces, and caſt them 
all about the Sepulture. When Hecuba ſaw her daughter ſlain, 
the fell downe in a \ſweund,and after went out of her wif, am 
affailed with her t@th andnatles all that ſho might come by, 
and caſt ſt ones, and hurt many cf the Greckes. Then the tk 
Ger by fozce, and led her into an Jle and there ſtoned her to 
death. And thus the Qu. Hecu' a ended her life, the Greckes 
made fozher a noble Scpulfure,and put her body therein: and 
het D. palturg apprarvth pet in the ſame J'e to this dap.

ſaping, that be had not ſo well deſe tue d it as he had dene, that 
bad ſv many times ſuccoured che hoaſt with vicuall, and allo 
bad de ended it by his great p;aweſſe ; whereas the hoaſt cf 
the Greekes had bene in danger to have bene loſt, had ast he 
bene, and ſaid that be pad flaine the . Polimneſtor, o what 
the N. Priamus had put᷑ his ſon Polidorus, and after lem the 
fame Polidorus, and had beugt A great freaſurs he found, vn⸗ 
to the hoaſt of the Gree kes. And alſe he had Nlaine the King cf 
Frigic,and baought his gods vats the haaſt, and alledges then 
that he had gotten mane Realms to the Deignoxte of Greece, 
and many other valtances that he hap done to the honour” of 
the Greekes : and (atd mozeousr, that Viyſſes had in him no 


pꝛowe ſle but onely (ubtilty,and faite ſyeaking ta dect ins men, 
and by him we hane t ham, that where we might 
dene vanquiſhed tho Trojan br Armes, now we hane ban, 


quifhed them by deceit and la 0 e. 26 4 

To thefe wo2ds anſwered Vlyſſes, and ſaid, that by his vali- 
uncv and by his wit the Troy ans were bauquiſhed * and if he 
hay not ben, the Troyans had bane yet in ſtate and in glozy in 
tho City. And alter ſatd ta Thelamon: ſurely the Palladium 
was nensr conquered by t pzowelſe,but by mp wit: and tha 
Greekecs knew not what ii as, no of what vertas, vnttil A 
fold them, by tho viligenss that A vſed therefs ;' and when 4 
know that Troy coulam be taken as long as it was in the 
fats, JI wont ſecretly info u 
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is deliuered vnto me, and after we twke the City. To this 

aaſweredThelamon infuricuſty,andVlyſſes to him in lie man; 

net, in ſomuch that they became moztall enemies cach to o. 

ther : and Thelamon menated Vlyſles vnto death openly. Am 

vet after that this matter was well difcufſed, Agamemnon and 

Menelaus judged that Vlyſſes ſhould ſtill ke po the Palladium: 

(ſome ſa pd, that the p made this judge ment, fozaſmuch as V. 
lyſſes by his faite ſpeaking had ſaved Hclen from-death, that 

Thelamon and others would hane had dead.) And-with this 

jadgment ther could not be content, lo the greateſt part of the 

Doaſt, ſaid that Thelamon ought bettet to haue the Palladium 

then Vlyſſes: andthereſoze Thelamon ſpake to Agamemnon 

and Menclaus many inſurious wozds, and (a(d, that he weuld 

be their moztallenemy from thencefozth on Foz this cauſe A- 
gamemnon,Menclaus, and Vlyſſes, kept all the togethet, and 
Dad alta with them a great company of vallent Knights. 

Then if came to paſſe that onthe mozrow after, early in the 
mozning,chat Thelamon was ſoumd daine in his bed, and had 
wounds in many places of his body, whereof aroſe a great cry 
in the boat, and they made greatſozrow, © gane all the lame 
to the the Kings befoze rehearſed. 

Pyrrhus that loned the A. Thelamon erc@dingly, ſaid many 
4njarious wozds to Viyſſes, and to the other. Then Viyfſes 
donbted,and the next night following he and his men entre d in⸗ 
to their ——— went to Sea, and left the Palladium 
with his friend Dyomedes. Pyrr Mas did tauſe to burne the bo- 
by of Thelamon,and put the alhes in a beſſe ll ot goto, to carry 
with him into his owne Conntry,fs bury it honeurably. The 
hate was great bettæne Pyrrhus andthe R. Agamemnon,and 
his bzother ; but Anthenor made the peace, and after on a day 
gaus adinner vnto all the nobles of Greece, and did ſerve them 
with many meates, and gane them faire giſts. | 

Among theſe things, the Greekes repzvached Encas, that 
had faiſified his 8atb, becauſe he had hid Polixena: and foz this 
cauſe thep baniſhed him ant of Troy fs2 ever. And when Fne- 
as ſaw hemight not abide there, he pꝛaped them earne iti 
chat he might daue the two and twenty ſhips which Paris —

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nh him inte Greece, and they granted ce

chat de ſhould not begin it againe. Vow, (ſaid Eneas) Gould 
we ſparsſo hainous a Traytour, that by his villany bath can⸗ 
ſed Polixena the faire danghter of N. Priamus to bis, and by 
bim I was baniſhed out of Troy, that ſhould haus counſelled 
teu: and now I mult n&ds leaue gem e Encaz ſaid ſo much to 
the T:oyans,that they baniſhes Anthenor fog tuet out of Troy, 
and conftrained him to gce p:eſently aut of the Towne, 
Anthenor went vnto Dea with a great company of Troy- 

ans, and ſailedſo fat that he fell among Pyzates of the »h,

a Knight that was flaine. And then VIyſſes treated in ſuch 
wiſe with one of the Secretaries sf Palanicdes, foz a great 
ſum ot money,ſuch as the Letters containcd: and this Srere- 
taryby the inductien uf Viyſses, put this ſum of money vnder 
the head of Palamedes bhiles he .: pt. And as ſwne as the Se- 
cretary ſaid ts Vlyſſes $/he had done: ihen Vly ſſes ficw this De 
cretary pzinily, and fozthwith did ſo much that this Letter 
came into the hands of the Greekes, that read if, and wers all 
abatſhed when they ſaw the Treaſcn in walting, and the (um 
contained in the ſame, laped under his head, They wcat then 
into his Tent, and found the truth of this thing, and pzeſently 
ther would haue tun vpen Palamedes : tut that he offered him- 
ſelfs to defend it againſt whom ſocuer weuld pzoue it, and (0+ 
there was none fo hardy that dur it fight againſt him. Then V. 
lyſses did ſo much by his faire Language, that this thing was 
appeaſed : and Palamedes continued Rill in his dignity. 

Now after this thing was appeaſed, Vliſses tDyomedes en # 
day gave Palamedes to vnde tſtaud, that they knew a pit-wher- 
ta wasmach Treaſare,and that they would that he ſhould haut 
his part; and that bee ſhould gos the next Bight following, 
When night was ceme they went all th wirhout any moze 
company,and they offered Palamedes $03 to goe downe into the 
pit fit, and (aid, that they would follow : and as ſœne as h 


was within, the two caſt tones v o many, that 
ther few pin; ge nder ener iu theſe ents palette his 


thing dene, theſe men charged King Naulus and Cetus of the 
death of Palamedes: and all was falls. Then the King and 
bis Senne began earnefly fog fo bethivke them, how they 
might anenge them of the Greekes.

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It was thus dane as Naulus had druiſt b, fo2 there were nigh 
two hundzed Ships of the Greckes ſylit and bꝛo ken ag aint the 
Rockes ; and all that were therein were dzowned, When 
the cher Ships that followed them, heard the noyſe of the 
hips that were bzoken, and the cvy of them that were dzow- 
ned, they turned on the other bod, and made fo Sea-wards, 
t (aued themſelues. Df them that efcaped, were Agamemnon, 
Menelaus,and Dy omedes and ſome others,that ſhail be nantes 


Cetus that otherwiſe was called Pellus, had groat ſozrow 
when he vnderftod that Agamemnon was eſcaped : and then 
he thought long,hewhe might anenge himſelfe. When bs was 
come hame, and was arriued in his owne Land, he wwzofe a lets 
tor to Clytemneſtra,the wife of Agamemnon : and this Letter 
tontained, that fe certaine Agamemnon her Pugband, had e- 
ſpouſed one of the Daughters of K.Priamns, and that he lone 
her greatly, and bzought her with him info his Ceuntry, fvz to 
make her Qutene, and to yut ant Clytemneſtra, eʒ ſlex her: and 
therefs;e Ccrus adnertiſed her, to ts end that ſhd might in time 
pzvnids foz herſelfe, Clytemneſtra aten bela ued theſe Letters 
and thanked Cerns, and thought that ſhe wanld avenge her of 
der husband. This Clyremneſtra in the abſence of her Nut-

named Errgona: the toned moe het Lang , ett t 
the did her husband, thong he wats rome of lobe blad, But it 
is the cuFome ofa weman that doth amifle, fo take vnto her 
one of lefſs valus then her Bus band is. She had treated with 
Egiſtus, that the firff night that Agamemnon ſhould come and 
ire with her, he hond run byon him, and fleyhim. This thing 
being done s He had purpoſed : and R. Agamemnon ſlaine and 
lapd in the Exrth : Clyremneſtra Hoztiy after, take to p uſ⸗ 
band her Lone Pgiſtus, King of Michmas.

Thus as Cetus had nutten to Clytemne- 
ſtra the wife of Agamemnon, in {ike manner he wrote to the 
wife of Dyomcdes named Egec,who was ter 10 N. Poli- 
mites of Arſimens, and fer of Ailandrugs, that relurncd item 
Troy. with medes his bzother in law, De it happened in 
theix reta that they went inte ttc land of n. Telephus, 
which was exill content, and went againft them with a great 
of men at armes, and a ſlailed them: and they deſen- 
ded themſelnes Erongly. And Aſazdrus cw many et ths 
ts al Telephus, whercfaze hee was ſoze diſpleaſed, and 
take a great ſpsate, and adzeſſed him againft Aflandrus with 
lo great fazce that he lew him. Diamedes ta avenge his death, 
flew many Kaights of Tclephus,andrecouered the body of A(- 
landtus with great yaine,and bare (tinfs his Ship. 
hes red Aſſandrus, but it was nat ſo repozted to Egee his 
acer: bat it mas told her, that Byomedes her husband had 
flaine him, ta haus all the Aeiguozie of Archimens, whereof A.- 
ſandrus had the one halte againlt his et Kgce, Df theſe tꝛ⸗ 
dings, and of them that Corus had waitten, Egec was angrie

bild Encas abode in Troy to repaire his Ships,he endu⸗ 
ted many aſſaults of his neighbours, that weuld haue taken 
tho remnant of the Troyans as a per. And fozaſmuch as he 
could not abide there longer then his terme aſſigned by the 
Greekes, he alembted the Troyans, and counſelled them, that 
they ſhould ſend foz Dyomedes to be their King, andſai d vnto 
them,he would come willingly, fozaſmach as he wns dzinen 
out of his country : and he was beth wiſe and valiant. % thee 
ſent to ſa ke Dyomedes and found him: who came fozthwith, 
and found tho Troyans beſleged by their Keigbbeur Nations. 
Eneas then pzeparedfo battell: in which Dyomedes bare yim- 
ſelfe ſo valiantly,that he to ke ſome Piſone ts, and hanged ma- 
ny as Thieues. In the fifth Battell, hs behaued himſelfe ſo, 
that he got the vpper hand of hisCnemies,and congaered them 
all; ſo as there was none of his neighbours that dur ſt aſlale 
the Troyans. 

Daring theſe things the Navy of Encas was made r8adys 
whereupon he toke ſhipping with Anchyſes his Father: am 
being at dea, they reſolued ts go and ſ ke an habitaficn where 
the Gods and Foztune would aſſigns them. During thoir ad- 
ventures at @ca, many perils happened, and rowing At ran- 
dom this way and that way, they ſayted by Helleſpont, are 
from thence ts Tus kane in Italy. From whence theÞ faxles fo 
Carthage, and then againe to Italy. The Stozy whereof who

When Egee the wifs of Dyomedes knew that the Troyans 
dad entertained Dyomedes, and that he had diſcamũted their 
enemies, che deubted that Dyomedes ſhould taks vengeance 
on her, Then ſhe conute lled with her peeple,and by their ad- 
niſt ment the (ent fo him to come vato her: who came with # 
god will, and had god entertainment, Jn like manne i cid ſun- 
day Loʒds that had bens exiled,returne againe to their M iues 
and honſos, aud enjop:d their old Seignozies, as many as had 
eſcaped the danger of the Sea. |

How Horeſtes ſon ol King Ag ememwer, cruelly avenged bim- 
ſelfe of the death of his Father. And how King Uiyſes at. 
ter ſundry perillous adventures, returned into his Country. 


Waben Horeſtes SonofR. Agamemnon, who was 
ent twenty and foure youres of Age, and had 
£21 [JF bene bzought vp vider King Idumeus, was by 
bend Idumens made Rnight,at whoſe Bnight- 
uin was great Fealting and ſpozt. Then Ho- 
hea — bim that be wauld helpe him with his people, to 
ov fo; the death of his Father, and fo. recour his 
Lands againe. Wherenupon Idumeus deliaered vato him a 
thousand Armed men;wiſe, and hardy. And Horeſtes gathered 
aut of other places, an ofher thouſaud : ſo going toward Mich- 
mas, he went by Traſim where Forenſis was Gauernour, of 
whom hy get an hupdzed Doaldieys : this did Forenſis foz the 
hatred that he bare to Egiſtus, becauſe ths ſaid Eziſtys haning 
eſpouſed his Daughter, fozſoke her foz the tous of Clitemneſ- 
tra. o he joyned with Horeſtes, to make war againſt Egiſtus, 
This expedition was taken in band at the begining of 
y. Whon they came befoze Michmas, thoſe that kept the 
Citywonlonot ye&ld it vy. then beſieged it round : foz Ho- 
reſtes had anſwer from the G20s, that hs ſhould be auenged of 
bis f 8 , albeit that che was lab clo⸗ 
lad within that foztifft - Egiltus was not at this time in 
that City, burt was goe to pzocure ayde of men of War from o⸗ 
ther places, againtt tho comming of Horeſtes his One mie, by 
the inſtigation of his wife Clitemneſtra. 

| When Horeſtes underit md thereof, he ſecretly layed a griat 
Amvath ol armed mon, to farpzile Egiſtys in his retutue, and 
therewith alls gaas freſh all anlts to the City : which being 
bat ill toatiſled was taken affer nttene dapes ſtege: who ap- 
his mon to Rape due watoh, that none ſhould goe on f 

noz in at the Gates, went himfelfe to the Wallace Royall, 
whore he tek his Pother,commitring her to ſafe pztſon , and 
exuled him ta be apppohoed (hat wore any way galty of his 
. 7 
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Fathers death, and had robelled agaialt him. The ſame day 
returaed Egiſtus, with bis new axdes,thinking to haue gore t 
the reſcne of the City: but by the way he was taken by the Am- 
buſh of Horeſtes, who New all his men, aud carryed him to Ho- 
reſtes, with his hands bound bohind htm, | 
On the mozrow after, Horeltes cauſed his Pother Clitem- 
neſtra to be bzonght beſfoze him ſtarhe naked, with both her 
bands baund, whom as ſone as ener he ſaw,he ran at het with 
bis @wszd, and fit he cut off Fer two Pappes, and after flew 
ber, and then he cauſed her body to be daa tone into the Flelos, 
and thers fo be left fog the Dogs, and the Birds cf the apze to 
denoure, Then he made Egiſtas to be taken and fletpped,and 
fo be dzawwne naked thzough the City,qud afterwards to he han- 
ged. And in like manner dealt yo with all thoſe that wete found 
ts haus bin culpable of his fathers death, This vengeancs to 
Horeſtes, faz the death of god King Agamemnon his Father. 
Menelaus haning endured many great periloby Bea, at length 
arriusd in Crete, hauing with him Helen his Mitte: who hea- 
ring of the death ef his Bzother,and how cruelly Horeſtes had 
put his owne Pocher to death, was \v;e diſpleaſed with his ne⸗ 
phew. At that ſame time came bnto Mene laus all the gteati ic 
Tode and Novies of Greece, to (& her, ſoʒ whoſe ſake all the 
Greekes had ſufygred ſo much froubls and veration. From 
Crete, Mene laus ſapled to Michmas, and told Horcſtes that ha 
was not wozthy to be neythetr King ne G uerneut thete, foz 
that he had ſo craelly put co death his otrne other. Theres 
upon Menelaus aſſembled at Athens all the chiefe Bobles cf 
Greece, one ly ts the vn foz to depziye Horcltcs of his Raigne 
and Gonernment,fs2 the tyzannous murthe ring of his Pother. 
Horeſtes ercuſed himſelfe thereof, ſaying : that the Gods had 
1 im fo doe that which he had bone.

this the Duke of Athens roſe vp, and offered ts be Cham ⸗ 
with and it, be Combat oz otherwiſe : which Challenge of his 


maintaining Horeſtes his cauſe againf any that would 


being by no wan d, Horeſtes was judged as guiltleſſe, 
and ſuffered (ll to enior his Kingdoins, But vpon this quarreil 
Horeſles cyncttuod ſuch moztall hatred againſt Naefe bis

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Unckls, that h@ afterwards bare great enill will to him, Not- 
withTanding K. Idumcus came within a while to Michmas, 
 anvſoreconciled them each to other,that Horeftes took to wife 
Hermione the daughter, ot A. Mcnelans and of Helen. Where- 
at Erigone the daughter of Egiſtus and of Clitcmaeſtra had ſv 
greatfezrow,that the hanged her ſelfe, being griened that Ho- 
. reſtes pzoſps:ed ſo well. | 
"" During theſe affaires, Viyſſes cams ints Crete with two 
Merchant / chi ys, feʒ he had loſt all his owne Ships, and the 
chtefe of his gods by Przats, on the Dea. After which lefCes, 
be arrived in the cormtrey of N. Thelamon Whers he loſ the 
ref of his goods, and they of that Country would haue hanged 
bim, it ye had not by bis cunning eſcaped their hands. After 
that he arrined inthe Country ofK.Manlus, who hated him fe; 
che ol dis ſon Palamedes: yet there he (0 handled the mat⸗ 
ter by his induſtry,that he get from (hence. At laſt comming a⸗ 
gaine into Creete, he was kindly enterfained by A. Idumeus, 
who wondered to ſ& him in ſo pe a caſe, demanding bim af 
all his aduentares, and how he bad ſped fince he lat departed 
frem Troy. To all which VIyſſes replyed, ſhe wing how great 
perils he had yaCed by dea, and how be had (off ali his men 
and gods, that he bought With him frem Troy. A. Idumens 
hap pit on him, when he heard theſe things, and gaus 17 
rable —— — foz as long as he wenld tay with him. 
When he ros de part to returne into his owns Coun- 
kry, Idumeus gane him two ſhips furniſhe d him with all things 
neceſſary foz his voyage, and with great plenty of riches, re⸗ 
que ting him wat be wonld take his way by the King Alei- 
nous fs whom he ſhonld bs very welcome. 

Thts Vlyſſes departing from Crete tame vnts R. Alcinous, 
who reteiued him fopfullx, and was much delighted with bis 
communication. There was Vlyſſes told et Penelope his wife, 
how many noble me ud requeſted her lone, ret none could ob- 
taine it, but ſhe Til] av de conSaht-: and how cerfaine of bis 


lands wers vajultlc; from her during his abſente: the 
truth Vlyfles Thelamonieus comming thither 
aSared him thereof. lt reupon Viyſſes patiyed Alcinous that

ny of atmed men, ſoʒ to helpts re ſtaʒe bim againe to his righ*, 
To which thing Alcinous willingly agr&d, We they ſailed by 
Dea, and on a night arriaed in his Coanfry, and comming to

V lies came to his Patlate, where he had ropall cnfertains 
ment, of all ſozts of pꝛople: but eſpecially Penelope his wife 
made great joyfoz his comming, Which ſhe had long de fired, 
Vis people then came from all places, with many rich pzc- 
lenta, to welcome him home. Great was the jer, and moſt ht s 
nourable the. entertainment that Vyſſes had a# his retursg 
chewen him. Then hoſo dealt with King Alcinous, that be 
gaus to his ſ Thelamonius, bis daughter Nauſica to wife. 
Thie wedding b celebaated with great ſolemmity, Alcmons 
departed home againe,ints his owne Country, leaning VIvI- 
ſes quietly poſſeed in his Realme,

Pyrrhus paſſing then many perils at Dea, was dziuen 
by fonle-weathor, to calf the moſt part of h1sRicyeg and Jew- 
oils that he bzanght from Troy into tho Sea ; ane arrialng at 
Molofſe he going a, ug ginen to under tand, that n. Pe- 
leus his Gtandtathet. by tys Facher-fide, was exiledfrom hts 
Kingdoms by Acaſtus, and that many Spyes were hyted te 
bye tn waits to das h AN; phereat he was fene *

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King Pelcus then knew nat hew to ſane himſelt, becauſe Phili- 
ſtines and Menalippus the two ſonnes of Acaſtus, were there, 
and ſought by al meanes to der him. In the ens Peleus re- 
mem dzed him of an old Building, that ſtend halte a mile from 
the Cifis of Theſlalie, butweene the dea and the Citie: This 
place was encumpalſed about with Reckes and Mals, hauing 
great Cellers vader ground, into which by a little hole growne 
ouer with Buches a man might goe- 

Ints theſe Uaulfts King Pcleus got him, and there he abode 
vntill the c etut ne of his Pyrrhasfrom Trey, by whoſe 
god helpe, he truſted to auenge himſe ite of his Enemies. Foz 
whoſe comming he often went to lake on the Son coaff, When 
Pyrrhus with his Ships were landed, he avdzefed himſelſe fo 

heflalic, againſt R. Acaſtus : and the better te atchiene his 
purpoſe, ho ſent his two Secretaries, the one called Criſpus, x 
the other Adraſtus, to one Aſſandrus, « man of greathonour 
and ctingation in Theſſalie: ( which Aſſandrus was a great 
Friend both fo him, and to Peleus) to ts haus his counſell and 
bolpe. The Polevgers haning ban with Aſſandrus, retutned 
vnto Pyrrhus, aſuring him of his friendly ade. WW herenpon 
Pyrrhus hepſed Maile agains, and making towards Theſſilie, 
they were by a ſudden Tempe ſt dztacn in at the Pozs Sepclia- 
dim,halfe & mile from Theſsalic, nears about Whereas Peleus 
kept in the Wanl(s. Then Pyrrhus went a ſhozs to reft him- 
lelle, and take freſh az, and by chance he went Cfraight wal- 
king to the Caue where peleus was hidden: and paiſing along 
the buthes,he fell into the hole, where wa tte deſcent into the 
Caue, as afoze is fayd, where hee found Peleus his Grand -fa- 
ther, Peleus knowing him by his cauntenance, fozaſmuch as 
he reſembled much his Father Achylles, mbʒaced him joyſul- 
ly, and made knowne vnts him all his misfoztanes, and the 
w2ongs that he had ſuſtatned by the nivancs of Acaſtus, and his 
ſonnes. Tidings hersof came fo Phyliſtines and Menalippus 
the ſornes of Acaſtus, who wert on hanfing in a Fo:reft there- 
by. Then Pyrrhus —.— himfe lie in tozue beggerly ap- 
vatelh and leaving h «father, and com pany with yis 
Ships, went alone with bis B wozd into the Fogreſl, where he 
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met with Phyliſtines and Menalippus, who demandedof him. 
what he was, and whither he would ? Pyrrhus faid, be was a 

Grecian, that tt tut ning from Troy,incempany with 500 mee 
had eſcaped with his life from Dhip-weacke, and loſt all that 

be had in the Dea, being now dziuen ts beg fo2 his ſuſtenance 
from dvze ige: wherefoze he dtd beſeech them, ifthey had 
bought gay vicuals with them, that they wouldgiue him ſomes

—_ Upon this Parle a great Hart came runnirg by them, at 
the ght whereof Menalippus put ſpurres te his hozſe, and fol- 
lowed on ths chaſe : and imme diatelę Phyliſtines alighting off 
bis Bozſe to reſt himbelfe,Pyrrhus ran him quite thozough with 
his (wozy and flew him: and Menalippus afterwards return-

len, (nhis abtencs it was bound, that the ſaid Andromache was 
with child by Pyrchas, whereat Hormione twhe difpteaſure,ſo 
that ſhe ſen? 1 to Mcnelaus her father, het Pyrrhus fo; the 
lone of Andromache had ſvzſakewher, requeTing him, that du⸗ 
ring the abods of Pyrrhus at Delphos, he weuld ct me and kill 
Andromeche afid Laomedon her ſonne. At her requeſt Mcne- 
laus came, and with x E od rann af Andtomache, 
who onnght in her armes Laomedoa her yormg fonne, and ran 
into the City crying ſoʒ arde, 
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Upon n fight hereof tho o City roſs inarmes, fo; to defend An- 
dromache and her peung Don from the outrage and flanghter : 
whereapen Menelaus Was fozced to tetire into bis Coantrey 
without atthieuing his purpoſe; When Harceftes vnde iſt od of 
Pyrrhus his being at Delphos, hee went with all ſped thither, 
aud meting him, few him with his owne hands, and caſey 
him to be buried. Shozily after this, did Horcſtcs tetenet a- 

gaine his wife, and carried her ints his one Realms, hen 
— was dead, Peleus and Thetis foke Andromache that 
was with child by Pyrrhus,with her litfle Son Laomedon,aud 
font them inte the City of Moloſſa, where Andromache was 
delinered of d godly Son, which Ge named Achilleides. This 
Achilleides when hs was growne to peares, holps his bzotþer 
Laomedon to be King of Theffaly, and willed, that fo2 his ſaks 
all the Troyans ould bs ſef fress. Pate the @tfozis ſaith, that 
the lter of King Menon (which Menon, Achylles flew befoze 
Troy, and wham King Pryamus buvyedby ht ſonne Troylus) 
tame in very cofly a ts Troy, an opening hor bzathers 
Lepulch2o, twks ont his bones : which ſs ſcones as ths had, he 
with them vaniSod ſodainly, no man knew whither, oz which 
way, And it is ſaxd, that opther was a Goddeſs, o2 the dangh- 
fer of a Goddeſe,

Of a Viſion that Vi Mes had in his ſleepe: and how T belago- 
genus the ſonne of Viſſer by Queene Ciroe, cams to ſceke 
P lyſes, and ſlew him, not knowing who hee was. 


vlyſſes was l im bed, hes had a meruai- 
lors ſtrangs viſten, in theres (med to appeare 

befoze him, — ereaturs; the mo 
— 2 which he world faine 
bane touched and embzaced, but the Imago would not fufey 
— And hs going after tt, the Image agked him, hat ha 
would haus: be anſwered, that he was doftrous to joyns with 
it incarnall copulation. Then ſaid the Image: Oh, a wofull 
conjunction- will this be, foz therenpon one of bs muſk dye. 
enter, te him amd, that the Jmage hold a ** 
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the head of which was a pen(Al cunningly wzeught all encr 
with filhes- And to him ſ@me®,that the Image departed away 
and faid : This fight betokeneth deſtruction that ſhall happen 
to vs time; When Vlyſſes awaked, he was troubled to thinke 
of his dzeame, and wondered, being defirous to know what it 
might fignifie : wherefoze he ſent vaco the canning men and 
wathſayers of his Realme, to enquire what this villen might 
e: whohaning conſidered thereof, ſaid : that bis owns 
Gonld kill him. Upon this, he ſearing his Senne, cauſed 
dim to be appzehended and ſurely e pg. Attetward he got him 
to dwell in a ſtrong Cattle, that C@d alone fate from compa- 
ny, where with a few of his molt traTy friends and ſotuants, 
be the time: and this Caffls none might come vate but 
thoſe few of bis owne retinne : and they alſe not to paſſs 82 re- 
pals but at cortaine times, by a dzaw-boidge and a wicket, the 
Cable being watred round about, and well foztified. Now it 
bad ſo fallen out beſoze, that in his returne from Troy, Vlyſſcs 
bay axtiued in an Ile whers Circe was Quin and Gouernour, 
w was the cunningeſt woman in the wozld in inchantment. 

This Circe by her witchcraff made Viyſſes Ray With her a 
time at his returno, and conceined by him a Denne, whom he 
named Thelagonus, And about the time of Viyſſes his dwel- 
ling in his Cattie, as is afozeſaid : Thelagonus betng growns 
to ripe peates, and being a Tout young man, would nads know 
of his ether, who was his father. After much intreaty and 
impotunate demands, che told him, who was his father, and 
where he did dwell. 

Thelagonus vere glad hereof, and defring fo ſ& his Father, 
trauelled ſozthwith to Achaia,and hearing where Vlyſles pwelt 
he went thither : and comming on a Hunde mozning, ha re- 
© thoſs-that kept the Baidge,that they would let him goe 
ta ſpea ke with. Viyfies. Tho Pozters would by no meanes 
p#ld thoreto, but th2ulf him backe chutlichly: whereat be ta- 
king diſpleaſure, ſtrucke one cn the necke with his SN, and 
beat him downe dead, and ſetting vpon the other, cat them all 
aff the Bzidge, wherevpon they made a great cry: inſomnch 
fat the poople of the Caftle armed the 8, and came and 

afati- 
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afailev Thelagonus very fiercely. Yo ſ&@ing that, ſtept to one, 
and mung his ſwozd out of his hand, wherewith he ew fif- 
ten in ont ſpace, and was himlelfhurt in many places. Mete · 
upon the vpzoare grew moze and moze: and Vlyſlcs doubting 
that it was his ſon Thelamonius, who had bꝛoken out of pziſon 
came aunning out with a dart in his hand, which he flang at 
_ Thelagonus,and hit him, not knowing who be was, and bart 

Thelagonus alittle. \ 

Thelagonus feling himſcife hurt with the dart, to ke it, aud 
flung it againe at Vlyſſes (not knowing who he was) with ſs 
great fozee,that hitting him, it gane him his deaibs wound, ſo 
that he fell downe to the Earth. Then Vlyſſcs being in great 
paine, (remembziag himſeifs of his foze-ſaid Wyon, )Jvemans 
ded of him what he was? ſaying,J am Vlyes, Thelagonus 
dearing this, feli to great lamentation, and ſaid. Alas wzetch 
that Jam, I came hither to {@ my Father,and fo line joxfally 
with him, and now J baue laine him. Thus ſaving, de cell 
downe in a (wound : and when de was teme againe to his vn 
det ſbanding, bs renthts cloathes, beat himſelfe about the face- 
with his tes, and went to his Father, and fell downs u ping 
befoze him and ſaid: J am Thelagonus thy vnhapp Donne, 
whom thou begotte on Nucene Circe : J pia the gods that 
they will cucker me ts dye with the, 

When Vlyſſes vaderSod this, he ſent (02 Thelamonius, his 
his lawlull begotten Son, who poeſen iv comming would haus 
flains Thelagonus, to ttuenge his fathers death. But Vlyſſes 
faid, not ſo, to he is thy Bzother : be pee reconciled together, 
and line ond lone as Bzethzen. Then was vlidcs carried info 
Achaia : whore within the daxes be dyed, and was by 
bis Wenne hononrably barted.. After whoſe death 

'Thelamonius his Donſucc@dedin that Bingdame, who kept 

witd hint Thelagonus His bzothor ,foz the ſpace ofa geare and a 

halfe, making bim Knight and honcuring bim-greafly, At 

length,veing often ſentfoz by-Circe his Mathet, he returneb(s 
hor into the Ile Aulides, hauing recetwen mand rioh-Paoſents 


ut che hanys dt his And Cite dyins aztxaftet, The- 
gon nd ruigned in the tau dl th - 
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Alle bete Hector at dualwares-and Troyſus, whom 
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ſcore veares.Thelamonius was foure\ſcv2e and thit ta ne prares 
elde at the death -of Vlyſſes his Father, and Raigned after 
wards, much increafing his Deignozy, tha@-ſcoze and une 


cares- 
: Inthis wiſe Dares finiſhed his bo he of the fege of Troy, 
and ſpeake th not of theit further Atuentures: and aſmuch us 
is conta ucd in the Piſtozybefoge wzitten, is gllo fonnd tc haue 
bene rece:ded by Dictes the Greeke: and in meſt tiings both 
their Baker «gr, 

Dares in the end ot his Boke waiteth thus, that the Biege 
of Troy enduted foz the ſpate o Cen peates, ten menetha e nd 
dwelne dapestand that the number of the Gicekes there flaine 
was eight hundzed aud ſixe thouſand fighling men: and the 
numdet of the Troy aas, llaine in defence of themſelues and of 
their Counmtrey, was fire bhundzed fifty and ſire thculans figh- 
ting-men. Ye faith mozeonor that when Encas dt patted from 
Troy into exile he carrped with him two hundzed ſhips : and 
that Anthenor had with him away five hunde d Saultiets, an 
all the reſt that were e ſcapt d, went with Encas. 

The. ſaid Dates furthermoze tepozte ti; in the latter end of 
his Bohe,by whom the moſt Noble Kings and Pzinces of the 
one pattz and of the other were fla ine:aus he (apth that Hector 
the maſk famous inte ef Chiaalix in the Wozld, flew with 
his one hands in good and lopall fight, eightene Kings: rot 
— —— vr dis P20owefle and da- 
toar : fFe names dee here follow; That is, 
King Archilogns, King Protheſilaus, A. Patroclus, R. Menon, 
K.Prothenor, A. Archimenuss B,Polemon, A. Epiſtropus, R. 
Ecedius, N. Daccius, A. Polixenus, R. Pbybus, A. Anthypus, R. 
Cenutus, N. Polybetes, A · Humetus, E. Fumus and R. Exampi- 
tus. And Paris he flew Pall. medes, Who was Epe rt of all 
the.Grecki/h- Yoaſs, M. Achylles, and at {aft R. Ajax: nn 
therewithall Ajax flew him alſo, Eneas flew R. An p marus 
and N Nercus. Achylles le A. Cupemus . Yponcus,R.Plc- 
bens, A. Auſterus n. Cimoneus. A. Menon, & N, Neoptole mus. 
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ths faid Achylles, flew the QAutne Penthaſilea in fight: hee 
lein alſs cruelly and tyzannoullg, the noble R. Priamus, Ve 
few mozeener Polixena, the faireſt Paide in the Wozlp. Dy- 
omedes sw R. Antypus, . Eſcor ius K.Pro:henor, and King 
Ob tincus. 

Now thus J am cotne to the finiſhing ef this pzcſent booke, 
which J hane Ttantlated (though rudely,) out af French into 
Engliſh; at the commandement and requeſt of mp right graci- 
ous and tedeubted Lady and Piffteſſe, the Lavy Margaret, 
Duthcheſſe of Bourgony. Lothericke, and of Brabant, 4c. Aud 
fozaſmach as 5 am weary of tedious w2itfing, and weine in 
peares, being not able to wzlte cutfruerall Bokes foz ell 
Gentiemen, aud ſuch others as are veſfrenevf (the ſame, 3 haus 
tauſed this booke ta be Þ;iaced:! that being publiſhed the meze 
plentuorzflp, mens fnrnes may bs the moze eaſily ſertted.
